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LESSONS FOR 
LIBERALS 


Why didn’t liberal candidates like Rosaria 
Salerno, Bruce Bolling, and Bob Rufo 
| (who, despite running as a centrist, had the 
| support of much of the liberal establish- 

ment) win or place in Tuesday’s mayoral 
| vote? Because they didn’t know how to talk 
| about the big issues in a way that connects 
| with voters and shows consistency. 

The winners, Tommy Menino and Jim 
Brett, each staked out important turf — 
Menino as the “feel-good” candidate and 

| Brett as the “anxiety” candidate. 

| As acting mayor, Menino spoke to the 

| lunch-bucket concerns of working people 
by freezing water rates and effectively de- 
livering city services. If he was trying to 
make residents feel good about City Hall, 
the question was, who would win the anxi- 
ety vote? 

Rufo began his high-dollar ad campaign 
with a strong anti-crime pitch that played 
to the anxieties of city residents. It might 

| have worked — except he hadn’t bothered 
to introduce himself to voters 
yet. In the final days, he 
switched from an anxiety 
message to a feel-good mes- 
sage (which he should have 
done first), thus further wast- 
ing his immense resources. 

Salerno’s limited ad cam- 
paign alternated between 
| “Trust Rosaria” (feel-good) 
| and “Roses have thorns” (anx- 
| iety). She also chose to run 
| vaguely against “politics as 
| usual” in a city where voters 
| are not notably anti-politics. A 
| more pointed message — that 
| her opponents were selling out 
| the city by taking contributions 
| from corporate favor-seekers — might 
have played better with her potential voters. 

Bolling’s campaign simply never got off 
the ground. 
| It was Brett who stepped up to the plate 
| and became the anxiety candidate, using 
| his paid advertising to focus on those all- 
| important big issues: water rates (he 
| boasted of having forced the MWRA to 
return $24 million to consumers), crime 
(in winning the endorsement of a young 
| murder victim’s mother, he effectively 
trumped Rufo), and so-called white flight 
(one of his ads featured FOR SALE signs in 
front of houses). 

The result was a disaster for liberals. 

At the Boston Herald candidates’ forum 
| the morning after the election, neither 
| Menino nor Brett reached out to the left, 
instead focusing almost exclusively on who 
would be the better manager. Asked why 
they didn’t try harder to reach out to sup- 
porters of the more-liberal candidates, 
both candidates gave non-answers. 

Menino told the Phoenix, “Look at my 
| record on child care, human services, and 
community development. I’ve been pro- 
| choice.” 

Said Brett: “I didn’t really think of 
reaching out to left or right. [State Sena- 
tor] Dianne Wilkerson supports me, and 
she has a tremendous reputation in the lib- 
eral community.” 


HOROVITZ 
AND THE GTC 


The associate artistic director of the 
Cambridge Theatre Company (CTC) has 
resigned in protest over the organization’s 
decision to mount a production, in early 
October, of Israel Horovitz’s play Park 
Your Car in Harvard Yard. 

Betsy Carpenter, one of the company’s 
founders, says her decision is based on 
Horovitz’s dismissive response to Phoenix

articles (August 6 and 13) detailing the alle- 
gations of 10 unnamed women who claim 
they were sexually harassed by Horovitz, 
the artistic director of the Gloucester Stage 
Company. In a published statement, the 
award-winning playwright said the Phoenix 
articles were “filled with lies and malice.” 

In Carpenter’s view, scheduling the play 
now is “not just an artistic event, but a po- 
litical statement as well, no matter what 
the Cambridge Theatre Company would 
like to think. . .. Many in the audience will 
perceive this production as an exoneration 
of Horovitz, a vote for business as usual at 
a time when he’s maligning his accusers in 
the press. It’s being done in the women’s 
backyard, and that can only help to silence 
women trying to bring this issue out. I 
couldn’t live with that.” 

CTC artistic director Andreas Teuber 
says he respects Carpenter’s decision, but 
insists it would be “a misunderstanding for 
anyone to take this production as a state- 
ment on improper conduct. . . . As a matter 
of principle, it would be improper and unfair 
for a nonprofit, public institution not to do a 
play because of allegations that have yet to 
be examined in a public forum. It would be 
a political, rather than an artistic, decision.” 

Carpenter says that though there was 
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talk of doing Park Your Car as early as 
June, Teuber’s final decision to mount the 
production was not made until the week- 
end of September 3, after the Phoenix arti- 
cles had appeared and the CTC fall season 
had already been announced. Earlier, she 
says, Teuber had repeatedly told her the 
play wouldn’t be done. 

Teuber acknowledges that early an- 
nouncements for the fall season didn’t in- 
clude Park Your Car. But, he says, the rea- 
son for the show’s sudden appearance on 
the schedule was that certain difficulties 
regarding the availability of crew members 
and set had only just been resolved. 

Spring Sirkin, whose Chamber Reperto- 
ry Theater Company is co-producing the 
play, had no reaction to Carpenter’s resig- 
nation. “I loved the piece when I saw it on 
Broadway,” she says. “The stories about 
Horovitz did not figure into the decision.”

UNION BITES 
THE APPLE 


The Boston Globe Employees Associa- 
tion (BGEA) has filed a charge of unfair 
labor practices against the Globe and plans 
on doing likewise against Globe’s new 
owner, the New York Times. The reason, 
according to the union: the sales agree- 
ment between the Globe and the Times has 
improperly “impose[d] constraints” upon 
the long-stalled contract negotiations be- 
tween management and the BGEA. 

“Such constraints . . . have resulted in 
‘bargaining rigidity involving the mandato- 
ry subjects of bargaining,’ ” states a 
September 21 BGEA release. “Based upon 
counsel’s and our review . . . it appears the 
merger agreement between the New York 
Times Co. and Affiliated Publications [the 
Globe’s parent company] is not only in vi- 
olation of the NLRB’s [National Labor 
Relations Board] requisites for good-faith 
bargaining, it has also impacted negatively 
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on the BGEA in its negotiations with the 
Globe,” BGEA president Bob Jordan says 
in a written statement. 

There was no official response from ei- 
ther the Globe or the Times as the Phoenix 
went to press. But the BGEA’s tactic of 
dragging the new owners into its battle 
with the Taylor family certainly opens up a 
new front. 


SOCIAL 
CREATURES 


The Miss USA pageant has been playing 
Avis to Miss America’s Hertz for years. But 
a different kind of Miss USA contest comes 
to the Roxy Friday night in the form of a 
beauty pageant/job interview that will help 
determine who will be named hostess of the 
Manhattan mega-nightclub called USA. 

For those unschooled in New York City 
nightlife, USA is an $8 million, five-level 
dance club/amusement park (it features, 
among other attractions, a 96-foot slide) 
in the heart of Times Square. Though it’s 
been anointed club of the moment by the 
likes of Vanity Fair, USA’s owners decid- 
ed something was missing — that is, the 
right woman. 

“There seems to be a lack of glamour 
women” in the New York club scene, says 
USA publicist Ron Koch. “There are no 
Dianne Brills anymore.” 

Dianne Brill, for those who haven’t read 
Andy Warhol’s diary, is a New York so- 
cialite and the kind of woman Koch feels 
embodies the qualities USA is looking for 
in its new. hostess. Miss USA, he says, “is 
definitely not timid, able to part a room, 
and mixes well with celebrities. She’s a 
complete social creature.” 

USA is staging similar contests in seven 
other US cities. About 200 women from 
the Boston area have applied for the posi- 
tion by filling out questionnaires. One ap- 
plicant wrote that she’s not afraid to “stab 
backs and slit throats.” Another, asked 
why she’s qualified, responded, “For me, 
how I look is so important, and I love 
make-up and people touching my hair.” 

The winner, who'll be named in late 
November, will be given a salary and an 
apartment, and will reign as Miss USA for 
one year. Doors open at the Roxy, located 
at 279 Tremont Street, at 10 p.m.; the 
judging begins at midnight.

FEDS PROBE HIV 
PROFITEERING 


The US Justice Department’s Civil 
Rights Division has begun a preliminary 
investigation into illegal surcharges levied 
by some funeral homes for handling bod- 
ies infected with HIV, according to a Jus- 
tice Department source. 

The probe was begun, the source says, 
after the Civil Rights Division received a 
copy of the Phoenix’s March 12 story 
“Grave Robbers.” The Massachusetts at- 
torney general’s office had sent a copy to 
the Washington office. 

The Phoenix investigation showed that 
about half of the funeral homes surveyed 
in the Boston and Providence areas levied 
an extra fee for such things as a special 
embalming kit and special precautions tak- 
en by morticians. 

Funeral-industry and health officials say 
there is no medical rationale for handling 
bodies of people infected with HIV or who 
die from AIDS any differently from other 
corpses. The disinfectants and protective 
gear that many funeral directors cited as 
justification for the surcharges are re- 
quired by the federal Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration for handling all 
bodies. Because funeral-home workers are 
unable to tell if a body carries the HIV

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virus, they follow the safest route and treat 
every corpse as if it is HIV-positive. 

Following its own investigation, the 
state attorney general’s office in May is- 
sued an advisory to Bay State funeral 
homes. The advisory cited state laws pro- 
hibiting such discriminatory practices and 
warned that the state would enforce them. 

Along with violating state discrimination 
statutes, such surcharges violate the 1990 
Americans with Disabilities Act, which 
classifies AIDS as a disability. 

The Justice Department is unclear about 
the scope its investigation will take. “I 
don’t know how far our office is going to 
take this,” the source says. “But because 
{the Phoenix’s] article talks about the East 
Coast, that’s where we’re starting.”

ANTI-PORN 
AFTERMATH 


Canadian customs officials recently used 
anti-obscenity standards inspired by femi- 
nist anti-porn activists Catharine MacKin- 
non and Andrea Dworkin to seize copies 
of two of Dworkin’s books containing sex- 
ually violent images, Woman Hating and 
Pornography: Men Possessing Women. 

The Dworkin titles were confiscated 
along with 25 other feminist, gay, and les- 
bian books being shipped from the US to 
Montreal’s Le Dernier Mot bookstore. 

Canada revised its obscenity law last 
year based on a Canadian Supreme Court 
decision for which MacKinnon wrote a 
friend-of-the-court brief. 

The new law, hailed by anti-porn femi- 
nists as a victory for women, bans material 
officials deem “violent,” “degrading,” “de- 
humanizing,” and “harmful to women.” 

But as freedom-of-speech advocates 
predicted, the law does little to advance 
the feminist cause. So far, it’s been used 
almost exclusively to censor books, maga- 
zines, films, and videos on feminist, gay, 
and lesbian topics.

RATIONAL 


RECOVERY 


As The Age of Innocence opened in local 
movie theaters, substance-abuse profes- 
sionals gathered in Boston to observe the 
arrival of what they’re calling the Age of 
Reason in addiction treatment. 

For more than half a century, Alcoholics 
Anonymous was virtually the only support 
network for problem drinkers looking for 
help. But since its introduction in the late 
1980s, Rational Recovery Systems, Inc. — 
which held its second-annual national con- 
ference at the Harborside Hyatt Conference 
Center and Hotel recently — has gradually 
become an accepted alternative to AA and 
its well-known “12-step” road to recovery. 

In simple terms, RR is a self-help pro- 
gram that uses cognitive therapy to help 
addicts eliminate the destructive thinking 
that leads them to abuse alcohol or drugs 
in the first place. RR rejects many of the 
tenets of AA, which suggests to its mem- 
bers that they must attend weekly meet- 
ings for life. RR counseling has no use for 
the 12 steps, particularly those requiring 
the alcoholic to admit powerlessness over 
his destiny and to believe in and submit to 
a higher power. 

RR’s rise from obscurity to ever-growing 
acceptance has been rapid. “RR has be- 
come a standard part of the addiction-treat- 
ment regimen,” says RR’s national medical 
director, Watertown internist Joseph Ger- 
stein. Gerstein started the first group in 
Massachusetts in April 1990. Today, the 
Bay State has more RR meetings per capita 
than any other state — 30, with five more 
to be added by the end of the year. By com- 
parison, there are 2200 weekly AA meetings 
in Eastern Massachusetts alone. 

After initial resistance, the medical com- 
munity has embraced RR. Two hospitals 
— Hampstead Hospital, in Hampstead, 
New Hampshire, and Forest Hospital, in 
suburban Chicago — have in-patient RR 
programs. Scores more have community 
groups that meet on their premises, in- 
cluding several in the Boston area: Mass 
General, Mount Auburn, McLean, New 
England Memorial, and Emerson. 

“Now,” says Gerstein, “hospitals are 
calling us to start groups.”

Head for Hollywood 


Griffin play mixes mystery with satire

here are no disembod- 

ied noggins in Mrs. 

Sedgewick’s Head. But 

there’s a Frankenstein- 

ian dimension to the 
play nonetheless: it’s as if the amiable 
Tom Griffin, author of The Boys Next 
Door, had been spliced with Sam 
Shepard. In Griffin’s entertaining but 
mysterious new play, about a cadre of 
movieland bottom-liners in hot pur- 
suit of a screenplay, Beverly Hills and 
Beverly Hillbillies satire vie with dark, 
incantatory doings of the mind. 
Strange, shark-eating, silk-shirted 
bedfellows do lunch and whatever 
else is necessary to shanghai art into 
the limo with Mammon, while, off the 
highway somewhere, a derailed and 
possibly deranged soul anguishes 
over innocence lost. 

In the case of one-time top-drawer 
screenwriter Johnny Simmons, said 
loss is both figurative and literal. A 
cynic who’s had his way with the 
whore of Hollywood, he is also a con- 
victed murderer who did time in 
prison for the mercy killing of his 
brother. Mrs. Sedgewick’s Head is the 
name of the novel he culled from that 
experience, and from the snatches we 
hear, it’s compelling stuff, having less 
to do with the facts of the case than 
with the discovery that we are all 
freaks, capable of brokering our 
freakdom and worse. Mrs. Sedge- 
wick’s Head — the play, that is, 
which is getting its world premiere at 
Trinity Rep — has all the earmarks of 
Griffin’s previous comedies: a warm- 
hearted funniness, the interplay of 
zinger and non sequitur, some off- 
the-wall characters. But there is a 
mythic, Cain-and-Abel element that 


sneaks into the play, as if the sharks 
next door — this being Hollywood 
— had left the patio door open. 

To some degree, Mrs. Sedgewick’s 
Head is a wish-fulfillment play, in 
which Griffin, a screenwriter, confers 
on his defrocked-screenwriter anti- 
hero a power Hollywood would never 
give him. I mean, if some squirrelly 
Eastern psychopath doesn’t want to 
adapt his novel, there’s always Joe Es- 
zterhas. Why send a contingent of the 
Armani-clad to woo the splintered 
scribe in rustic, spartan “Ichabod 
Crane country,” somewhere between 
the Bates Motel and Bob Newhart’s 
(complete with a one-man Larry, 
Darryl, and Darryl)? Well, for one 
thing, there’s comedy to be mined 
from the juxtaposition, and if Mrs. 
Sedgewick’s Head offered nothing but 
the hilarious encounters between ag- 
gressively crude, hyper-urban pro- 
ducer Nate Beck and maxim-man- 
gling Catskills handyman Eddie 
Stopanokovitch (who speaks almost 
entirely in slightly skewed eu- 
phemisms and old sayings, like some 
dyslexic Poor Richard), it would be 
worth a visit. 

There is, however, more to Mrs. 
Sedgewick than its clever 
game of sharks and 
bumpkins. For one thing, 
there is some great writing, particu- 
larly in the frenzied, poetic set piece 
— involving, you guessed it, Mrs. 
Sedgewick’s head — in which the 
wily, tortured Simmons, spouting 
from his novel, explains his childhood 
discovery of irony, the beginning of 
the loss of innocence that culminated 
in the slaughter-by-request of his sib- 
ling. At Trinity Rep, the play’s omi- 
nous, lyrical element is greatly abet- 
ted by David Wheeler’s direction, 
which manages to tuck it into the 
canny Hollywood-food-chain come- 
dy, and by Eugene Lee’s multi-loca- 
tion, movable-part set, with its leafy, 
tarp-laden murder scene always beck- 
oning from a far corner of Simmons’s 
shabby, pine-paneled reality. The glit- 
ter of Tinseltown we are allowed to 
imagine, as trendy-restaurant scenes 
are played out at the rickety kitchen 
table of the screenwriter’s cottage, 
but the eerie twinkle of a meteor 
shower on the night young Johnny 


discovered irony is magically repro- 
duced. 

The production also makes good, 
and often droll, use of the cinematic 
element Griffin has built into the 
script (at one point rolling the whole 
Trinity Rep program like credits on a 
drop-in film screen, at another back- 
ing a car journey in two folding 
chairs with a screenful of whizzing, 
dusty road). And the acting, as usual, 
is top-notch, from Jonathan Fried’s 
film-industry youngster, icy behind 
the ears, to William Damkoehler’s 
more seasoned, equally glinting exec; 
from Robert J. Colonna’s unrattlably 
innocent malapropping mountain 
man to Cynthia Strickland’s frumpily 
beatific Girl Friday. Richard Knee- 
land is all crafty Yankee dignity as 
Simmons’s agent, and in the flash- 
back scenes, Dan Welch gives a 
heartbreaking performance, part 
scared child, part Eric Bogosian 
goon, as the leukemia-ridden brother 
begging Johnny to do what he’s al- 
ways dreamed of doing. 

As Nate Beck, the silkily clad, com- 
pulsively hostile embodiment of 
Mametwood, Joseph Hindy is not 
only sharp-edged and crass but sad. 
And _ the sumptuous 


|e UA e wae Nance Williamson is fine 


as his unlikely sidekick, 
film-company veep Lindsay McCall, 
who’s sent along with Beck as both 
keeper (the man, she cracks, “should 
be chained to Jane Goodall”) and bait. 

Timothy Crowe plays the disheveled 
Simmons, who looks more like a pris- 
oner than a screenwriter, as a man on 
the edge, in scathing control of the 
situation but not of himself. Barely 
afloat in the painful, paradoxical 
truths he discovered that long-ago | 
night when a zucchini-headed woman | 
took him to a freak show, he’s riveting 
— but a tad too dangerous, too un- 
predictable, to lure savvy Lindsay into 
playing Josie Hogan to his Jim Ty- 
rone. Still, it’s no small feat to send us 
from the theater, as Mrs. Sedgewick 
does, humming an old score, rather 
than, with all the shark shooting going 
on, the theme from Jaws. Q

CASH CAMP 

Five years ago: September 23, 1988 

> In the affluent ’80s, adults weren’t the only ones with 
money on their minds. Caroline Knapp reported on finan- 
cial camps such as “Dollars & Sense.” 

The long, sultry 
bankbook . . . the freedom to earn and invest . . . and yes, 
now it fits: money camp.

USA YESTERDAY 

10 years ago: September 27, 1983 

» In the infancy of USA Today, not everyone was con- 
vinced the bold new publication would make it to tomor- 
row. Dave O’Brian captured the scepticism of the day. 

“It’s been ridiculed, dismissed as utterly trivial, and la- 
beled fast-food journalism. (The New York Times was 
quick to call it “McPaper,” and that neat, if nasty, nick- 
name has stuck.) 

“Since the paper also is very big on stuff that’s happening 
right now, the near-perfect USA Today lead sentence may 
have been this one from that September 12 issue: ‘Pittsburgh 
is living proof that losing jobs and people doesn’t have to mean 
financial trouble for USA cities, according to a study to be 
published today.’ Talk about your not-so-subliminal self-pro- 
motion! Good news today, about the good old USA, with both 
‘USA’ and ‘today’ all together in one upbeat little sentence.” 


BYTING BACK 
15 years ago: September 26, 1978 
» America’s growing dependence on computer technology 
had some people fuming. D.C. Denison reported on a se- 
ries of desperate attempts to put computers in their place. 
“In the last few years, less impulsive terrorist attacks 
against computers have also been increasing, and many think 
tanks predict that by the 1980s, when people begin to realize 
more fully the large.part computers play in their lives, there 
will be large-scale reactions — including violence and bomb- 
ings — against computers and computer companies. Actual- 
ly, the backlash may have already started: recently an employ- 
ee of one of the larger computer firms along the loop was 
talking about three bomb threats that had been made that 
day. Any idea who’s responsible? I asked. ‘Oh, we think it 
was probably computer terrorists,’ he said matter-of-factly.” 


PHANTOM OF THE FACTORY 
20 years ago: September 25, 1973 
> On a visit to Andy Warhol’s New York studio, the Fac- 
tory, David Rosenbaum beheld a specter. Andy Warhol was 
a study in white, his interview no less deadly.

“Grodden looks more like an anonymous hippie than a 
revolutionary. But, as a member of the Resistance, he is 
trying to form a radical theater group in Boston, under the 
name ‘Peggy McCreedy’s Toilet Paper Cigarette Theatre 
Company.’ 
“The aim of guerrilla theater is to make people think, in

Globe bigfeet get their man; 
plus, Robo, Reggie, and more

ith the exception of 

the Menino family, 

no one could have 

been happier about 

the Hyde Park dis- 
trict councilor’s first-place finish in Tues- 
day’s preliminary mayoral election than 
some of the Boston Globe columnists 
who'd labored mightily to give him an air 
| of invincibility. 

David Nyhan wrote early and often 
about what a great guy Tom Menino was, 
and also proved himself to be a canny seer. 
His September 19 column picked the ex- 
act order of finish among the eight candi- 
dates and came within an eyelash of call- 
ing the percentages on the nose. Ditto for 
columnist Alan Lupo, who also called it for 
Menino and State Representative Jim Brett 
in his September 17 column. Reflecting 
the gestalt was Mike Barnicle, who said “it 
is Menino’s race to lose” in his September 
14 column. 

The crystal ball was a little hazier over at 
the Boston Herald, which offered a predic- 
| tion in its September 20 “Trail Mix” col- 
| umn. Menino was the favorite of the mix- 
masters, but Suffolk County Sheriff Bob 


Rufo (whom the Herald endorsed) was the 
choice for the number-two spot, and even- 
tual runner-up Brett was slated to finish 
out of the money, in fourth place. 

Brett’s strength in the high-voting Irish 
wards never did show up in the pre-elec- 
tion polls, vindicating those who predicted 
that a hidden “green wave” would catapult 
him into the final. The last Herald survey 
before the balloting had City Councilor 
Rosaria Salerno narrowly leading Menino, 
with Brett third and Rufo fourth. The final 
Globe poll showed a tightly bunched pack 
led by Menino, who was followed by 
Salerno, with Brett and Rufo tied just be- 
hind her. 

In retrospect, the Globe’s much-ma- 
ligned September 14 survey doesn’t look 
so bad. In that one, Menino led with 22 
percent, followed by Brett at 16 percent, 
Salerno at 15 percent, and Rufo at 11 
percent. The shocker in that poll was 
Rufo’s low total — which no one really 
believed and which triggered a campaign 
to discredit KRC Research pollster Gerry 
Chervinsky. (Rufo’s campaign reminded 
reporters that Chervinsky had failed to 
catch the John Silber surge that 
swamped Frank Bellotti in the 1990 
Democratic gubernatorial primary. But 
then, everyone missed that.) 
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The cheapest shot to Chervinsky came 
in the September 19 “Pols & Politics” col- 
umn in the Herald, in which the pollster 
was basically accused of cooking the 
numbers as a favor to his long-time golf- 
ing buddy, Menino adviser Ed Jesser. 
Though it may be true that the contents of 
a Jesser phone call can mysteriously find 
their way into a David Nyhan column, the 
charge that Chervinsky, a respected poll- 
ster, would put his credibility on the line 
to get an extra mulligan from a golfing pal 
is beneath even the Herald conspiracy

nist Howie Carr was a leader of the anti- 
tax, anti-hack campaign that marked the 
final days of the Michael Dukakis regime, 
then-Globe-editorial-page editor Marty 
Nolan and his columnist colleague David 
Nyhan hammered Lydon for using Carr 
as a commentator on his old Channel 2 
newscast. Some think Lydon, himself a 
former Globie, got his revenge the fol- 
lowing year when he wrote a Washington 
Journalism Review piece skewering 
columnist Mike Barnicle for shamelessly 
shilling for the cops during the Charles

Finally, kudos has to go to the Globe’s 
Paul Szep for his September 17 cartoon 
lampooning his paper’s decision to endorse 
both Tom Menino and Bob Rufo.

Grudge match 
I don’t know if you can chalk it up to 
“Irish Alzheimer’s” — you forget every- 
thing but the grudges — but it was inter- 
esting to watch the dynamic between Chris 
Lydon and the Globe during the campaign.

a single sentence lauding their range of “good ideas,” and 
predicting condescendingly that they “will be stronger con- 
tenders next time out.” (For the record, the Boston Phoenix 
endorsed Lydon.) 

Lydon, for his part, liberally quoted Howie Carr-isms on 
the campaign trail while railing against certain unnamed 
Globe bigfeet who, he claimed, were covering the race with 
stale cynicism. 


A Robo no-no 

It’s not likely any tears were shed at One Herald Square 
over the fate of Rupert Murdoch’s original Boston Herald 
editor, Joe Robinowitz, a/k/a “Robo.” Robinowitz, who re- 
cently resigned as news director of Fox affiliate WTTG- 
TV, in the nation’s capital. He is expected to be assigned 
elsewhere in Murdoch’s media empire. 

Robinowitz left WTTG after Washington Post media 
writer Howard Kurtz revealed that he had written a memo 
indicating he planned to talk to conservative pundits about 
getting rid of reporters “who are inept, politically correct, 
shallow and/or otherwise unsuitable.” Discovery of the 
memo, which Robinowitz said was never sent to any high- 
er-ups, triggered a sharply negative reaction in the news- 
room. 

“Robo,” who assumed the reins at the Herald after Mur- 
doch bought it in late 1982 and departed four years later, 
left a legacy as an energetic, half-crazed, chutzpah-driven 
tabloid editor who galvanized — and at times terrorized — 
his young staff. 

Earlier this year, when Robinowitz’s successor, Ken 
Chandler, left the Herald — also to take a job in Mur- 
doch’s Fox TV operation, although he eventually migrated 
to the New York Post — one staffer summed up the Chan- 
dler years this way: “He’s not like Robo. He wouldn’t put a 
dead dog on page one.” 

Robinowitz’s alleged sin at WTTG, though, is no laugh- 
ing matter. Among the right-wing media figures he was ap- 
parently planning to consult were Reed Irvine, of Accuracy 
in Media, and L. Brent Bozell III, of the Media Research 
Center. 

Irvine, who founded AIM during the Vietnam War out 
of a conviction that the press was treasonous, brought his 
shtick up to date by accusing the American media — and 
not just Peter Arnett — of siding with Saddam Hussein 
during the Gulf War. Bozell, a far more polished but equal- 
ly ideological figure, recently sounded this call to arms in a 
mailing soliciting subscribers for his MediaWatch newslet- 
ter. Leftist news organizations, he wrote, “can destroy — 
and have destroyed — entire businesses and industries 
through environmental panic reports. They can ruin — 
and have ruined — the reputations of good and decent 
men like Clarence Thomas, Ollie North, and Ed 
Meese. . . . And ‘yes, they can — and did — ‘elect them- 
selves a president last year.” 

Not only was Robinowitz apparently clueless about how 
the specter of a McCarthy-style witch hunt might play in 
his newsroom, he also has plenty to learn about the TV 
business. According to one tale, Robinowitz was looking 
over a story list at WTTG one day when he stopped and 
asked: “Who is Mister Broll?” 

“B roll” is an industry term for background video used |

contrarian. To wit: his September 13 response to one of 
the latest salvos in the cultural war, the allegation that 
those damned secular humanists and their stooges in the 
mainstream media have conspired to remove Biblically in- 
spired ideas from the realm of acceptable public debate. 

The religious right — chief proponents of this idea — 
just picked up a bipartisan ally in liberal Yale Law School 
professor Stephen Carter, whose book The Culture of Dis- 
belief was recently excerpted in the New York Times and 
the Boston Globe. Massachusetts Senate President William 
Bulger joined the fray in a September 18 speech to the 
Catholic Lawyers Guild, during which he blamed the Globe 
and other media outlets for turning us into a modern-day 
Sodom and Gomorra. 

“The teachings of our church are ridiculed in every form 
of communication, in newspapers, on radio and television, 
and from magazines, motion pictures, and stage shows, on 
and off Broadway, to the costumes worn by the woman 

























who calls herself Madonna,” the Globe 
quoted Bulger as saying. 

Sounds like a pogrom from which the 
religious faithful are forced to huddle in 
darkened, incense-filled basements while 
the rest of the populace frolics at the altar 
of Andrew Dice Clay. But Kinsley’s “Mar- 
tyr Complex” column exposed the 
hypocrisy of such lamentations. 

“Some of those who complain of Ameri- 
can culture’s alleged contempt for reli- 
gious beliefs,” he wrote, “are the same 
people who, in other contexts, complain 
about the politics of victimology. Blacks, 
women, homosexuals and so on are ac- 
cused of claiming victimhood as a way of 
getting special favors from society. What 
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BARRELS of ink, but the mystery remains: the Globe’s section on 





highway with the most proprietary of per- 
sonal information — and how slow we’ve 
been to react to this threat.

Publish or perish 

Speaking of Bulger, he might be the 
only supporter of House Bill 3387, a 
rather improbable piece of legislation 
filed by State Representative William Na- 
gle (D-Northampton), chairman of the 
House Post Audit and Oversight Com- 
mittee. The measure would force a news- 
paper either to publish a notice of an 
event submitted by any person or organi- 
zation or immediately to notify the peti- 
tioner and publish a notice of its decision 
not to run the information. Failure either 
to notify or to publish the rejection notice 
would bring an initial fine of $10,000 and 
subsequent fines of $100,000. No kid- 
ding, folks. 

Before we get the drive going to recall 
Nagle, be advised that, according to his 
legislative aide, Bill Metzger, the legisla- 
tor filed the measure only as a formality 
on behalf of a disgruntled constituent 
who had a bad experience with a local pa- 
per. Seems he had arranged a party for 
himself and wanted to sell tickets via a 
newspaper announcement. The paper re- 
jected his notice on grounds of insuffi- 
cient civic purpose, and when he took a 
bath on the party, he vented his wrath on 
the Fourth Estate. 

Metzger admits Nagle is “not legally ob- 
ligated” to file bills on behalf of con- 
stituents, although that’s “how it’s been

“We’ve never submitted supportive testi- 
mony for the legislation,” says Metzger, 
adding that the bill — which has been 
submitted before — got its usual “ought 
not to pass” recommendation from the Ju- 
diciary Committee. 


Eyes on the prize 

If they’re looking to win prizes on Mor- 
rissey Boulevard, I’d suggest submitting 
Larry Tye’s frightening four-part Globe 
series (September 5 through 8) on how 
the government and the private sector in- 
vade our privacy and litter the information 


September 12 section seemed painstak- 
ingly reported, scrupulously balanced, 
and coherently laid out. To quote one ob- 
server, it has an “archival value” as the 
most ambitious post-mortem on a tragic 
death. 

But despite the paper’s promotion of the 
series, and the television ads teasing it as 
big news, I’d sum up its conclusions by 
paraphrasing the famous Saturday Night 
Live bit about Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco: Reggie Lewis is still dead. 

Sure, there were plenty of new details 
in the piece. Almost everyone I talked with 
was taken aback by the revelation that 
Lewis’s family had a history of heart trou- 
ble and that Lewis failed to inform his 
doctors about it fully. (And word that 
Lewis and some of his teammates sniffed 
ammonia capsules to stay alert during 
games is further proof that the poorly 
ventilated Boston Garden is a hellhole to 
play in.) 

In the end, though, the Globe report re- 
inforced what most of us had long sus- 
pected. When you mix a scared and con- 
fused athlete with a posterior-covering and 
confused employer, and then add the inex- 
act, ego-driven science that medicine often 
is, you get a tragedy. But aside from that, 
the dictates of objective journalism and the 
delicateness of the issue precluded the 
Globe — barring some dramatic evidence 
— from resolving the serious mysteries 
that remain. 

“We went into this thinking for the most 
part that it was a medical story involving 
the problem with the divergent diagnoses,” 
says news-projects editor Steve Kurkjian, 
who supervised the package and who cites 


three major lapses — “within the medical 
community, within the Celtics, and within 
Reggie himself” — that contributed to 


Lewis’s death. 

But unanswered questions still abound. 
What caused the scarring of his heart? 
Were drugs in any way involved? (Re- 
member, that ugly charge was first raised 
— without any substantiation — by Globe 
columnist Will McDonough.) What moti- 
vated Dr. Gilbert Mudge to be as bullish as 
he was on Lewis’s chances to play again 
after the “dream team” of doctors had di- 
agnosed a serious heart problem? To what 
extent was Lewis a victim of his own — or 
his wife’s — denial? 

It’s hard to blame the paper for not 
finding a smoking gun. But it can be fault- 
ed for overhyping a project that promised 
answers, but that ultimately left everyone 
guessing.

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Food flight 


Airline caterers would rather 
dump surplus than give it away

ou are the supply manager 
at Logan Airport for the 
world’s largest airline- 
catering service. In Boston 
alone, the two immense 
kitchens you oversee provide up to 
35,000 meals a day for hundreds of 
flights. You try to prepare for each 
flight’s food needs as best you can, but 
there are always variables: weather de- 
lays, flight cancellations, missed connec- 
tions, misread meal counts. These factors 
contribute to a weekly surplus approach- 
ing one ton of perfectly good fruit, veg- 
etables, and other perishables. 
As supply manager, would you: 
a) arrange a pickup with a local agency 
that helps and feeds the hungry? Or 
b) throw the food into a dumpster and 
say you “can’t be big brother to the 
world”? 
If you chose b), consider yourself a kin- 
dred spirit to Paul Bergeron, operations 


are any indication. 

Advocates for the hungry say a “meal 
equivalent” is about 1.3 pounds. Using 
that figure, Caterair and Sky Chefs discard 
an estimated 2000 meals per week. 

Wasteful practices like these prompted 
the Greater Boston Food Bank to begin its 
Second Helping program. Since its incep- 
tion, in 1989, Second Helping has recov- 
ered — from restaurants, hotels, corpo- 
rate cafeterias, and the like — millions of 
pounds of food that otherwise would have 
filled the bellies of landfill-circling gulls. 
Second Helping distributes the food to 
770 member organizations, most of which 
are soup kitchens and homeless shelters. 
Though Second Helping has made a pitch 
to each of the three airline caterers at Lo- 
gan, only one — United Airlines Flight 
Kitchen, which serves United and USAir 
flights — has enlisted. 

For the past three years, United has in- 
tegrated Second Helping into its food- 
service operation. With minimal effort, 
between 500 and 1000 pounds of perish- 
ables are rescued each week. Still, Unit-

supply manager for Caterair Internation- 
al’s Logan Airport branch. Caterair is a 
Potomac, Maryland-based corporation 
with 13 major commercial clients in Bos- 
ton, including TWA, Delta, Virgin-At- 
lantic, Northwest Orient, Continental, and 
Air France. 

“That, primarily, is a decision we make 
on the local level,” Bergeron says of his 
practice of discarding tens of thousands of 
meals every year. “We could have a truck 
up here every day of the week [to take the 
food to the hungry], and it would just not 
be good business practice. We try to be a 
good citizen, but that has to be our deci- 
sion. You just can’t be big brother to the 
world.” 

Meanwhile, at Sky Chefs, another in- 
dustry giant that caters at Logan, materials 
manager Marty Pino claims his business 
has no food to donate: “We have so little 
waste here that a food bank doesn’t have 
much to benefit from. My job is to avoid 
the waste.” 

Yet even if Caterair’s and Sky Chefs’ 
waste is at the industry-accepted level of 
up to one percent — or an average of just 
one unneeded meal per flight — they are 
throwing more than a ton of food into 
dumpsters every week at their Logan fa- 
cilities. And the one-ton estimate may be 
conservative, if figures provided by an air- 
line caterer that does donate excess food 


ed’s Flight Kitchen handles only about 
125 of Logan’s 650 daily flights. (The 
United program has been temporarily sus- 
pended because of unrelated inventory 
problems, but is expected to resume 
soon.) 

In the interest of diplomacy, Greater 
Boston Food Bank administrators refrain 
from second-guessing the rationale behind 
the kitchens that decline.to participate. 
They hope their persistent inquiries and 
the growing list of area donors will eventu- 
ally provoke a change of heart. 

But judging from Bergeron’s response 
so far, their tact may not be enough to 
sway Caterair. 

“My priorities are taking care of busi- 
ness and to make our business profitable 
and not to primarily worry about a non- 
profit,” Bergeron says. “It’s a secondary 
issue.” 

That’s not to say that Caterair ignores 
community needs, Bergeron notes. In fact, 
he says, several times a year he loads a sta- 
tion wagon full of excess meals and drives 
them to Boston-area shelters like the Pine 
Street Inn and My Brother’s Table (both 
of which are Second Helping beneficia- 
ries). 

“We do it for humanitarian purposes,” 
Bergeron explains. “We generally do it 
semi-anonymously because if you let it be

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policies that directly confront the nation’s poverty. But, he 
adds, “in the short term, people are hungry, and rather 
than wasting food, airlines ought to make damn sure it gets 
to the people who need it. Airlines failing to do that, in my 
view, are obviating the most basic understanding of good 
citizenship.” 

Like many on the front lines of hunger in America, 
Brown is exasperated partly because he knows how much 
food is actually wasted. Consider this: from the time it 
leaves the farm until it arrives on the kitchen table, about 
20 percent of food in the US is thrown away or allowed to 
go bad. Take off another’ 15 percent after the food reaches 
the table and you get an idea of the quantity of squandered 
food in this country. Westy Egmont, executive director of 
the Greater Boston Food Bank, says that all told, 137 mil- 
lion tons of food, enough to feed 49 million people, are 
wasted each year in the United States. 

“If you took all the surplus food lost in the US” every 
year, Egmont says, “you could literally put it in tractor- 
trailer trucks, bumper to bumper, and stretch them across 
the world three times.” 

Juxtapose those figures with numbers showing that 
hunger in America is a problem that continues to worsen, 
and you get an idea of why anti-hunger activists often 
sound so vexed when they talk about wasted food: 

* At any given time, according to a survey conducted by 
Tufts’s Center on Hunger, there are about 553,000 people 
who are hungry, or at risk of suffering from hunger, in 
Massachusetts — nearly one in 10 residents. Of those, 
195,000 — or one in four — are children under the age of 
12. Nationally, the figures stand at 30 million hungry peo- 
ple, of which 12 million are children. 

* The suburbs are no refuge from hunger. In the past 
year, the number of programs in the suburbs funded by 
the Boston-based Project Breag@ has climbed by 30 per- 
cent. Of the programs receiving funding from Project 
Bread for the-first time this year; 93 percent serve subur- 
ban populations.

In the vast new United kitchen at Logan, workers slice 
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fresh melon, cantaloupe, and strawberries for fruit salad. 
Others shred crisp lettuce and arrange pieces on small 
plastic plates next to turkey-breast sandwiches. In assem- 
bly-line fashion, cheese and other toppings are added to 
the salads. Not what you might imagine 30,000 feet in the 
sky when you take the plastic lid off the food platter served 
by flight attendants. 

But the food that United Flight Kitchen donates to Sec- 
ond Helping never makes it into the friendly skies. Unit- 
ed’s “24-hour rule,” which prohibits food from being 
served if it was prepared more than a day in advance (other 
caterers have similar rules), inevitably creates a surplus of 
good food that otherwise would be destined for the dump- 
ster, A number of circumstances, many beyond a kitchen’s 
control, result in a significant amount of leftover food, Mc- 
Nabb says. 

“All it takes is a burned-out light in a cockpit to cancel a 
flight. That’s FAA [Federal Aviation Administration] regu- 
lation,” he says. “It’s just a guessing game.” 

The last-minute substitution of a 135-seat 727 for a pre- 
viously scheduled 259-seat DC-10 can instantly create a 
backlog of enough food to feed a crowded soup kitchen. 
Other times, a kitchen manager may simply miscount a 
flight’s meal sheet, or over-order food in anticipation of a 
busy weekend. At Logan, bad weather, particularly fog, 
contributes to a large portion of the flight delays and can- 
cellations. 

“We routinely make 2000 salads a day,” McNabb says. 
“If we have a cancellation of one DC-10, then we have 259 
coach salads left over.” 

In all of those instances, the food prepared for those 
flights is stored in walk-in coolers on trays color-coded for 
each day of the week. 

As a matter of course, Second Helping calls the United 
Flight Kitchen the day before its twice-a-week pickups. Af- 
ter McNabb gets the call, his staff identifies any food in the 
cooler approaching the 24-hour deadline, along with any 
other extras. The process, he estimates, takes a couple of 
hours, but has a negligible impact on the staff's other re- 
sponsibilities because it’s become so integrated into their 
operations. When Second Helping’s refrigerated truck ar- 
rives for pickup, drivers certified in food-service sanitation 
inspect and load the food. 

“The people here enjoy doing it,” says Reggie Brown, 
manager of catering at United’s Logan operation. “They

There are cir- 
cumstances that happen where you do 
have an excess.”

American Airlines flight attendants saw 
similar waste in the sky. For years they 
grew increasingly frustrated by the sight of 
untouched juices, peanuts, crackers, boxed 
cereal, cookies, bread, chips, and other 
non-perishables in sealed containers 
thrown into garbage bins after each flight. 
They decided to do something about it. 
This month, American’s flight attendants 
began collecting the would-be trash and 
returning it for storage to their respective 
flight kitchens. 

The airline has arranged for Second 
Harvest, a network of 185 food banks 
across the country (including the Greater 
Boston Food Bank), to collect the food for

distribution in 11 participating cities. 

“It isn’t that hard,” says Second Harvest 
spokesman Hugh Masterson. “All you 
need is commitment from the airline and 
caterer.”

But the efforts of American, United 
Flight Kitchen at Logan, and several air- 
line caterers in cities such as St. Paul, 
Kansas City, and Chicago are more the ex- 
ception.

“We’ve seen a growth in corporate phi- 
lanthropy in the past few years,” says 
Christin Driscoll, a spokeswoman for the 
Food Research and Action Center, in 


stamps, were slashed. Now, Driscoll says, 
political winds are shifting, and businesses 
are warming to the idea of private indus- 
try’s lending some of the support that gov- 
ernment used to provide. 

In the Boston area, for instance, nearly 
200 food-service operations — from the 
Royal Sonesta Hotel and the Lahey Clinic 
to John Hancock Food Service and 
Gourmet Caterers — have signed on with 
the Second Helping program. Last year, 
the amount of food distributed totaled 
more than a half-million pounds. 

“Once they see how safe, easy, conve- 
nient, and good for employee morale it is, 
it’s much easier to welcome them aboard,” 
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says Christina Martin, executive director 
of Foodchain, a nationwide network of 
community-based programs, with which 
the Greater Boston Food Bank is affiliated. 

Nevertheless, recalcitrance persists 
within many companies. A company’s le- 
gal department is often consulted during 
donation discussions, a move that com- 
monly leads a company to err on the side 
of caution. 

“The big issue is that in spite of the lia- 
bility question, legal counsel of large cor- 
porations tend to be a lot more conserva- 
tive in advising their clients,” says Rob 
Johnson, project director for Atlanta’s 
Table food-recovery program and chair- 
man of the board for Foodchain. “We’ve 
heard the legal counsel will still come back 
and say, ‘It looks good on paper, but since 
we have deep pockets, if there is any 
chance of liability . . .’” 

Such caution has little legal merit. Vir- 
tually every state has on its books “Good 
Samaritan” laws, which immunize donors 
from most liability claims. In Massachu- 
setts, the law grants immunity to donors as 
long as the food “has not been. . . pre- 
pared, handled or stored in violation of the 
applicable regulations of the department of 
public health.” The law also prohibits 
donors from giving “leftover” food — fare 
served to a customer and returned — for 
re-use. 

From strictly a business perspective, the 
financial incentive for donating food is of- 
ten considered by reluctant companies to 
be too weak to justify cutting through the 
administrative red tape ingrained in so 
much of their decision-making, say John- 
son and other anti-hunger activists. The 
Internal Revenue Service considers sur- 
plus food to be trash and does not allow 
tax deductions for such charitable contri- 
butions. 

But the aversion to donating food is of- 
ten fed by sensibilities that are not ground- 
ed in legal or business doctrines. 

“There are definitely some people who 
don’t think there are hungry people, or, if 
there are, they should be able to help them- 
selves — you know, pull themselves up by 
their own bootstraps,” Rob Johnson says. 
“Quite honestly, there are some stingy peo- 
ple out there in the food industry who are 
not sympathetic to hunger.” Q

PBS documentary underscores 
the dangers of PC on campus 


he attitude of the political- 
correctness police who lurk 
in the groves of academe 
might best be summed up by 
a classic line from pulp de- 
tective fiction: “ ‘Shut up,’ he reasoned.” 
The self-appointed guardians of revealed 
truth do not want even to hear dissenting 
views, much less to debate them. 

Trouble is, political correctness threat- 
ens values such as free speech, unfettered 
inquiry, and, ultimately, humane and 
peaceful — that is to say, civilized — rela- 
tions between people of different races, 
nationalities, religious views, genders, and 







































sexual orientations. Stifling debate is sim- 
ply no way to get at the truth, the search 
for which is the basis of education. And 
when it is a university administration 
telling students and teachers to shut up, 
we’re all in trouble. 

For these reasons public television’s en- 
try into the debate is so welcome. Campus 
Culture Wars: Five Stories About “PC” — 
which will be broadcast locally on WGBX 
(Channel 44) this Sunday, September 26, 
at 9 p.m. — achieves some successes that 
have eluded print journalism, but it also

largely disappoints. It is, nonetheless, 
worth seeing, for the nature of these cul- 
ture wars can, in the end, be captured 
best by seeing the faces and hearing the 
voices and words of the participants and 
partisans. 

The 90-minute documentary, produced 
by Michael Pack (Yale, Berkeley, and the 
New York University Film School) with 
funding from a number of largely conser- 
vative foundations (including the John M. 
Olin Foundation, controversial for its 
right-wing perspective), examines skir- 
mishes on five campuses: the University of 
Pennsylvania’s Wharton School; Stanford; 
Penn State; the University of Washington 
at Seattle; and, bringing the war home to 
our backyard, dear old Harvard. 

Unfortunately, Pack chooses to use so- 
called dramatic re-creations to illustrate 
major parts of the five cases. About half 
the program consists of such re-creations, 
with the other half given over to inter- 
views of the real participants. The re-cre- 
ated half, although clearly labeled as such 
and hence not misleading, is a waste of 
time. It slows the pace, insults the audi- 
ence with its studied oversimplification, 
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and resorts to wooden stereotypes. 

The narration, by actress Lindsay 
Crouse, is a bit stilted. But interviews with 
Harvard Law School professor Alan Der- 
showitz and UPenn history professor Alan 
Charles Kors, who are enlisted as expert 
commentators, are sharp, passionate, and 
quickly get to the heart of the matter. (A 
bit of disclosure: I frequently have worked 
with Dershowitz, both teaching and liti- 
gating; Kors was my college classmate 
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on the losing end of a fair (if rough) de- 
bate. The former is surely a victim of polit- 
ical correctness; the latter is not. 

The treatment of the battle over gay- 
and-lesbian issues at Harvard University 
is a case in point. Introducing the seg- 
ment with the observation that Harvard 
was founded “to educate Christian minis- 
ters,” the narration makes the seemingly 
ironic point that fundamentalist Chris- 
tians and orthodox Roman Catholics are

vard does not welcome orthodox religion on campus, even 
though it finds acceptable a poster depicting two naked 
men. 

The film cuts to the center of the controversy. It seems 
that Murray, DeCaro, and their fellow conservative stu- 
dents received threats and obscene phone calls when their 
names, addresses, and phone numbers were circulated by 
gay activists who suggested that students call them and tell 
them “what they think.”

Says 
Rob Wasinger, an edi- 
tor: “What hurt me the 
most was that a minis- 
ter — the minister of 
Memorial Church — 
would come out and 
say homosexuality is 
not a sin.”

Other conservative 
Christians say they feel

Well, it’s a big coun- 
try, and we’re all entitled to our views. But one wonders 
how the Peninsula editors expected their own staggeringly 
intolerant attitudes to play on the campus of a major urban 
university, where men who love men and women who love 
women are understandably offended by the notion that 
they are condemned to burn in hell for eternity. 

The film misses the major point here. The central prob- 
lem is not that the “leftists” and “radicals” gave the “con- 
servatives” a hard time. It is that in a situation in which 
each side would dearly love to eliminate the other from the 
face of the campus (if not the earth), the university some- 
times weighs in to help smother one side of the debate with 
tactics that are shockingly inappropriate for a free universi- 
ty in a free country. 

That didn’t happen in this case. Indeed, Gomes and 
dean of students Archie Epps, both of whom are inter- 
viewed, make it clear that they support the right of stu- 
dents of all persuasions to voice their views and live their 
lives. But Gomes and Epps also reserve for themselves the 
freedom to dub as “hate” the conservative Christians’ 
views. (Gomes and Epps, by the way, are on their best be- 
havior in these interviews. In the past some Harvard ad- 
ministrators have leaned toward the double standard held 
by many liberal and leftist college administrators when 
dealing with conservatives.) 

At other campuses, though, the situation has become 
downright Orwellian. In an infamous case at the Wharton 
School, for example, professor Murray Dolfman, a law lec- 
turer, was suspended for two semesters and forced to at- 
tend “sensitivity training” sessions. The reason: in a class- 
room discussion of the 13th Amendment (which abolished 
slavery), he referred to his black students as “ex-slaves” 
and made the point that he, too, as a Jew, was an ex-slave, 
and that both Jews and blacks should therefore appreciate 
the glory of the 13th Amendment. 

Whether this could be interpreted as a slight to the black 
students is beside the point. The students were entitled to 
protest what they perceived as mistreatment at Dolfman’s 
hands. But the response by UPenn’s craven and cowardly 
administration, headed at the time by president Sheldon 
Hackney (Bill Clinton’s choice to lead the National En- 
dowment for the Humanities, alas), was extraordinary.

“a power struggle between the old boys and the new kids 
on the block.” 

Campus Culture Wars also takes on the battle at Stan- 
ford involving Rudy Fuentes, a Chicano campus leader 
who co-founded the organization Mecha, which was later 
taken over by Chicanos more radical than he, supposedly 
by intimidating him. (The alleged intimidation consisted of 
surrounding Fuentes and shouting insults and arguments 
at him.) 

This segment is unenlightening and confused, for it is 
not made clear whether the radicals captured their leader- 
ship position by means that were outside the bounds of le- 
gitimate political activism. Indeed, politics in Boston can be 
considerably rougher, if the tactics reported by Campus 
Culture Wars were as nasty as it got. If those of us who are 
anti-PC can bid the intolerant who would regulate behavior 
and speech to be more thick-skinned, then, similarly, folks 
like Fuentes have to be willing to suffer the slings and ar- 
rows of rough debate as well. He whines like a crybaby 
during his interview. 

Political correctness, the film points out, has become 
such a blight on American campuses that more than 70 
conservative student newspapers are devoted to counter- 
acting its influence, which would seem to demonstrate that 
the opposition is alive and well. Besides, Michael Pack may 
be surprised to learn that conservative student journalists 
are not alone in supporting free speech on campus. A 
number of liberal student publications have embraced the 
idea that free speech must be indivisible in order for — 
ahem — newspapers to flourish. 

Indeed, although it’s not part of Campus Culture Wars, 
the largely liberal editors of the Daily Pennsylvanian, 
UPenn’s student newspaper, were recently taught a com- 
pelling lesson about the dangers of political correctness. A 
black student group tried to silence a conservative colum- 
nist by confiscating and dumping the entire day’s press 
run. And just last week, ERIC ANTONIOU 
the administration an- 
nounced it would not 
punish the black stu- 
dents. 

Pack’s documentary 
does examine the fight at 
Penn State University 
over an English instruc- 
tor’s demand that the 
administration remove a 
Goya painting of a nude 
woman from her class- 
room. Nancy Stum- 
hofer’s argument — that 
the painting created a 
hostile atmosphere that 
constituted and encour- 
aged sexual harassment 
— demonstrates how~ 
patently ridiculous the 
PC brigades’ demands 
can become, 

The painting. was re- 
moved from the class- 
room, where students were, she says; “forced to look at it” 
every time they looked at her, to the student center, where 
viewing the work is “voluntary.” Intones a woman student: 
“Men can’t judge. I just don’t think our society is capable 
of dealing with paintings like these.” Really? As Der- 
showitz points out, part of being an educated person is 
learning how to deal with a Goya nude. 

The final segment of Campus Culture Wars involves the 
University of Washington, where a male business student 
who enrolled in a women’s-studies course asked politically 
incorrect questions — such as whether there was any “evi- 
dence” to support the instructor’s categorical statement 
that two lesbians statistically make better parents than a 
mother and a father. 

The male student has an interesting history — he was 
brought up by a radical feminist/evangelical-Christian/- 
“hippie” mother who also raised his two cousins, who 
were part Native American and part black. The film at- 
tempts to place the student’s views on the dangers of radi- 
cal feminism in the context of his unusual background; the 
film’s treatment of this leaves the viewer confused, al- 
though one has the sense that there might be a real story 
there. 

And what was the outcome of the brouhaha over this 
student’s impertinent questions? In another of those awful 
compromises promulgated by administrators who lack the 
intestinal fortitude to stand up to these modern-day ya- 
hoos, the student suffered an insult to his intelligence and 
integrity — he was removed from the class, but given full 
credit for the course without having to do any more work. 
The radical feminists protested anyway.

Much more needs to be said about the dangers of politi- 
cal correctness, and about the dangers it poses to our liber- 
ty and to our culture. 

Although Campus Culture Wars does not make it clear, 
this is a war with intolerant and narrow-minded people on 
both the liberal and conservative ends of the spectrum — 
people who, if they were to gain control, would readily 
seek to silence the other side. It is not simply a matter of 
evil leftists picking on beleaguered conservatives. 

Often, the heroes are not the victims of political correct- 
ness. Rather, they are the students, the faculty members, 
the all-too-rare college and university administrators, the 
columnists, and others who are willing to fight for the right 
of all citizens, including college students, to be themselves, 
to speak their minds, to seek and speak truth, and to flour- 
ish as free citizens in a free society. OQ

T WAS LABOUR Day. THAT WAS WHEN KAREN’S MOTHER WAS 
supposed to come on the train and take Karen back to the 
city.

She didn’t want to leave her grandmother, but she wanted 
to see her mother, who — already — she couldn’t remem- 
ber clearly. All she could remember was her dresses, and 
the smell of Tabu, and one of her voices, her sweet voice, 
the too-sweet voice she used on the Grade Twos. 

Her mother didn’t come. Instead there was a phone call from 
Aunt Vi, and Karen’s grandmother said there had been a hitch 
and Karen would be staying a little longer. “You can help me put 
up the tomatoes,” she said. Karen picked tomatces and washed 
them in the pantry, and her grandmother scalded them and peeled 
them and boiled them in jars. 

Then it was time for school to begin, and still nothing hap- 
pened. “There’s no point starting you at that school,” said Karen’s 
grandmother. “You’d just be in and out.” Karen didn’t mind. She 
didn’t much like school anyway, it was hard to pay attention to so 
many people in the same room at once. It was like the radio when 
there was a thunderstorm near: she could hardly hear a thing. 

Her grandmother brought the Bible out of the front parlour 
and stood it on the kitchen table. “Let me see, said the blind man,” 
she said. She closed her eyes and poked with a pin. “Psalm Eighty- 
eight. I’ve had that before. ‘Lover and friend hast thou put far from 


me, and mine acquaintance into darkness.’ Well, that’s right 
enough; it means I should get ready to go, myself, pretty soon. 
Now you.” 

Karen took the pin and closed her eyes, and her hand followed 
the strong current that pulled it downwards. “Ah,” said her grand- 
mother, squinting. “Jezebel again. Revelations, Two, Twenty.

Her grand- 
mother whistled softly. 

Aunt Vi wasn’t all that pleased to see Karen but she pretend- 
ed to be.

She’s 
wearing a grey housecoat and slippérs that 
Karen has never seen before, and also she has 
never before seen her mother’s face. 

Not this face. It’s a flat face with a dull shine 
on it, like the dead fish in the white enamel 
trays at the fish store. A fading light, silvery, 
like scales. She turns this face towards Karen; 
it’s expressionless as a plate. Eyes of china. 
Suddenly Karen is framed in those eyes, a 
small pale girl sitting on a nubbly chair, a girl 
her mother has never seen before. Karen brings 
her two hands up to her mouth and breathes 
in, a gasp, the reverse of a scream. 

“Gloria. How’re you feeling?” says Uncle 
Vern. 

Karen’s mother’s head swings towards him, 
a ponderous head, heavy. The hair on it is 
pulled back, held with clips. Karen’s mother 
used to do her hair up in pincurls, and when 
she combed it out it would be wavy. This hair 
is plain and straight, and filmed over, as if it’s 
been kept in a cupboard. Karen thinks about 
her grandmother’s root cellar, with its smell of 
indoor earth and its rows of preserve bottles, 
bright berries glassed over, powdered with 
dust. 

“Fine,” says Karen’s mother, after a minute. 

“I can’t stand it,” says Aunt Vi. She dabs at her eyes 
with a hankie.

Her mother receives the kiss passively. Karen steps 
back.

“I felt so bad, my own little sister; but I had to do 
it,” Aunt Vi says, on the phone.

Karen wasn’t allowed to visit her 
mother’s body in the coffin because Aunt Vi 
said it was too shocking a thing for a young 
child, but she knew anyway what it would look 
like.

and vomits onto the floor, onto the man’s 
feet. Charis knows why. It’s because that 
brown-green light is inside her body now, 
thick and sticky, like goose turds. It came 
out of Uncle Vern and went into Karen, 
and she has to get it out.

You’re not the first to wonder. Actually, it consists of . 
“foreign and unnecessary substances,” by which I sup- ; 
pose they mean, for example, Dudley Moore. It all : 
started in 1881 when Harley Procter, son of Procter & ! 
Gamble co-founder William Procter and a legendary - 
soap salesman in his own right, decided he needed a } 
new angle to hawk Ivory soap. Then as now, people , 
were impressed by scientific testimonials, and Harley 
decided if he could come up with a lab test showing ; 
Ivory was “purer” than other soaps he’d win sales. ‘ 

Trouble was, there wasn’t a standard for purity in } 
soap, so Harley hired an independent scientific consul- * 
tant in New York to concoct one. The consultant con- ; 
cluded that a 100 percent pure soap would consist of f 
nothing but fatty acids and alkali, the somewhat yucky- 
sounding substances that nonetheless are the chief 
ingredients of most soap. 

That definition having been arrived at, Harley sent 
out some Ivory soap for analysis and compared it with 
earlier analyses he’d had done of castile soap, regarded 
at the time as the best soap available. He was gratified 
to discover that by his consultant’s definition, Ivory 
soap was purer than the castile soaps. The impurities 
consisted of uncombined alkali, 0.11 percent; carbon- 
ates, 0.28 percent; and mineral matter, 0.17 percent. 
Total: 0.56 percent. Thinking that “99 and 4400 per- 
cent pure” had just the right touch of technical authen- 
ticity to appeal to the great unwashed, so to speak, 
Harley began sticking the phrase in Ivory advertise- 
ments, and another classic marketing slogan was born.

I just read your column on the Scottish origin of cross 
burning by the Ku Klux Klan [July 23] and would like 
to make a few clarifications. First, people of Scottish 
descent are referred to as Scots or being Scottish, not 
Scotch, as you said. Scotch is a liquid, not a heritage. 

Second, although I do not believe it was intentional, 
your article seems to imply that Scots were a bunch of 
bloodthirsty cross-burners. This is not the case at all. 
The gathering of the highland clans was called by light- 
ing a beacon shaped as a Saint Andrew’s cross, which is 
in the shape of an X, not the T shape of the Roman 
crosses. (It was much easier to lean the timbers in this 
design to make a beacon that could be seen for miles.) 
The flames were never doused in “sacrificial blood”; 
rather, each family representative would cast a torch 
into the fire to announce the clan’s arrival. The flames 
went out on their own when the timbers were consumed. 
This tradition is still performed at the Grandfather 
Mountain, North Carolina, Scottish Festival every July. 

Granted, the people of Scottish and Irish descent set- 
tled mostly in the southern United States, which explains 
much of the violence in the history of that region (see 
Celtic Origins in Southern Violence, Dr. John Pancake, 
University of Alabama). However, I can assure you that 
there is now, nor has there ever been, any connection 
between the highland clans of Scotland and the KKK.

We got several letters about the Scotch-Scottish 
thing. According to my dictionary, Scottish was the 
original term, and Scotch was a later English contrac- 
tion used by, among others, the poet Robert Burns. 
Anglophobic Scots now argue that Scotch ought to b~ 
expunged from the language, or at least applied only tc 
whisky (as distinct from whiskey, the latter referring 
generically to distilled spirits, whereas whisky denotes 
just the stuff made in Scotland). But the battle is far 
from won usage-wise, and I for one regard the 
distinction as pointless. That said, I am always sympa- 
thetic to the efforts of a fellow nitpicker and propose a 
deal: I will zealously enforce the distinction between 
Scotch and Scottish if you do likewise for my favorite 
word pair, namely “while” and “whilst.” The difference, 
I’m sure you'll agree, is subtle yet profound.

September can be the cruelest month 
for the million-odd college grads out in 
the world in 1993, producing even more 
anxiety and insecurity than May or June 
did. Gone are the champagne-popping 
celebrations. Gone are the friends who’ve 
shared their lives for the past four years. 
Newspaper articles that in the spring de- 
tailed the plight of recent grads have giv- 
en way to stories about incoming fresh- 
man. All that’s left is the uneasy knowl- 
edge that this is the first time in 16 years 
that no one is expecting these people to 
show up and be brilliant. In fact, no one’s 
expecting them to show up at all. 

Call it post-parchment depression, a 
malady fueled by the end of one’s aca- 
demic career. 

It works like this: September hits. The 
loan officers send greetings. Your health- 
insurance policy expires (38 percent of 
Americans between 18 and 29 — about 
16 million people — are reported to have 
no insurance). Then your girlfriend 
moves home to Duluth and drops you for 
the drummer in some really cool band.

"1 cried for six weeks after I graduat- 
ed,” says Lee Harrington, 27, a UMass/ 
Amherst alum who’s since returned to 
school to get her master’s degree. “There 
was no way I was ready to go out into the 
world. In college, you’re allowed to de- 
fine yourself by what you’re going to be 
— an artist, an architect, a writer. And 
you can change your mind. But once you 
get out into the world you have to define 
yourself by what you do and who you are 
— and right after college you’re not 
sure.” 

That problem is compounded by the 
special paradox of graduating in the ’90s: 
on the one hand, grads like Harrington 
have spent the past four years believing 
they can do — or be — anything they 
want. And on certain levels, they can. No 
longer limited by narrow gender roles, 
and in most cases unburdened by respon- 
sibilities to spouses and children, today’s 
grads do have more opportunities than 
ever before. 

On the other hand, economic realities 
fly in the face of these options. Tried 
looking for an entry-level professional job 
lately? Tried finding work that doesn't 
involve tending bar? 

Erich Fromm called the first part of the 
paradox the “burden of freedom,” an apt 
description for the feeling that hits when 
you’re virtually overwhelmed by possibili- 
ties. In decades past the trajectory was 
far clearer: you went to college, studied 
something “practical,” got married, had 
kids, stayed in the same job for 30 years, 
and retired to Phoenix or Fort Laud- 
erdale. A college education had a func- 
tion: to prepare you for a career. But 
these days, the college-bound may arrive, 
and then graduate, with a far broader set 
of assumptions. You can do anything, 
right? Join a brigade to Nicaragua. Work 
in a soup kitchen in San Francisco. Be- 
come a production assistant on the latest 
Roger Corman flick. The list can be end- 
less. And daunting. In his book, 20- 


Something, Floundering, and Off the 
Yuppie Track (Fawcett Books, 1992), au- 
thor Steven Gibb reports that 60 percent 
of all students wish they didn’t have so 
many options.

Author Gibb, 29, understands how 
confusing it can be to be stricken with 
both a sense of possibilities and a lack of 
options. Gibb spent two years working at 
a counseling center at Purdue University, 
where he advised undergrad and grad 
students who were “overwhelmed by the 
problems of transition.” 

“There’s this fear that if you choose A 
then you’re giving up B,” he says. 
“There’s this thing in America that if 
you’re in school you’re somehow doing 
something for yourself. But once you fin- 
ish you don’t have as much 
money, you have to live at 
home, and there’s this general 
sense of not moving forward.” 

Laura Chisholm, 24, knows 
exactly what he means. “I 
graduated three years ago 
and I still feel the same way I 
did then, like I should have 
some great idea of what I 
should do with the rest of my 
life,” she says. “You have a 
piece of paper in your hand, but 
it doesn’t mean anything in terms 
of practicalities.” 

And so Chisholm, a Wesleyan 
University graduate who majored in 
environmental.science, did what so 
many other young people do: she 
floated around, grabbing seasonal 
jobs:\on.a ski patrol,.as.a.conservation 
worker for the New Hampshire 
Audubon Society, aS an environmental 
assistant in the Florida Keys. Next she’s 
off to Nepal for a two-year stint in the 
Peace Corps.

Of course, a crisis of direction is hardly 
new.

the Cornell alums in John Sayles’s Return 
of the Secaucus Seven grappled with it; 
and, of course, The Graduate’s Benjamin 
Braddock has become a veritable PPD 
poster boy. 

“I’m not sure that it’s different today 
from earlier decades,” says Zelda Gam- 
son, director of the New England Re- 
source Center for Higher Education at 
UMass/Boston, and a professor of edu- 
cation. “I graduated college in the late 
"50s and we all acted as if we were sure 
of what we were doing. But then a 
decade later people got divorced, 
changed their jobs — it’s almost as if you

years ago. The problem — indeed, the 
key element behind post-parchment de- 
pression — is that the day you graduate 
from college may be the day you finally 
figure that out. Being on your own for 
the first time — responsible for your fu- 
ture, career decisions, relationships, 
leisure time; no longer insulated by par- 
ents, teachers, and assorted other figures 
of authority — can be a tremendous 
shock to the system. Suddenly, you’re 
supposed to be the grown-up here. 

“I spent the first summer after I grad- 
uated in a total fog,” says Judith, now 
33. “I had this idea that by the time I got 
out of college, I’d feel like an adult, I’d 
be transformed from a kid/student into a 
responsible, self-aware, unconflicted, ful- 
ly formed grown-up. It’s taken me nearly 
15 years to realize that growing up is an 
incredibly complicated process.” 

Her experience is hardly a surprise: af- 
ter all, many people are pretty damn con- 
fused while they’re in college. To expect 
all that to evaporate on a single, sunny 
day in May seems unrealistic at best. In 
1987, the Higher Education Research 
Institute at UCLA handed out question- 
naires to first-time, full-time entering 
freshman throughout the nation. The 
questionnaire examined students’ politi- 
cal, religious, and social beliefs, and 
posed the question, Why are you here? 
Students were asked to pick from multi- 
ple-choice answers — i.e., because my 
parents wanted me to come; be- 
cause I had nothing 





better to do; to make me a more cultured 
person. Four years later, the Institute dis- 
tributed a follow-up questionnaire. It 
found that 54.3 percent of the students 
had switched to a completely different 
major; 23.3 percent had transferred to 
another school; 8.3 percent had taken a 
leave of absence, and 6.4 percent had 
withdrawn from the college altogether. 
Two of the most common reasons for 
leaving: to reconsider my goals and inter- 
ests and I wasn’t doing well academically 
— not very surprising responses. After 
all, who really knows at 18 what he or 
she wants to be? And for that matter, 
how many have a clue at at 21, or 31, or 
even 51? 

In part, post-parchment depression 
may be a product of a larger, cultural 
problem: on the whole, colleges do a 
pretty lousy job preparing grads for the 
kinds of emotional upheavals they’re 
likely to experience once they’re out in 
the world, for the prospect of change, or 
for the conflict they may experience be- 
tween their expectations (“I’m a grown- 
up now”) and their realities (“I’m still a 
hopelessly confused 21-year-old”). 

“We rush people to become adults and 
we don’t take a developmental view of 
the process,” says Vincent Tinto, profes- 
sor of Cultural Foundations 
of Education at 
Syra- 




















cuse University and author of Leaving 
College (University of Chicago Press, 
1987), a book that examines the different 
reasons students quit school. “All of us in 
college and beyond change careers, ma- 
jors, and interests, yet we’re not in any 
intentional way educated in ways of deal- 
ing with change. We continue to treat the 
inability to make change as a sign of 
weakness among young people.” 

Tinto is a staunch supporter of what 
he calls “developmental advising” — the 
process of encouraging students not to 
make decisions or choose majors until 
late in their college careers, once they’ve 
figured out what interests and excites 
them. This differs from the more tradi- 
tional “technical advising,” which deals 
more with purely academic matters. 


Is there a remedy for post-parchment 
depression? More to the point, is there 
any way universities can better prepare 
students to cope with it? A South Caroli- 
na educator says yes. 

“We’re trying to produce a certain 
type of citizen,” says John Gardner, di- 
rector of the Freshman Year Experience 
at the University of South Carolina at

Columbia. “A citizen with a certain type 
of moral education. An active participant 
in their community. A person who’s go- 
ing to be a leader.” 

Gardner (not to be confused with the 
late novelist of the same name) has been 
a pioneer in the crusade to help stu- 
dents make the transition from high 
school into college. He’s spent the past 
15 years studying freshmen’s experi- 
ences at universities, and he’s found, 
not surprisingly, that many first-year 
students feel lost, overwhelmed, left to 
founder in an unsafe environment. En- 
ter University 101, a three-credit-hour 
elective course at USC that teaches ev- 
erything from how to use the library to 
how to use a condom. Schools around 
the country have adopted the program 
and reported higher retention rates and 
a more positive student attitude. 

Four years ago, Gardner decided to 
take his freshman experience a step fur- 
ther, and he organized a conference 
with teachers, administrators, career 
counselors, and future employers to 
discuss another and oft-overlooked 
— transition: the step off ivy-covered 
campuses into the Real World. He 
dubbed it the Senior Year Experience. 
It gave seniors a forum to discuss rela- 
tionships, financial woes, career plan- 
ning — things many students don’t, or 
can’t, think about until they’re in the 
thick of it.

the Beginning, Step by Step to College Suc- 
cess, and the soon-to-be-published Ready 
for the Real World (Wadsworth, 1994), 
admits that a large part of his interest in 
the senior-year transition stems from his 
own year-and-a-half bout with post-parch- 
ment depression and from watching his 
son deal with the issues. 
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“The onus is on the universities,” he 
says. “We do these stupid things, like 
charge a lot of money for school, books, 
caps and gowns.” What universities need 
to do, Gardner believes, is to focus on the 
emotional work that goes along with grad- 
uating, in addition to the academic work. 

Some local school administrations are 
beginning to agree. Boston College offers 
seniors a series of panels and events to 
discuss the senior-year experience, focus- 
ing on non-career-related real-life issues: 
loan paybacks, health insurance, relation- 
ships. (BC also offers a post-graduate year 
for students to do service work in the US 
or abroad.) Assumption College, in 


' Worcester, offers a “senior-year transi- 


tion” program similar to that at BC. And 
Boston University is planning to start one 
in the next year or so. 





If professors like John Gardner and 
Vincent Tinto had their way, most kids 
would not be attending college at 18. In- 
stead, they’d join some sort of national 
service program, or take a few years off 
to work, so that they’d then enter college 
with a stronger sense of purpose. Even 
more important, they’d have a better idea 
of how to function once it came time to 
leave. 

“We have not yet prepared people for 
the cooperative nature of employment,” 
says Tinto. “On average, we learn how to 
be individual, competitive learners, but 
not cooperative. I don’t think our schools 
are preparing our students for the notion 


-| of citizenship — educational or occupa- 


tional.” 

Which is not to say that Tinto shuns 
liberal-arts education — hardly. But he 
acknowledges that there’s a flaw in how 
education is generally defined — in terms 
of exams, and books, and two-hour lec- 
tures in classrooms filled to capacity. 


| That definition of education may have lit- 
| tle relevance to life beyond the ivied walls, 


| and can contribute greatly to the sense of 
| helplessness a recent grad experiences. 


Spending a year or two between high 
school and college away from the books 
may be the prescription, and some cru- 
saders are helping to make that possible. 

Neil Bull is one of them. Now 67, Bull 
has 30 years of experience walking the 
halls of academe. A former headmaster at 
schools both here and in Europe, Bull 
founded the Cambridge-based Center for 
Interim Programs, which offers afford- 
able alternatives for high-school grads 
deferring college for a year or two. The 
typical Interim student is a 17-year-old in 
need of an academic nap, although Bull 
also sees older people, families, and, not 
surprisingly, recent college graduates. 
Participants have done forestry work in 


in a perfect world 
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Australia, worked at French chateaux in 
the Champagne countryside, interned at 
the Guggenheim Museum in Venice. Bull 
considers it “time on,” as opposed to the 
traditional “time off.” 

“I don’t think anyone should go to col- 
lege right out of high school, because 
they don’t have any wisdom, perspective, 
or experience,” he says. 

“I tell people to have their mid-life cri- 
sis now, when they’re young enough to 
enjoy it. Most people have thought about 
taking time off, but inevitably the ques- 
tion is, what do I do? Work at McDon- 
ald’s? 

“Our society says, ‘What! You've grad- 
uated college and you don’t know what to 
do with your life?’ They’re supposed to 
know, and they feel inadequate and insuf- 
ficient. Why, at 21, should you feel insuf- 
ficient?” 

Twenty-year-old Nick Leeming paid 
Bull a call two years ago, after Leeming 
graduated from high school and realized 
he needed a year to recharge. He was 
open to anything. His interests included 
photography, traveling, scuba diving, and 
not spending exorbitant sums of money. 
(Bull charges a $1200 flat fee for two 
year’s worth of “counseling.”) 

“I didn’t think I was ready for college,” 
Leeming says. “And my parents wanted 
me to take a year off, too. They realized 
that there wasn’t any hurry to go on.” 
Leeming, now a Tufts University sopho- 
more, spent that year at a ranch in 
Wyoming, at a documentary film compa- 
ny in New York, at a dive shop in Mi- 
cronesia, and on the Italian island of 
Elba. He received room and board and, 
generally, a small stipend. 

At the very least, programs like Interim 
are helping young people to see that they 
have alternatives to the one-size-fits-all 
education program that society pushes. 

“We have created a system which says, 
‘Do it this way,’ and it’s not very user- 
friendly, and an awful lot of people are 
allergic to the system we have created,” 
says Bull. “And if you’re spending 
$25,000 a year to go to Harvard, you’d 
better well know why you’re there.” 


And what of the million-odd 1993 col- 
lege grads roaming around this country? 

Well, for Amrich and Dorothy, the pro- 
cess of mourning is a slow one, and they 
take it day by day. Sometimes they are at 
peace with their lack of clarity and direc- 
tion; other times their confusion hits 








them like a punch. Dorothy has signed up | 


for a math course; Amrich has been pur- 
suing jobs (he’s trying to do freelance 
writing in New York City). Both are en- 
gaged to be married, and both say that 
their lovers are the anchors in their lives. 
(“I can honestly say that the one thing 
I’m absolutely sure about is my fiancé,” 
says Dorothy). 

Both still face the daunting task of 
carving a niche for themselves, which 
could be a whole lot harder than tying the 
knot. Amrich sums it up like this: “I still 
feel like a student, but I don’t have that 
excuse anymore. But I think my identity 
will be secured once I’m employed.” With 
that, he sighs and lets out a nervous 
laugh. “I just hope it doesn’t take too 
long.” QO

Northern Italian flair in Newton

e continue to ponder 

the meaning of 

Northern Italian 

hegemony in the 

world of dining out. 
This week’s case: Appetito, a small, enor- 
mously popular room in a space that has 
failed with several other formats. Clearly 
Newton is a town with many restaurant- 
goers and few restaurants, and clearly it is 
a town where babysitters are at a premi- 
um. Hence, one wants an eating place 
near home. But why is that eating place 
so often Italian, and what does Italian 
mean in this context? Why is there a line 
outside Appetito, aside from the fact that 
they don’t accept reservations? 

Well, it’s not your father’s Italian 
restaurant. I checked the menu and 
counted one pasta with red sauce and one 
fried dish (squid). As it turns out, Appeti- 
to’s style is so Northern Italian that it gets 
into what used to be called “Continental.” 
Even the service in this 
crowded café has some of 
the old Continental flair, as 
when the waiter comes over 
and upends a bottle of vir- 
gin olive oil onto a Depres- 
sion-ware plate while de- 
scribing the specials. 

The bread is an especially 
oily focaccia, which didn’t 
really need dipping. In an- 
other redundancy, the 
bread is topped with salt 
and rosemary; the oil bottle 
is full of sprigs of rosemary, 
thyme, and oregano. De- 
spite the overkill, the dip is 
delicious. And for those 
skittish about the healthful- 
ness of olive oil, there was a 
cup of ground-chickpea dip 
in every basket. 

I got another “Continen- 
tal” vibe from the grilled-shrimp appetizer 
($6.95). The four small shrimp were 
napped with a creamy sauce (mostly yogurt 
by the taste, but it looked like béarnaise) 
and laid out on a bed of shredded cabbage, 
over four carefully arranged spears of un- 
derdone asparagus, with a side of marinat- 
ed red onion. 

The antipasto ($4.95 per person) was 
an assortment of cold salads from a re- 
frigerator case at the entrance. That’s an 
Italian idea, but the items themselves had 
no pat national identities: a square of 
quiche-like material, pickled onions, a 
chicken salad topped with capers, a fun 
combination of chickpeas and green peas, 
a salad of hard green lentils, pickled arti- 
chokes, and a couple of tortellini. 

Then you get to something like the car- 
ta di funghi ($6.95), which seemed like a 
cheese blintz wrapped in phyllo dough 
with a rich mushroom sauce. The insalata 
della cucina ($4.95) had a nice assort- 
ment of greens, mild goat cheese, and a 
balsamic dressing. I recommend it. 

I have to admit that I arrived at my 
Continental suspicions by the special on 
veal Oscar ($18.95). This used to be the 
height of false sophistication, a veal scal- 
lop with a crab leg and asparagus on top. 
I suppose the Pacific Ocean crab could 
come from very, very far north of Italy, if 
you want to look at it that way. Anyway, it 
was good eating. There was quite a bit of 
veal, with a light sauce that brought out a 
meatiness to it, and only a slight, powdery 
dryness in a few slices. When you get a 
few flakes of crabmeat in a mouthful, it 
has a Chinese effect. 

Appetito has some wonderful garnishes 
on most dinners, and they aren’t very Ital- 
ian, either. Whipped potatoes with a hint of

were sautéed cauliflower and puréed beets. 

Not that Appetito’s chef can’t make 
some blatantly Italian food and succeed 
with it. A special on fettuccine Alfredo 
($10.95) was a peerless example of al 
dente pasta in a sauce precisely balanced 
between cream and cheese flavors. Ap- 
petito has even solved the problem of ob- 
taining decent grated cheese outside the 
North End by sending the waiter around 
with a hunk of honest parmesan (in a ker- 
chief) and a grater. This is the apotheosis 
of macaroni and cheese. 

The fish of our night was grilled halibut 
($16.95). Ours had grill marks but no 
taste of the fire, and was somewhat flaky 
and overdone, yet delicious. I also 
thought that the simple roast chicken 
($11.95) was both overdone and deli- 
cious. The meat had somewhat been sac- 
rificed to the skin and crust, both making 
a delicious contrast to the rich vegetable 
risotto alongside. 

Appetito has a rather expensive wine list 
mitigated by a series of useful $13 bottles. 
Wines by the glass from these bottles are 
$3.95. The reader may 
draw conclusions, or re- 
coup with coffee and tea 
($1), the latter correctly 
served in an individual chi- 
na pot. A decaf cappuccino 
($2.95) was impressively 
bitter. 

Desserts were quite good, 
especially a pear tart ($4.50) 
topped with caramel, over a 
bit of pastry cream and a 
fine, flaky crust. A cappuc- 
cino-mousse torte was a 
charlotte-like confection of 
spongy mousse, with a true 
cappuccino flavor layered 
with whipped cream and 
just enough cake to hold 
the shape. A berry tart on a 
polenta shell ran out just as 
we ordered. The same 
blueberries and raspberries 
in a light custard sauce ($4.50) made for 
a parfait-glass version of the fruit in 
zabaglione. The chocolate-truffle cake 
($4.50) was rather mild and more like a 
cupcake than a truffle. 

Service at Appetito was considerate and 
quick, down to rapid water refills even 
when the place was full. The wine list has 
no vintages — a demerit — but the wait- 
er recites the prices along with the spe- 
cials, an offsetting plus. 

The main decorative liability is pros- 
pective diners, some lining the room for 
an hour or more. This is one of the many 
negative results of a no-reservations poli- 
cy. That the staff has become skilled at es- 
timating the wait — we were seated ahead 
of estimated time — does not change the 
fact that waiters and customers have to 
dodge around aisles full of standees. True, 
people could leave rather than wait: there 
are alternative restaurants in the area — 
Thai and Mexican standouts, the popular 
Sabra, and some others. But I still think 
it’s wrong to refuse reservations when 
you've crowded the seating and charge 
decent prices. Doubtless the management 
would retort that prices are relatively low 
and they aren’t gouging on wines and 
desserts and appetizers as badly as some 
places that do take reservations. Are those 
really the choices? Perhaps so, judging by 
the crowds at Appetito. 

Sound and smoke are under control. 
Despite the crowds on a Saturday night, 
we were able to hear snatches of back- 
ground jazz. Appetito has a comical 
black-and-white mural of fat, Italian- 
looking people, and a smaller, full-color 
mural of Italian foodstuffs. And so we 
have another definition of a Northern 
Italian restaurant, as cut-rate Continental 
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Café Melirich

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No slacker 


Dazed and Confused makes sharp 


observations about the ’70s

istory repeats itself, said 
Marx, first as tragedy, 
then as farce. So it is 
with the continuing reha- 
bilitation of the ’70s, as 
| our postmodern inability to take anything 
seriously transforms the decade from an 
| embarrassing wellspring of tacky self-ab- 
| sorption into a giant block of marketable 
| cheese. But if you’re a teenager, postmod- 


ernism points out that the ’70s and the 
90s aren’t so different from each other. 
We’re talking aimless kids with uncertain 
futures, kids who’ve downscaled their ex- 
pectations from even their older brothers’ 
and sisters’ era, kids who feel they missed 
out on the big party during the previous 
decade, kids who have little faith in au- 
thority or institutions, kids who spend a 
lot of time hanging out and listening to the 
coolest band in the universe, Aerosmith. 

These are some of the observations of 
Dazed and Confused, writer/director 
Richard Linklater’s portrait of high-school 
life in 1976. Without any of the distancing 
irony that usually masks our sheepishness 
over the pleasure we take in ’70s cheese, 
Linklater turns the same non-judgmental, 
wry documentarian’s eye toward the post- 
Nixon era that he did toward the post- 
Reagan era in 1991’s Slacker. 

Dazed builds upon the structure of 
Slacker. In what’s proving to be an apt 
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way of capturing the entire sociology of a 
disaffected class of young people, Lin- 
klater again follows the meanderings of 
about two dozen kids, his camera tracking 
from one character or subgroup to anoth- 
er until his seemingly random sweep has 
managed to cover everyone. Here, though, 
rather than the incisive thumbnail sketches 
that Slacker provides in its single en- 
counter with each character, Linklater al- 
lows his characters to develop, catching 
them again and again on successive pass- 
es. It’s a complex structure that owes 
something to Robert Altman’s Nashville (a 
structure Altman uses again in his upcom- 
ing Short Cuts), though Linklater is much 
more economical, with Dazed covering 
just 18 hours in the lives of its characters 
in less than 100 minutes of screen time. 
Linklater’s mastery of youth sociology is 
as keen in Dazed as it was in Slacker. He 
gets all the subtle delineations among the 
subgroups right, from the hardcore jocks 
to the jock intellectuals to the brains, the 
geeks, the stoners, the bohemians, and the 
one older guy for whom high school was 
the best seven years of his life, who tries to 
recapture past glory by serving as the guru 
for the current students and working on 
their cars. Linklater also gets right the way 
drugs and alcohol transcend those hierar- 
chies. Whereas in a John Hughes movie 
jocks might fight stoners, in Dazed, the 
jocks are stoners. Linklater remembers the 
days when someone who wouldn’t give 
you the time of day might still pass you a 
joint, or when three freshmen could get

Linklater’s eye and ear for the nuances that define

drunk from one beer. 

Also binding the kids together is the 
music. The director has selected about 30 
slabs of dinosaur rock that sound remark- 
ably fresh because they haven’t been 
played to death on the radio the way 
“Stairway to Heaven” and “Free Bird” 
have — songs like Ted Nugent’s “Stran- 
glehold,” War’s “Why Can’t We Be 
Friends,” and Head East’s “Never Been 
Any Reason.” The almost continuous 
soundtrack is a key emotional complement 
to the action. 

What plot there is in Dazed frames the 
last day of school in 1976, as rising se- 
niors haze incoming freshmen and every- 
one looks for a party or something to do 
that night. The focus is on Randy “Pink” 
Floyd (Jason London), the star quarter- 
back, who must decide whether to sign or 
rip to shreds the coach’s anti-drug pledge 
(not as morally compelling a dilemma as, 
say, whether to burn a draft card, but then 
the ’70s weren’t the 60s), and on Mitch 
(Wiley Wiggins), a freshman who survives 
an intense hazing to enjoy his first taste of 
the high-school high life. 

Dazed follows them and others as they 
cruise, scuffle, romance, and party their 
way toward minor epiphanies that will res- 
onate with anyone who’s ever been a pop- | 
culture-immersed teenager or survived an 
American public high school. Linklater of- 
fers nostalgia without sentiment; as Pink 
says, “If I ever start referring to these 
years as the best years of my life, remind 
me to kill myself.” Q 





Lost generation? 


Richard Linklater suggests that 


some things never change 


azed and Confused is a sharp, funny 

remembrance of the ’70s as well as an 

intricate tapestry of the lives of two 

dozen high-schoolers. Gramercy Pic- 

tures is marketing it as a dopy teenage 
drug comedy (“See it with a bud”). Director Richard 
Linklater acknowledges that his film has more pot- 
smoking in it than any film “since the last Cheech and 
Chong movie.” 

But Linklater doesn’t mind if that’s what draws the 
Beavis and Butt-head crowd; he’s happy that the film’s 
appeal transcends the 30-to-40-year-olds whose youth 
is the movie's subject. “Teens like the party aspect. They 
laugh at the initiation rituals. It reminds you how cruel 
teenagers really are. Some things never change. That's 
kind of my point.” 

The 31-year-old Linklater, who chronicled 90s youth in 
Slacker, remembers his high-school years as no better or 
worse than today. “The ’70s seem to be getting a little bit 
of a bum rap. I was interested in showing the ’70s I re- 
membered that wasn’t so stupid.” He recalls how '50s 
nostalgia was big in the ’70s. “My uncle was helping me 
put my hair back in a ducktail, and he said, “You kids think 
the 50s were really cool, but believe me, they sucked.’ | 
don’t think school at any time was a cool place to be. 

“I had a pretty straightforward approach to the ’70s. I 


didn’t want to say too much about the ’70s. I wanted to 
make a movie that seemed like it was shot in the ’70s. 
When I saw American Graffiti, | thought it was made in 
the ’50s. I thought I was watching an old movie. I re- 
member liking that. Dazed kind of begs a comparison.” 

The comparison is partly due to Dazed’s acute depic- 
tion of teen sociology, as seen during a single night 
spent cruising. “The unifying threads were music and 
drugs. The joint being passed around. There are all 
those groups and subtle hierarchies. These are the really 
cool people, and these are the nerds, and these are the 
jocks. The heavy-duty jocks don’t really smoke dope, 
but they drink a ton of beer. Some jocks were stoners, 
too. They’d smoke before the game. Years later, they'd 
get in trouble, but at the time, they felt so invincible. It’s 
amazing anyone survives those years.” 

Dazed 's also like American Graffiti in that the music 
offers a nearly continuous evocation of period and com- 
mentary cn the action. “I always saw the music as being 
up front «nd center — it’s a major character,” the di- 
rector exp'ains. “I had a lot of fun choosing the songs. It 
was great istening to all the songs that didn’t make the 
all-time F.1 playlist, the oldies canon. Like Alice Coop- 
er’s ‘No Nv ore Mr. Nice Guy,’ I hadn’t heard it in years. 
People dor 't write songs like that anymore, with that wit 
and intellig -nce. 


youth cultures, first demonstrated in Slacker, resulted in 
the media’s dubbing him a generational spokesman, like 
novelist Douglas Coupland or rockers Nirvana. “I’ve al- 
ways related to Nirvana, in a minuscule way, since they’re 
huge, and I’m in a different medium. But I always felt 
sorry for Kurt [Cobain]. I just read this interview in Spin 


’ where they were talking about how when they recorded 


in LA, they lived at the Oakwood apartments, the same 
apartments I lived at. It’s really a pathetic, horrible place. 
I lived there for months. It’s kind of like living in a habi- 
trail. No one ever talks to you. But when I found out 
they’d stayed there, I felt even more kinship to them. 

Like Coupland and Nirvana, he rejects the spokesper- 
son role. “I feel a little bit invaded. I never asked for the 
job. I always feel disappointed that they don’t look for 
more people. There’s plenty out there. Doug [Coup- 
land] and I were pretty adamant about how this genera- 
tion doesn’t want spokespersons. They want to be able 
to pick and choose. I do. I’m not looking for Nirvana to 
tell me what to do with my life. I’m just hoping to enjoy 
their album.” 

Linklater also dismisses the co-optation of the word 
“slacker” as a generational label. “A lot of people never 
even saw Slacker. They accepted other people’s descrip- 
tion of it: ‘Oh, it’s a movie about these twentysomething 
people, very apathetic, don’t do anything.’ The movie 
wasn’t really about that at all. It’s about a bunch of ac- 
tive imaginations, different people with diametrically op- 
posed views to the reality they’re living in. To say 
they’re all one thing is a little simple. 

“It seems kind of goofy. If I were going to going to 
pay for the success on one level, I wish I had made more 
money. I’ve made zip off Slacker.”

hen American film- 
makers start reading 
serious literature, the 
result is usually trou- 
ble for both. Confront- 
ed by the densely coded and overdecorated 
world of The Age of Innocence, Martin 
Scorsese relied on a voice-over narration 
to get his gilded story rolling. Since he was 
working with the patrician prose of Edith 
Wharton, the awkwardness of the device 
was almost concealed by the elegance and 
wit of the language. 

Challenged by the multiple points of 
view and numerous story-lines of Amy 
Tan’s The Joy Luck Club, director Wayne 
Wang and screenwriters Tan and Ronald 
(Rain Man) Bass use eight narrators, plus 
a dizzying array of flashbacks, and flash- 
backs within flashbacks, to tell a myriad of 
stories spreading over two continents, 
eight decades, and two generations. Nei- 
ther wit nor elegance spares them from 
glibness and confusion. What results is an 
uneven stew of clichés and occasional 
epiphanies — and the unique and some- 
times exhilarating achievement of a feature 
film exclusively about Asian-American 
women whose stereotypes are not ethni- 
cally determined. 

The novel is polyphonic, an interweav- 
ing of voices and incidents into a tapestry 
of memory and strife. The film is pure 
soap opera, with each tale stripped of am- 
biguity and condensed into a sentimental 
| Hollywood homily, though the fact that 
| the characters are Asian and not white- 
| bread middle-class yuppies lends the pro- 
ceedings an air of freshness. The filmmak- 
ers must be credited with keeping all the 
players and their plights straight, though 
at the price of oversimplification. 

The origin of all the stories is the club of 
the title, a little sorority of wives formed in 
mainland China who gather regularly to 
preserve the illusion of joy and luck in 














times of total chaos. When the four mem- 
bers emigrate to San Francisco, the club 
continues. As the film opens, the three 
surviving founding members are initiating 
the first member of the next generation 
into their number. 

June (Ming-Na Wen) is the daughter of 
the recently deceased Suyuan (Kieu 
Chinh), and somewhere between the mah- 
jong game and the refreshment table she 
drifts into one of the film’s many reveries, 
a prolonged flashback to a childhood clash 
with her mother about piano lessons that 
ends with a catastrophic recital. “You 
won’t make me into someone I’m not!” 
young June cries. “I wish I were dead like 
the babies you killed in China!” Shaken, 
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Tough Luck 


Wayne Wang’s tearjerker is

June slips from the sepia-toned past and 
returns to the present moment of the club, 
where Suyuan’s old friend Lindo (Tsai 
Chin) notes her consternation. “She’s 
thinking about the babies, of course,” Lin- 
do says over the soundtrack. “To this day I 
wonder how my own mother could give 
me up...” And so we flash back another 
50 years to another time, another place, 
and, despite the clumsy context, a much 
more interesting story. 

That sets the pattern for the rest of 
the film. A family gathering is broken by 
a daughter’s or mother’s flashback to 
some past trauma. In the daughters’ 
case, it’s usually some petulant scene of 
well-intentioned parental cruelty, or lat- 
er in life a moment in some ineffectual 
marriage with a feckless man. Typical 
Baby Boomer whining, it’s put in absurd 
relief by the epic hardships of the older 
generation. 

The ultimate moral of all these trials is 
the need for reconciliation between the 
past and present, the old ways and the 
new, mothers and daughters. The daugh- 
ters must recognize that their mothers’ 
overweening need for control is meant to 
help their children avoid the pain and 
abuse and dehumanization they suffered in 
the old country. The mothers must realize 
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that the traumas, challenges, and opportu-

nities of the new world are far different | 


from their own experiences. 
Rather than worry about the Japanese 


army, arranged marriages, or infanticide, | 
Lena (Lauren Tom) must confront the | 
anality of husband Harold (Michael Paul | 


Chan), Waverly (Tamlyn Tomita) must 


endure the torture of taking her mother to | 
the hairdresser, and Rose (Rosalind Chao) | 


must face the spiritual wasteland of being 


married to a character played by Andrew | 
McCarthy. By contrast with these New | 
Age neuroses, Suyuan’s tale of her flight | 
from the Japanese invasion, Ying Ying’s | 


terrible secret about how she rebelled 
against her brutish first husband, An Mei’s 
empowerment through the suicide of her 
mother, and Lindo’s sneaky resourceful- 


ness in wresting her destiny from ironclad | 
social restrictions — these shine forth like | 


magical realism. 

Tan’s book preserves that magic while 
allowing the more mundane tragedies of 
the younger generation their dignity and 
meaning. But filtered through the next 
generation’s spoiled and shallow sensibili- 
ty, and shrunk by the filmmaker’s mawk- 


ish moralism and flashback structure, | 
Tan’s mythmaking takes on the stature of | 


pop-psychology platitudes.

was turned into a film script 


he Joy Luck Club was a vastly popular 
bestseller with a rich cast of characters 
and a wealth of narrative. Too many char- 
acters and too much narrative — how do 
you contain 16 stories told from eight 
points of view within the flat frame of commercial film- 
making without compromising its artistic integrity? 

Author Amy Tan had her doubts too; she was espe- 
cially concerned about avoiding the ethnic stereotyping 
endemic to Hollywood in adapting her epic of two gen- 
erations of Chinese-American families. Wayne (Chan Is 
Missing, Eat a Bowl of Tea) Wang as director reassured 
her on that score. And to her surprise, Ron Bass, who 
collaborated with her on the screenplay, was even more 
insistent on faithfulness to the text than she was. 

“I was much more willing to change the book than 
Ron and Wayne were,” she explains. “They were the 
ones who said no, let’s keep this part, you can’t change 
that.” 

“In fact,” Bass adds, “I insisted on keeping all 16 sto- 
ries. Two of them fell out just because of money and 
time. But all 16 were scripted.” 

Neither denies that translating the subjectivity of the 
novel to the objectivity of the screen was a difficult task. 


Tan, who followed up The Joy Luck Club with another 
bestseller, The Kitchen God’s Wife (which she and Bass 
are also adapting), felt especially challenged. 

“It’s different,” she says of the process. “I do think 
it’s more limiting. In fiction you can have anything hap- 
pen. You never have to be concerned about liability in- 
surance, special effects, unions, or any of that stuff. Or 
people wanting too much money or not liking their 
lines. Another thing I learned is that in fiction you often 
start with the inner self and move outward into detail, 
and you can stay within that inner self a lot longer. 
Movies start at the external and move in.” 

“Movies are what happens between people, novels are 
what happens within people,” Bass says. “By using the 
voiceover technique in this film, we get the best of both 
worlds. People are always telling us how hard it seemed 
to adapt this. The key was to look at the feeling in each 
individual story, why it was there. Once you’ve focused 
on that, things that would otherwise have been compli- 
cated fell out. Somebody starts a flashback in one locale 
and comes out of it someplace else and nobody cares 
because they understood that what they’re there for is to 
understand what happened to that poor woman and 
what they want to do is see what’s going to happen next, 
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not sit back and say, ‘Well, gee, you know, technically, I 
don’t understand why this has happened.’ ” 

Bass admits that the flashback/voiceover format may 
not have been the most artful. But he feels it’s the most 
cinematic. 

“That’s not the way an artful, brilliant novelist would 
do it. And I would be the Hollywood jerk saying the 
most important thing in this area is to make the audi- 
ence comfortable so they don’t struggle to see who’s 
who, because we want them to be paying attention to 
what the people are feeling, not to be admiring how 
sneakily we built in the technique.” 

“Clarity is more important,” Tan agrees. “A novelist 
who seems to be clever in that way finds that her whole 
craft is the word and not the image that you see on the 
screen.” — 

Bass and Tan seem pleased that Disney, the studio 
distributing the film, had plans to distribute free tissues 
at the beginning and the end of screenings, and that 
critic Richard Corliss referred to the film as “Terms of 
Endearment times four.” 

“It’s a feel-good movie,” Bass says. “But it’s also a 
feel-bad movie. It feels bad before you feel good. And 
then you feel real good because you felt bad. It’s a feel 
movie, a feel-that-you-are-a-human-being movie, and 
that you are capable of enjoying the fact that you can 
experience tenderness and compassion and a love of 
beauty and an appreciation of sacrifice. 

“For me, the trend that I hope we’re part of is of films 
that are about looking into people’s inner lives, regard- 
less of the prejudice people might have about what other 
people want to see. Sleepless in Seattle couldn’t have 
made a hundred million dollars if men weren’t willing to 
go see something that was supposed to be a chick flick. 
People are seeing films that they enjoy that nobody ever 
thought they would see.”

his summer, unsuspecting 

moviegoers saw a small snip- 

pet of Akira Kurosawa’s Yo- 

jimbo — in which a dog car- 

ries off an amputated human 

| hand — in the opening minutes of Rising 
| Sun. Regurgitated during some late-night 
| movie-watching by Japanese businessmen 
| in a Los Angeles karaoke bar, it’s an unset- 
| tlingly funny scene, not least because of 
what it says about the fertile marriage of 

| American and Japanese popular cultures. 
One of Kurosawa’s famed samurai West- 
erns, Yojimbo surfaces this fall at the Brat- 

| tle, as part of a retrospective of the direc- 
| tor’s films starring actor Toshiro Mifune. 


(It plays on a double bill with Throne of 
Blood, the director’s remake of Macbeth.) 

The Kurosawa-and-Mifune series cele- 
brates one of the happiest couplings be- 
tween a director and actor — one that 
made possible not only the groundbreaking 
Rashomon in 1951 but also Seven Samurai 
(1954) and Hidden Fortress (1958). Fa- 
mously influenced by European and Ameri- 
can movies and literature, Kurosawa’s films 
cross-pollinated with several decades of 
Hollywood films. 

If John Ford movies provided the tem- 
plate for Yojimbo, Yojimbo itself was re- 
made as Sergio Leone’s Fistful of Dollars, 
whose star, Clint Eastwood, would go on 
to make his own samurai-Western epic, 
Unforgiven. Similarly, Star Wars, a seem- 
ingly quintessential Hollywood movie, can 
trace its pedigree to Hidden Fortress, and 
Seven Samurai got remade as The Magnif- 
icent Seven. It’s only fitting, then, that Mi- 





fune — an intense, intelligent actor with a 
deep sense of humor — often seems to be 
parodying American matinee idols. 

Set in the mid 19th century, after the 
break-up of feudal Japan, Yojimbo is about 
freelance samurai Sanjuro (Mifune), who 
arrives in a warring town and offers to sell 
himself as a bodyguard to the opposing 
factions. The action unfolds as he plays 
gangleader Ushi-Tora against his rival 
Seibei, profiting from the small-town poli- 
tics as well as his own unabashed desire to 
find the best deal for himself without be- 
coming emotionally committed to either 
side. In the first of several hilarious manip- 
ulations, Sanjuro urges a confrontation 
and then watches from a tower as the two 
sides, each led by arrogant blowhards, re- 
treat into cowardly postures. 

Aloof and self-interested, Sanjuro is cut 
from the same cloth as Eastwood. But it’s 
nearly impossible to sit through Yojimbo

without thinking of Hollywood’s most fa- 
mous rogue actor, Humphrey Bogart, 
whose sneer Mifune appropriates when 
he’s offered women in exchange for his 
services, and whose attitude he adopts 
when he overhears Ushi-Tora’s wife plot 
to kill him after his services are rendered. 
Indeed, one reason Yojimbo strikes such a 
familiar chord with American audiences is 
that Kurosawa has reduced the hero of the 
American Western — and his modern 
spinoff as the Bogart characters in Casa- 
blanca and To Have and Have Not — to 
his basic elements. It’s the story of a man 
who, claiming to be for hire, is defiantly 
not for sale. 

If it’s comforting to watch an American 
movie type transplanted to 19th-century 
Japan, it’s fascinating to see how Kuro- 
sawa translates some other familiar genre 
elements. Dead leaves blowing around the 
town’s desolate courtyard stand in for Ari- 
zona tumbleweed, but the ruffians that do 
the dirty work for Ushi-Tora and Seigei 
look as if they’d stepped out of a Brueghel 
painting. Sanjuro peers out at the town’s 
coming and goings through a series of 
slatted walls that suggest film noir venetian 
blinds. And the movie’s catastrophic cli- 
max isn’t a shootout, exactly, but a chaos 
of fire and flood that ensues when the 
brewer’s storehouse is attacked and huge 
rivers of wine escape. 

For his part, Sanjuro observes the grow- 
ing mayhem from the position of someone 
too jaded to care. The extended joke in 
Yojimbo comes from Sanjuro’s ability to 
get Ushi-Tora and Seibei to up each oth- 
er’s ante on his price. But the unspoken 
promise is that there’s something heroic 
lurking under the tattered kimono and 
just-woke-from-a-nap expression Sanjuro 
wears. The story’s turning point comes 
when one of the lords steals a woman 
away from her husband and son. Sanjuro’s 
braggadocio dissolves into a series of ruses 
to get her back, an exploit whose conse- 
quences nearly ruin him (but not before he 
watches a chase from inside a basket car- 
ried by one of his pursuers). The biggest 
surprise is not for the gangleaders who 
discover his treacheries, but for the person 
who thinks the gun-for-hire has no 
morals. Sanjuro’s seeming lack of con- 
science, as any Bogart fan knows, is mere- 
ly a cover for a guy waiting for the right 
cause to come along. Oo 





Cry courage 


| Morgan Freeman’s Bopha! 
doesn’t fulfill its early promise

he title and title sequence of 

Bopha!, Morgan Freeman’s 

directorial debut, are elec- 

trifying; they promise a film 

about the nightmare of 
apartheid that is shocking and uncom- 
promising. The title comes from the Zulu 
word meaning to “arrest” or “detain,” 
and the horrific realities behind that cold 
term are illustrated as a torch-bearing 
mob chase a black South African Police 
officer through the night. They run him 
down, throw a rubber tire over his head, 
and douse him with gasoline. In an over- 
head shot, one of the torches is tossed 
and the victim bursts into howling 
flames. 

The injustice of bopha, the scene sug- 
gests, works both ways; unthinkable cruel- 
ty is not the monopoly of the repressed. 
Freeman’s film proposes to look at the 
tragedy of South Africa in terms other 

| than black and white. In fact, it never 
| moves much beyond bland shades of gray. 
| Bopha! Cosbyizes South Africa, turning a 

complex and insidious situation into a 


tepid version of Raisin in the Sun. 

As was done in Cry Freedom (1987) and 
A World Apart (1988), Freeman reduces 
the South African quagmire to its smallest 
political unit — the family. In this film, 
however, the family is black. Master 
Sergeant Micah Mangena (Danny Glover) 
has earned a comfortable life for wife 
Rosie (Alfre Woodard) and son Zweli 
(Maynard Eziashi); unfortunately, Micah’s 
success comes at the expense of his race. 
He’s a member of the South African Po- 
lice, dedicated to maintaining the laws of 
the land. Although he makes a good case 
for the nobility of the profession to a 
roomful of recruits, he neglects to mention 
that one of the laws they are sworn to 
uphold is apartheid. 

Oddly, the film makes little 
mention of it either. The fictional 
township of Moroka seems 
placid, overseen by the benevo- 
lent tyranny of local police cap- 
tain Willem Van Tonder (Mar- 
ius Weyers), Micah’s pal. True, 

Zweli is disgusted with his 
dad’s collaboration with the 
regime and dashes his hope 
that his son will follow in 

his footsteps at the 

SAP. Instead, the boy 

joins up with stu- 

dent rabble rous- 

ers at his school, 

but the nature of 

their chief griev- 

ance — the rule 

that only Afri- 


kaans can be spoken.in class — seems 
pretty small potatoes. 

Goaded by peers who taunt him be- 
cause of his dad’s occupation, Zweli ar- 
ranges to bring in a charismatic militant 
leader, Pule Rampa (Malick Bowens). 
Their activity instigates extremism from the 
other side, however: De Villiers (a spectral 
Malcolm McDowell), a captain in the 
dreaded police Special Branch, arrives to 
set things in order, and Moroka’s days of 
illusory tranquility are over. From remarks 
made to Rosie in the marketplace to burn- 
ing effigies in their back yard, Micah and 
his family find themselves inescapably em- 
broiled in the realities they tried to avoid. 

Bopha! intends to show how the family 
shapes the political system as much as 
the system does, but Freeman captures nei- 
ther the subtleties of familial relationships 

nor the complexities of poli- 
tics, power, and institu- 
tions. Rather, he has 

» two predictable and 
cliché’d sto- 

ries run- 


ning side by side — a generational conflict 
in which love is shown to be the ultimate | 
panacea, and a tale of social injustice in | 
which the ambiguities and horrors depicted | 
in the film’s opening dwindle down into a 
cartoon clash between good and evil. 

Given the narrow scope of the roles, the 
cast have little to work with. As Micah, 
Glover is torn, decent, and tormented (his 
accent, in particular, seems a cause of 
much of his discomfort). As Rosie, Alfre 
Woodard is frustrated, loving, and tor- 
mented. And as Zweli, Eziashi is idealistic, 
callow, and tormented. Only McDowell 
seems to be having a good time as the ma- 
lignant De Villiers, revelling in his reptilian 
sadism as he orders guns trained on 
demonstrating children. 

Despite its simple-mindedness, Bopha! 
does convey some of the dread and chaos 
that occur when both the political and the 
family structure disintegrate, and it also 
suggests that in some cases the breakdown 
is as necessary as it is tragic. Hopelessly 
compromised in the violence that his own 
family conflict indirectly spawned, rejected 
by both the oppressors he has worked for 

and the oppressed he has betrayed, 
Micah makes one last effort to 
restore himself to his family 
and-his people. It’s a 
wrenching, hopeless or- 
deal that ends on a note 
of apocalyptic triumph. 
Freeman has the begin- | 
ning and the end of a | 
great movie — he just 
needs to figure out how to fill | 

in the space between. QO

Baroque beauty 





‘The Age of Rubens’ brings the 
glory of Flanders to the MFA

“THE AGE OF RUBENS.” At the Muse- 


| um of Fine Arts, through January 2. 


eter Paul Rubens was a 
grand man given to grand 
gestures. In 1635, he over- 
saw the decoration of 
Antwerp for the visit of 
Cardinal Ferdinand, designing floats and 
erecting stages all over the city to make a 
good impression. His paintings exemplify 
the artist’s good-hearted grandiloquence, 
both in execution and in subject matter. He 
had up to 20 students working in his stu- 
dio at a given time, making art a generous 
corporate enterprise. And the tone he set 
with his paintings peppered the restrained 
naturalism of his Dutch neighbors with the 
flamboyant romance of the Italians. 

The Museum of Fine Arts has matched 
Rubens’s generosity with its remarkable ex- 
hibition of Flemish Baroque art, “The Age 
of Rubens.” Curator Peter Sutton has cor- 
raled a number of magnificent paintings 
from all over the world to create the kind of 
splash Rubens would approve of, and the 
likes of which the MFA hasn’t seen in years. 

Sutton has appropriated seven galleries 
of the museum’s Evans Wing to parade 
the works of Rubens and his contempo- 
raries. The first gallery is filled with paint- 
ings by the artist’s predecessors, painters 
like Jan Brueghel the Elder and Abraham 
Janssens. Janssens’s The Dead Christ in 





| the Tomb, with Two Angels (1619-’20) is 















a tightly composed painting of the corpse 
slumped against a stone and washed with 
light as two angels look on. Although 
Janssens had a heavier style than Rubens, 
the two shared a love of firmly modeled, 
almost sculptural forms. Janssens’s The 
Origin of the Cornucopia (1615-’20) also 
features sharply contoured figures — 
three robust women lounging after the 
harvest — that have a distinctly monu- 
mental quality to them, a la Michelangelo. 
Across the gallery hangs the early work 
of Rubens himself. Prometheus Bound 
(1611-'18) is a gory, startling painting of 
a writhing Prometheus being picked apart 
by a dark eagle. This work is Rubens’s 





first documented collaboration; animal 
specialist Frans Snyders painted the eagle. 
“The Age of Rubens” suggests that collab- 
oration was common among the Flemish 
painters of the time, with one artist exe- 
cuting figures and another sketching in 
landscape. Art, after all, was a business 
venture, and the artists didn’t let their egos 
interfere with getting work done. 

Rubens and Snyders also collaborated 
on The Head of Medusa, an undated and 
especially horrific painting of the decapi- 
tated head wriggling with serpentine locks 
as it lies on the floor. Lizards scurry about, 
snakes slither, and the spattered drops of 
blood at the base of the neck turn into 
glistening red worms. Many paintings of 
the period took on a moralistic tone, but 
this work is so vivid, so terrible and beau- 
tiful, it avoids preaching. 

The rest of the exhibition is taken up 
with galleries devoted to specific types of 
painting: portraiture, genre painting, his- 
torical works, landscapes, animals, still 
lifes. Each is a small show in itself. Two of 
Rubens’s greatest paintings hang near each 
other in the room filled with images from 
history, literature, mythology, and the 
Bible: The Garden of Love (1634-35) and 
The Crowning of Saint Catherine (1631). 
The Garden of Love depicts a grand picnic

populated with spooning couples and flying 
cherubim, all flushed and giddy with ro- 
mance, Painted soon after the artist’s sec- 
ond marriage to a considerably younger 
woman, it represents a model of relation- 
ships between men and women. 

Saint Catherine shows the Virgin Mary 
surrounded by the virginal saints Apollonia 
and Margaret, with the Christ child on her 
lap, reaching out to place a crown of lau- 
rels on the head of the kneeling Catherine. 
The women in both paintings are laconic 
and voluptuous, many on the verge of re- 
clining. Probably Rubens’s bride, Héléne 
Fourment, was the model for all the wom- 
en portrayed here. Saint Catherine repre- 
sents a spiritual complement to The Gar- 
den of Love, celebrating a mystical mar- 
riage to God. Both nod to an ideal of 
womanhood that Rubens seems to have 
thought he’d found in Fourment. 

Anthony van Dyck’s rugged depiction of 
an aged Saint Jerome shows the scholar, 
who translated the Bible into Latin, nude 
with a red shawl draped about his loins, 
accompanied by a small, quill-wielding an- 
gel and his steadfast companion, a lion. 
It’s a poignant image of an aging but still 
powerful body, the minutely detailed work 
of a devoted realist. 

Indeed the highlight of the portrait sec- 
tion of “The Age of Rubens” is the careful 
work of van Dyck. Even at as young an 
age as 19, he was painting intense, brilliant 
portraits. His work was in demand be- 
cause he flattered his subjects, painting 
them with long, elegant proportions — 11 
heads to the body, rather than the more 
common figure of nine. Family Portrait 
(1619) is a broad, painterly depiction of a 
young, richly attired couple and their baby. 
The father gazes directly at us with frank 
eyes, demanding dialogue and sympathy. 

Jacob Jordaens proved to be the expert 
Flemish genre painter. His As the Old Ones 
Sing, So the Young Ones Pipe (undated) il- 
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had no problem collaborating on this Head of Medusa. 
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lustrates the proverb for which it was | 
named. A table laden with food and drink is | 
the centerpiece of a family party, in which 
the adults throw their heads back in song as 
the children toot on their flutes. There are 


hints at moralizing here: an owl, then a | 
symbol for drunkenness, perches on a chair | 


behind an old woman. The patriarch of the | 
family is obese and flushed, and a dog is 
about to snatch some fruit off a seat in the 
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foreground. So we have a group given to | 


excess, likely to lead children astray, but 
Jordaens balances his moralizing tone with 
the strong vision of a harmonious family. 
Seems oddly appropriate for 1993. 

The father of Flemish landscapes was Jan 
Brueghel the Elder, who invented such 
landscape standards as the stop at the inn 
and the road through the woods. His A 
Road with a Ford in a Wood (1608) codi- 
fies some of those themes. Travelers ride 
along a path flanked by colorful autumn 
trees, looming large in the foreground and 
receding deep into a blue haze in the back- 
ground. The painting is smartly composed, 
with the roadway leading across the fore- 
ground and into the warmly lit center of the 
work. Brueghel painted it not on canvas or 
wood but on copper, the smoothest of sur- 
faces, one that allows for tiny, sharp details. 


Rubens’s Landscape with a Cart Fording | 


a Stream (1617-’20) is a dramatic painting 


with a stereoscopic design executed in fiery | 


tones. A hill rises in shadow against a sky | 


darkening with the sunset; in the fore- | 


ground, a man tilts at a foreshortened wag- 
on, trying to get it to move. The center of 


the work is filled with rocky projection, | 
warm in the red sunlight, with a dark cave | 


at its navel. Rubens plays light and dark, 
depth and projection, and the odd angles of 
rock, human, horse, and wagon against one 
another to create a painting full of move- 
ment but firmly anchored at the center. 

The still lifes and animal pictures are a 
tribute to the lush excess of the day. Jan 
Davidsz de Heem’s Banquet Piece with 
Shells and Instruments (1642) depicts a 
spread worthy of royalty, with a lobster 
draped over a platter and a dozen apples 
and lemons swelling sweetly over the table. 
Frans Snyders’s huge painting of a Boar 
Hunt (1625-30) is an aristocratic and vi- 
olent scene of 13 hounds pursuing a vi- 
cious wild sow across a wooded landscape, 
teeth bared and muscles taut. It’s a natu- 
ralistic portrayal, with no allegory or an- 
thropomorphism to interfere with the mat- 
ter at hand: the valor of the hunt. 

Despite Rubens’s unabashed enthusiasm 
for luxury and grandeur, the work in “The 
Age of Rubens” is always tempered with a 
sober Christian morality. That makes the 
excess all the more fun. In the end, “The 
Age of Rubens” paints a vivid picture in | 
broad strokes of an era of indulgence, | 
generosity, and a compassionate sensibili- | 
ty. Ah, for the bygone days of the Flemish |

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David Greenberger provides 
a gentle, funny view of aging

n the 14 years since 
David Greenberger began 
recording the truisms, 
anecdotes, ponderings, 
and non sequiturs of 
nursing-home residents, he’s 
passed them along on vinyl, 
video, CD, and film, and as

The Duplex Planet’s big bang came 
in 1979, when Greenberger, then a recent 
Mass College of Art graduate working at 
Jamaica Plain’s Duplex Nursing Home, 
asked some of the folks there a few dopy 


| questions and scribbled down their an- 
| swers. Then he turned them into a type- 
| writer-produced monthly on 8x11 paper, 
| folded at the middle and stapled on the 
| crease. Its growth into the upcoming book 
| Everybody’s Asking Who I Was (Faber & 
| Faber) has been slow but inevitable. 


At first, Greenberger created the Du- 


| plex for its subjects in the nursing home. 
' But they just tossed it aside. His friends, 


who'd see copies lying around his place, 
were more interested. They told him he 
had something special, and they told oth- 
ers; word traveled like flame through a 
parched California forest, and a cult was 
born. 

Greenberger still produces his home 
brew with the same typewriter, and he still 
quizzes the elderly on occasion — albeit 
now in Saratoga Springs, New York, 
where he’s lived for nine years. Everything 
about the original Duplex Planet is the 
same as it was a decade ago, except it 
comes out only every other month. Even 
the subscription numbers are about the 
same. The circulation hit a glass ceiling at 
500 — a nice figure for a fanzine, Green- 
berger has been told. Only he doesn’t con- 


| sider the Duplex Planet a fanzine, despite 


obvious similarities like el cheapo produc- 


| tion and a jack-of-all-skills publisher. “It’s 


| not fanzine material,” 


he maintains. “It’s 
about something that happens to every- 


| body: aging.” 


The magazine’s initial offspring was 
born in the early ’80s. It was an LP called 


| Lyrics by Ernest Noyes Brookings (on 
| Shimmy Disc, and now hard to find), 
| which brought together well-known 


bands and the 

poems of Duplex resident 
Brookings. Its follow-up, 
the much-praised Place of 
General Happiness (on CD 
from East Side Digital 
along with a third volume), 
includes poems made into 
songs by XTC, Young Fresh 
Fellows, Fred Frith, Bim 
Skala Bim, and Men & Volts, 
among others. 

Men & Volts had an inside 
edge. Greenberger was a mem- 
ber of the critically acclaimed 
Boston band, whom The Trouser 
Press Record Guide describes as 
having “the arcane musical in- 
stincts of Captain Beefheart and 
the dada poetic mindset of Tom 
Waits.” Through the group Green- 
berger ‘made a lot of friends in the 
music and art scene, so Duplex has 
always received great word of mouth 
and hand-to-hand distribution within 
it. How else would R.E.M.’s. Michael 
Stipe have discovered the art of Duplex 
resident Ed Rogers and hired him to do 
lettering for Out of Time? 

To have its poetry arranged into songs 
by XTC in the early ’80s was a lot less 
likely than the Duplex Planet’s subsequent 
arena, the stage. The park-bench atmo- 
sphere the magazine often creates lends it- 
self to dialogue, and anecdotal recollec- 
tions provide plot. So in 1987, Greenberg- 
er wrote Tramps in Bloom (also a Men & 
Volts album title), which played success- 
fully in Saratoga and Cape Cod. 

A more recent stage production based 
on the Duplex Planet was The Elvis Issue, 
which was put on independently, with 
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Greenberger’s permission, by an amateur 
group at the Bookcellar Café in Cam- 
bridge. The show had children quoting 
from a Duplex devoted to residents’ 
thoughts about the King. 

Having children read from the Duplex 
Planet makes sense, when you consider, 
for example, the magazine’s similarities to 
Art Linkletter’s based-on-TV book Kids 
Say the Darndest Things. But Greenberger 
doesn’t like that comparison. 

“I don’t think there’s any connection 
really, other than they’ve got similar pat- 
terns of language sometimes — sort of 
short sentences, weird juxtapositions. But 
it’s two completely different things hap- 
pening. With children, they’re encour- 
aged; they’re just beginning something. 
With older people, they’re experiencing 
decline.” 

Not so the Planet, which began edging 
into mainstream orbit in 1989, when 
Greenberger did his first series of readings 
around the country. During these stops he 
realized he had to get a Duplex book deal, 
which he did with Faber & Faber. The 
book will collect favorite Duplex poems, 

stories, wisdom, and nonsense orga- 

nized, Greenberger hopes, 
to achieve a “musical 
completion” in the way 
it will flow as a reader 
browses through, jump- 
ing forward and back 
among its pages. 

Meanwhile, there’s also 
Duplex Planet Illustrated, a 
Fantagraphics comic in its 
fourth issue. Comicologists 
will recognize the high-pro- 
file work of illustrators Drew 
Friedman, Gary Leib, and 
Dan Clowes. Fans of reality 
comics like Harvey Pekar’s 
American Splendor or Michael 
Dougan’s stories will readily 
embrace Duplex Illustrated’s 
celebration of the extraordinary 

ordinariness of everyday life. 
Many of the illustrations are dis- 
tracting and/or inscrutable, and 
they take the reader’s imagination 
out of play. Greenberger believes 
his purest form remains the type- 
written magazine, where the words 
are unadulterated. But it’s his read-

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ings that real- 

ly capture the spirit of his 

work. And they’re caught on the latest 

album, The Duplex Planet Hour (also on 

East Side Digital), which is modeled in 
classic radio-show style. 

Greenberger, in his serene, neighborly 
voice, reads selections. Terry Adams of 
NRBQ provides the musical interludes. 
John Sebastian guest-stars on banjo and 
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guitar. Greenberger doesn’t change his 
voice much from excerpt to excerpt, but 
there are subtle changes in tone — which 
he says are not deliberate but subcon- 
scious evocations of the particular char- 
acters. It’s charming and tender, but 
mostly funny; if you’re embarrassed to 
laugh out loud in a room of strangers, 
don’t listen in public. 

Arriving any day now at your neigh- 
borhood comics place will be Duplex 
Planet collector’s cards from Northamp- 
ton’s Kitchen Sink Press. The cutting- 
edge artist’s roster includes Jaime Her- 
nandez, Jim Woodring, and Wayno. Also 
coming up, a Greenberger recording of 
the Planet’s 1991 Halloween issue for 
release in October from the Hello Music 
Club, a venture led by John Flansburgh 
of They Might Be Giants. And there’s a 
distribution deal pending for an indepen- 
dent film by Jay Rooney called Your Own 
True Self. 

In any form, the Duplex Planet is loved 
for its humor, its endorsement of the 
quirky and unpredictable. It pretends to be 
neither cutting edge nor mainstream, sail- 
ing in its own channel. But for Greenberg- 
er, his mission is simply to ask — as Betty 
Friedan and Tracy Kidder do in their new 
books The Fountain of Age and Old 
Friends (which is based on interviews at a 
Northampton nursing home) — that we 
adjust our vision of older people. 

Greenberger, who grew up in Erie, 
Pennsylvania, doesn’t like to make himself 
a part of the Duplex Planet. He aims to be 
an invisible conduit, introducing us to his 
friends, then stepping into the shadows. 
One indication of his commitment to this 
invisibility, as his work becomes more visi- 
ble than ever, is that he has shaved his 
moustache and goatee. His facial hair was 
older than the Duplex, but the goatee in 
particular gave him personality that he’d 
rather not have. 

Yet the Duplex Planet is as much about 
David Greenberger as anything else. 
Here’s a guy who quit his work as an art 
designer a few years ago to devote himself 
full-time to the Planet. As a result, he’s 
halved his income, but he’s got an en- 
thralling career that changes with each 
medium the Planet assumes. 

If there was one event from which 
Greenberger can draw a straight line to 
where he’s at today, it 

was a trip he took in 

his early 20s to visit 
his grandparents. 
Because they’d al- 
ways lived far 
away, he consid- 
ered them “sort of 
exotic.” The cu- 
riosity and com- 
fort they sparked 
in him during 
that visit was 
something he 
knew he’d like 
to seek back 

in Boston. 
“I had a de- 
gree in paint- 
ing, and I 
didn’t know 
what the 
heck that 
was for, 
and I 
thought 
maybe I 
could 
teach 
paint- 
ing to 
the el- 


didn’t know.” 

Going to work at the Duplex in Ja- 
maica Plain was one step in the right di- 
rection. But when he got the idea of asking 
questions of the residents — not as relics, 
but as active, opinionated people — he 
knew that was it. He’d found a way he 
could jump-start folks mired in nursing- 
home routine with questions like “Would 
you swim in coffee if it weren’t too hot” 
and be jump-started himself by their an- 
swers. Since then, Greenberger’s never 
stopped running on all cylinders. Q

amily dysfunction is less a 

nuclear than a chain reaction 

in Cheryl L. West’s Jar the 

Floor, which is having its 

Boston-area premiere at the 
New Repertory Theatre. Homecoming 
lounge singer and college dropout Vennie 
has a lot of bones to pick with her mother, 
Black Studies professor MayDee. May- 
Dee, in turn, harbors an explosive secret 
and a deep-seated resentment of her 
mother, 60ish sexpot Lola. And Lola’s re- 
lationship with her mother, MaDear, is as 
strained as her hammerlock grip on vamp- 
dom. Moreover, MaDear’s memory of her 
light-skinned, rejecting mother, when trig- 
gered, catapults the old woman back to 
quivering infancy. 

Naturally, if somewhat unrealistically, all 
these old wounds pop open in one long 
day’s journey, as the play’s four generations 
of mothers and daughters gather to cele- 
brate MaDear’s 90th birthday at the subur- 
ban Chicago home in which she’s cared for 
by MayDee with some daytime assist from 
Lola. Believe me, if all the clan’s birthday 
parties are like this, it’s a wonder the mem- 
bers don’t duck for cover at the sight of a

lighted candle. 

West is best known for the hard-hitting 
Before It Hits Home, about an African- 
American family coming to grips with 
AIDS in their midst. Jar the Floor also 
centers on an African-American family, 
though one pretty much devoid of linger- 


ing men. MaDear keeps thinking that her © 


dead husband, whom she calls “Man,” will 
come carry her back to Mississip- 
pi. Lola keeps waiting for a call 
from her “gigolo.” The prince for 
whom MayDee awaits is professo- 
rial tenure. And Vennie — who 
eventually shows up with a white 
woman, Raisa, in tow — is sus- 
pected by her grandmother of be- 
ing a lesbian. Oh yes, Raisa, hav- 
ing survived both cancer and self- 
help therapy, is coming to grips 
with her one-breastedness by 
prominently displaying it. 

In its raucous first act, Jar the 
Floor is an earthy comedy with 
dark outcroppings; in its second, 
it’s a hit-the-deck family brawl 
and revelation fest that ends, tri- 
umphantly, in a floor-thumping 
display of solidarity if not forgive- 
ness. The mother-daughter knot, 
West seems to say, is both chafing 
and unbreakable; the family that 
truly loves does not flinch from 
duking it out. Or, as one character 
puts it, “Love looks forward, hate 
looks back, but family has eyes all 
over its head.” 

Most of those peepers are look- 


(It’s telling that the relations in Jar the Floor 
which skip a generation — particularly be- 
tween Vennie and Lola — are more ten- 
der.) Lola points out that Oprah, for exam- 
ple, is a land of mother blamers. The 
blamees, when pushed to the wall, all claim 
to have done the best they could, and prob- 
ably, in the cases of the lackadaisical Lola 
and controlling MayDee, they did. MaDear 
seems always to have hated her female off- 
spring, for reasons that are finally brought

to harsh, sad light in the end. 

But before all the ranting and regres- 
sion, we get the comedy — and West is a 
funny writer. Between Jar the Floor and 
Terry McMillan’s Waiting To Exhale, | am 
forming the opinion that African-American 
women (even mothers and daughters!) are 
more uninhibited in their sex talk than 
honkies are. And between the frank con- 
versations of kick-up-your-heels Lola and 
intellectual MayDee and MaDear’s orneri- 
ness, sass, and wild wheelchair-riding, the 
first act of Jar the Floor smacks of Sophie 
Tucker married to The Jeffersons. There is 
also some terrific use of Mississippi ver- 
nacular, still bristling in Chicago, as when 
Lola complains that the spying MaDear 
“could hear a chinch piss oncotton.”

ne must never be afraid of 
going too far,” wrote Mar- 
cel Proust, “for truth lies 
always beyond.” But to 
please the NEA and other 
politicos along the spectrum of jellied back- 
bones, performers should not don traveling 
shoes. Two who did and were stiffed by the 
government for going too far in the name 
of sexual freedom, Holly Hughes and 
Karen Finley, recently passed through 
town. And the pieces they performed, Clit 
Notes (which Hughes offered under the 
auspices of the Out on the Edge II festival 
of lesbian and gay theater) and A Certain 
Level of Denial (Finley’s contribution to the 
American Repertory Theatre’s Fall Festival 
’93), raised the question of whether “be- 
yond” is in the eye of the beholder. These 
monologues made admirable but pre- 
dictable political points, though Hughes en- 
gaged because she didn’t take herself seri- 
ously as a radical icon, an artist suffering 
for the sins of patriarchal America. Finley, 
as she has been throughout her career, was 
stuck on the cross. 

One way of transforming anger at Ameri- 
ca’s treatment of AIDS sufferers, gays, and 
lesbians into art may lie in humor, as long 
as it’s bitter and dark. Hughes’s apparently 
autobiographical excursion into how she

discovered she was a lesbian is a work-in- 
progress that manages to hit a number of 
different emotions rather than just bang at 
chic indignation. A series of short, and 
sometimes disjointed, stories, Clit Notes 
starts off with Hughes as a fatuous inter- 
viewer welcoming Hughes to her show, a 
device that lets the performer send up criti- 
cisms from the far right and the far left 
(one critic called her “a mock lesbian” 
whose show is filled with “heterosexual 
tropes”). Dispensing with holier-than-thou 
mishegas and heterosexual baiting, Hughes 
proceeded to be sassy, smart, humane, and 
funny. 

Clit Notes includes a melancholic chroni- 
cle of Hughes’s ambivalent feelings about 
her father’s battle with cancer, a hilarious 
story of working as a crew member on a 
summer-stock production of The Sound of 
Music in which the Alps collapsed, a mo- 
ment of sexual experimentation by way of 
french-kissing her mother, and an erotic 
description of her lover that includes a sur- 
real homage to her breasts (“They push up 
through her white cotton T-shirt like 
groundhogs”). Her playful language is filled 
with this kind of imagery, an originality that 
unfortunately highlights the weaknesses in 
her acting technique. Slim and jittery, 
dressed in an yellow and orange jumpsuit, 
she skittered about in an overstuffed chair, 
her hands gesturing neurotically, her flick- 
ering tongue suggesting a lizard on drugs. 









































Shaky stage presence aside, Clit\Notes is 
worth studying. 

As for Finley’s A Certain Level of Denial, 
the sometimes compelling, mostly shrill per- 
formance bore all of the hectoring trade- 
marks of this crusader. This time around, 
Finley came out unclothed, a sign of her 
naked anger at what this country’s sinister 
male power players — conservative and lib- 
eral — are doing to women, gays, lesbians, 
AIDS patients, the homeless, and immi- 
grants. She then proceeded to put on an 
outfit as she told tales of botched abortions, 
recounted the road kill of a mother deer and 
her fawns by her father, outlined an AIDS 
patient’s nightmare existence, and deliv- 
ered up a bodacious vision of Heaven 
that included the Virgin Mother 
wearing a pro-choice button. 

What’s in doubt here isn’t 
Finley’s sorrow at the deaths 
of friends and family but 
her ability to convey that 
sadness in a work of art, 
rather than as a plea filled 
with self-expiation and self- 
exhibition. As a performer, 
she remains all frenzy and no 
finesse. She continues to intone 
some of her material in a voice that 
crosses the Bible- 
thumping yelps of 
an evangelical with 
the call of an auc- 
tioneer, and the 
effect remains 
more irritating 
than mesmer- 
izing. Her 
acting boils 
down to a 
kind of 
liturgical 
postur- 
ing, a 
hyster- 
ical 
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But the boisterous comedy gives way to 
too much shouting and breast-beating. I | 
thought I was in the presence of an African- | 
American Loud family, as the play’s ac- | 
tresses — all good but (with the exception 
of Ethelyn Friend, natural, vulnerable, and | 
freewheeling as Raisa) a bit relentless, and | 
given loose rein by director Woodie King Jr. | 
— hit one another over the head with very | 
heavy, soapy bags of old laundry. 

It is also a problem that Raffini, who 
brings to the bent-over, cane-flailing 
MaDear an engaging devilishness, is over 
her head at the end, when half-acted senil- 
ity must give way to long-buried childhood 
anguish and what should be a harrowingly | 
grotesque game of dress-up. Valerie 
Stephens is a bumptious Lola, Diane | 
Beckett a commanding MayDee, and Viola 
Davis a seething but also swaggering and 
flirty Vennie. (The moment in which she 
and and Friend’s Raisa apply each other’s 
lipstick is particularly sweet.) 

Surely West — ‘who spent 15 years as a 
social worker before turning to playwriting 
— is a dramatist to watch, for her auda- 
cious use of language, her invention of 
strong characters, and her willingness to | 
face down complex situations without rip- 
ping into the saccharine packets. But there 
are just too many angst-rattling, conve- 
niently revealed skeletons in this closet _ |

Rock-and-roll pioneer Louis 
Jordan is finally getting his due 


1934, when he started cutting his own vo- 
cal performances, like “I Can’t Dance, I 
Got Ants in My Pants,” as part of Clarence 
Williams’s group, he was a graduate of the 
Apollo Theater-tested orchestras of Chick 
Webb and Charlie Gaines. When in 1938 
he rejoined Webb’s band and stole the 


show, stepping out to sing his own num- - 


bers, Webb felt so upstaged he pulled Jor- 
dan back into the horn section. So Jordan 
split. 

By then he’d learned the right buttons to 
push, and he was a master of how and 
when to punch them. His combination of 
humor and rhythm made him an unstop- 
pable crowd pleaser whose sales of 78s 
crossed racial lines. He recorded four of 
the top 10 R&B hits of the 1940s. And un- 
like the many African-American artists 
whose careers were derailed by the World 
War II recording ban (white popular musi- 
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spite his once massive popularity, Jordan, 
who was still gigging around Los Angeles 
when he died in 1975, has long been dis- 
missed by jazz snobs and snooty critics 
who are peeved that he remained unmind- 
ful of bebop and other post-1940 innova- 
tions; and he’s long been denigrated by 
those who felt his jiving-hipster routine 
and the down-home country-fried lyrics of 
numbers like “Ain’t Nobody Here But Us 
Chickens” perpetuated stereotypes associ- 
ated with minstrelsy. 

But Jordan and his music were hipper 
than that. Behind the punch lines and pop- 
eyed stare beat the heart of a great musical 
innovator. Jordan distilled the sound of the 
swing-era big band into a small combo, 
perked up the beat, and became the proud 
papa of a style called jump blues. He 
turned up the electric guitar and stuck it 
way out front — far enough so that the 
quick-licked intro of 1946’s “Ain’t That 
Just Like a Woman” could get noticed by a 
kid from St. Louis named Chuck Berry 
and resurface a decade or so later retooled 
into “Johnny B. Goode.” And he developed 
the freewheeling saxophone honk that be- 
came the dominant lead instrumental voice 
of R&B and early rock and roll. 

As a singer, Jordan not only had a rol- 
licking, shouting delivery that busted every 
song wide open, he had a gift for phrasing 
lyrics in a way that accented and rein- 
forced his Tympany Five’s rhythms. Listen 
to the way the phrase “Ain’t nobody here 
but us chickens” rolls off his tongue with 
the cadence played by the guitar and saxo- 
phone. Over the foundation of a meaty 
backbeat, Jordan’s arrangement brings out 
the rhythmic accents in that triple threat of 
a melody line, weaving its syllabic feel, the 
notes of its melody, and the rhythmic 
thump beneath in a strongly woven and 
unforgettable hook. 

Jordan’s rhythmic savvy was the result 
of his swing-band apprenticeship. In 
swing, the beat is everything 
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| and parties lorded over by his incessantly 


touring Tympani Five — which usually 
boasted at least seven players. He was, for 
a spell, America’s most popular African- 


| American musician. Today he’s a largely 
underappreciated legend whose star has 
| just recently begun to shine anew as reis- 


sue CDs bring his music back into circula- 


| tion and the Broadway-via-London musi- 
| cal Five Guys Named Moe (which opens 


| on October 1 at the Wilbur Theatre) con- 
| jures the wild spirit that characterized his

Born in 1908, Jordan apprenticed in

around Little Rock, where he studied mu- 
sic at Arkansas Baptist College.

Listen to the 
chorus of “Saturday Night 
Fish Fry,” which is most easily 
obtainable on the MCA reissue 
Louis Jordan’s Greatest Hits. 
The chorus is a simple call- 
and-response, but the response

cians continued to have more outlets on 
live radio), Jordan and his manager were 
able to build his popularity through the 
battle days with short films of himself and 
company performing songs like “Caledo- 
nia.” These pre-video-era shorts were so 
popular that they often received top billing 
over feature films on the marquees of 
moviehouses where they were shown. 
Numbers like “Caledonia” — which is 
now such an ingrained part of B.B. King’s 
repertoire that many people think it’s his 
— and “Let the Good Times Roll” endure; 
they’re certainly among the most per- 
formed songs in the American pop canon. 
But it’s primarily the jeweler’s glass of 
late-’80s revisionism that’s re-elevated Jor- 
dan to the historic status he deserves. De- 


roll record. And virtually every 
up-and-coming rocker in the 
"50s took a swipe at “Let the 
Good Times Roll,” which Jordan recorded 
in the late ’40s. 

It’s those same rockers who eclipsed 
and antiquated Jordan even as they made 
hay with his music. Through the 50s his 
popularity declined, but he still made some 
great music infused with all his lively char- 
acter, and he cut a few more gems, includ- 
ing the much covered “I Gotta Move” and 
the magnificently titled “If You’re So 
Smart, How Come You Ain’t Rich?” 

I suspect Jordan didn’t die the million- 
aire he deserved to be, but if joy, wit, and 
sheer invention are redeemable in Heaven, 
he’s sleeping in a feather bed, Gabriel's in 
his horn section, and a winged chariot — 
with a whoopee cushion under its seat —

ive Guys Named Moe creator 

Clarke Peters actually came 

up with what he calls his “re- 

vue-sical” homage to R&B 

great Louis Jordan for two 
rather than five reasons. At first, he was 
just tinkering with an evening revolving 
around Jordan’s jovial brand of swing mu- 
sic. Then he performed in a London pro- 
duction of August Wilson’s Ma Rainey’s 
Black Bottom, which centers on the ’20s 
black blues singer and her band. Wilson’s 
script, filled with the blood, sweat, and grit 
of the blues and its musicians, gave Peters 
a vivid sense of the history of our country’s 
black tunesmiths. Jordan became part of a 
long line of performers — including Lena 
Horne and Cab Calloway — who “crossed 
over” into the ears of white America. 

“We had been putting it together off and 
on, it wasn’t a pressing kind of thing,” Pe- 
ters says, “but the thing about August Wil- 
son and Ma Rainey was that she used to 
work with a group called the Rabbit Foot 
Minstrels, and so did Louis Jordan. And all 
of a sudden there was a continuity in all of 
this, in the entire black musical experi- 
ence, where Ma Rainey was coming from 
— that kind of singing and vaudevillean 
kind of show — all the way up to Louis 
Jordan in the ’40s and ’50s. I began to see 
why Jordan’s music was the way it was, 
where it came from.” 

The second reason for. the creation of 
Five Guys Named Moe is more practical, 
though it mirrors the dilemma of the musi- 
cians in Ma Rainey’s Black Bottom. Then, 
as now, black performers have had to 
work harder for show-biz employment 
than their white counterparts. As he en- 
tered his late 30s, actor-singer Peters con- 
cluded that the only way he was going to 
get work was to make it himself. Five Guys | 
Named Moe is his first authorial effort, 
though he’s been acting for more than 20 
years in England. He got tired of waiting 
for offers to come to him. 

“I had never written anything before, 
but the opportunities for black actors are | 
as few here as they are back in the United 
States,” he insists, “at least according to | 
what my friends tell me. Black performers | 
are simply going to have to become more 
active if they want to exercise their craft.

dependent on a lavish set. I’m an actor, 
and the focus of Five Guys Named Moe is 
on the techniques and talents of the per- 
formers.” 

Yet it was Lloyd Webber’s long-time 
producer, Cameron Mackintosh, who saw 
Moe in South London and brought it to 
the West End and eventually to Broadway. 
It’s also Mackintosh’s involvement in the 
show that was responsible for what Peters 
refers to as the “conga brouhaha.” New 
York Times theater critic Frank Rich, on 
the lookout for the kind of gimcrackery 
Mackintosh is famous for, saw the audi- 
ence-participation conga line that slithers 
through the theater and around the bar at 
intermission as a way to sell liquor as well 
as the show. Peters dismisses his review as 
a silly way to get back at the British inva- 
sion of Broadway. 

“Rich stupidly thought that Cameron 
had come up with this idea, but it was in 
the show from the beginning,” Peters 
laughs. “What’s interesting is that British 
audiences, which are thought to be re- 
served, jumped up immediately and began 
dancing. It’s American audiences that 
seem to have caught the traditional British 
reserve, since they have been more much 
more reluctant. Do you think they will get 
up and conga in Boston?” Q

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THE HOLMES BROTHERS: 
ANOTHER WORLD 


The Holmes Brothers play old blues 
and Southern soul without self-con- 
sciousness. Their new Soul Street 
(Rounder) moves from covers of 
O.V. Wright’s “You’re Gonna Make 
Me Cry” to Jimmy Reed’s “Honest I 
Do” to Buster Brown’s “Fannie Mae” 
and Fats Domino’s “My Girl 
Josephine,” with variatiéns on Lynn 
Anderson’s “How Can I Unlove You” 
and the Falcons’ “I Found a Love” 
(called “How Can I Love You” and 
“I Found a Winner,” respectively). 
These are songs that bring back an 
abolished world of connotation and 
feeling, where right and wrong rule, 
falsettos cry forlornly and sweetly, 
gravel-throated baritones beg for love 
and threaten revenge in the same 
crunch. And the guitar riffs — mel- 
lotone smooth or raspy loud and hot- 
rod fast — honor the all-conquering 
automobile, bestowing blue-finned 
majesty on all who ride. 

We who live in multi-cultural, non- 
judgmental 1993 stand on the other 
side of a black hole from this world. 
Yet when Wendell Holmes growls. 
begging song as if singing on Ais 
knees, affecting the same yocal 
curlicues that marked young Little 
Richard and the flights of gospel in- 
vented by Archie Brownlee of the 
Five Blind Boys of Alabama, what 
you get is what you get. He sounds 
up-close. Same for drummer Popsy 
Dixon’s mewling’falsetto, dulcet and 
a shade bluesy, like a mid-’50s New 
Orleans tenor moaning lonely over a 
backbeat. Same for the three-part 
holy howl that oozes onto the al- 
bum’s tracks when Dixon, Wendell 
Holmes, and bass player Sherman 
Holmes harmonize. 

The only current analogue for their 
timeless, no-excuses sounds is that of 
the new, tradition-inclined country 
artists. Like new country, the Holme- 
ses’ music assures listeners that noth- 
ing structural has changed, is chang- 
ing, or ever will change. The same 


| goes for the natural law of human 


nature. Like honky-tonk booze- 


| hounds since who knows when, they 
| fess up to sin (“How Can I Love 


You”), admit passion (“I Found a 
Winner”), accept a lover’s chastise- 
ment (“I Won’t Hurt You Any 
More”), and deal it out in re- 
turn (“You’re Gonna Make 
Me Cry”).

POP RAI FESTIVAL: 
GUYS’ NIGHT OUT 


Boston’s first concert of the Algerian 
pop style called rai provided local 
world-music fans with an exotic, rib- 
ald curiosity. But for the young 
North African men who made up 80 
percent of the large audience at the® 
Middle East a week ago Thursday, 
this was not so much a concert as a 
participatory cultural event. The 
faithful North African lads were the 
first to arrive and the last to leave this 
nearly four-hour Pop Rai Festival, 
which featured three of the genre’s 
top singers. 

Early on, as sentimental rai croon- 
er Cheb Hasni took the stage, the cel- 
ebrants quickly occupied the dance 
floor, raising their arms high|over- 
head, smiling broadly, wiggling their 
torsos, even pulling out their shirts to 
make mock breasts — a reminder of 
the women who were mostly bse 
By the end of the night’s Second 
half — an energized set from hus- 
band-and-wife team Cheb Sahraoui 
and Chaba Fadela — the same crowd 
were on the stage, on tables and 
chairs, posing for photos and video 
cameos, their raised arms nw hold- 
ing beer bottles and cigarettes. En- 
gaging as the show was, the musi- 
cians had become part of something 
larger — perhaps a weddinig party in 
its final bacchanale. 

Rai is youth music. It developed i in 
the Algerian port city of Oran during 
the 1970s, a time when m@re than 70 
percent of the country’s fpopulation 
were under 25. The moniker Cheb 
and the feminine Chaba ean some- 
thing like “kid.” And whép the still- 
reigning king of rai, 2 Khaled, 


1993 


. began singing defiantly about sex and 


alcohol and updating traditional 
grooves and melodies with key- 
boards, electric guitars, and R&B 
punch, Islamic elders — fundamen- 
talist or not — learned a new mean- 
ing for terror. 

During the 1980s, economic and 
religious pressure drove many rai 
artists and Algerian citizens to exile in 
France. But Fadela — still adored for 
her pioneering rai hit “Ana Ma H’Lali 
Ennoum” (“I Don’t Appreciate Sleep 
Anymore”) — stayed in Algeria, 
along with Sahraoui and Hasni, even 


~ as fundamentalists came within an 


inch of seizing power. Now 28, Has- 
ni spent his “chebhood” in this pre- 
carious era, when rai concerts were 
all but eliminated. As a result, his 
lovers’ rai is lyrically tamer than 
Khaled’s, but as the crowd at the 


_ Middle East could see, it’s not just 


what the singer sings, it’s his or her 
brash, seductive manner and the 
mood of revelry the-music evokes in a 
live audience. 

The band of Fadela and Sahraoui 
— two keyboards, rhythm guitar, 
bass, drums, and the sharp hand 
drum called derbouka — backed all 
three singers with casual arrange- 
ments and tight, tumbling grooves. 
Songs often began with a meander- 
ing, arrhythmic-preamble, showcas- 
ing the singer, then kicked in with 
taut uplift, the derbouka and the vo- 
cal pushing ahead while the drums 
pulled back with syncopated, back- 
beat accents. 

Rai’s hyped North African rhy- 
thms, which inspire evocative upper- 
body writhing from the initiated, 
proved challenging dance fare for 
others at the Middle East. Rai’s vocal 
range is narrow, but its melodic 
rhythms, dark anguished modes, and 
ardor hit home despite alien grooves. 
None-of these three singers could 
match Khaled’s growling vocal colos- 
sus, but all sang with force and dis- 
tinct personal touches, Hasni with a 
cool, slightly edgy rasp, Fadela with 
an alto as round and warm as her 
blossoming smile, Sahraoui, whose 
solo set proved the highlight of the 
night, with compelling sharpness. 

Feel My Hurt (Aladin), the 1992 
live album Fadela and Sahraoui 
recorded in New York, closely 
matches the sound and feel of their 
Middle East set. And Hasni’s compi- 
lation Rai Love (CMM), a tasteful 
pop outing, exceeds his local perfor- 
mance because it features his own 
band. But Boston’s rai debut was, in 
the end, far more than music; it was a 
vibrant slice of life from one of the 
city’s hidden cultural enclaves.

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‘Hot Rod deal with speed, danger, and noisy pop

f ever there was an inappropriately 

named album, Hot Rod’s Speed 

Danger Death (out this week on 

Caroline) is it. Not that this band, 

fronted by singer/guitarist/writer 
Paula Kelley, don’t appreciate the danger 
signals of a few heavily distorted guitars. 
But the heart of their sound is a gentler, 
poppish appeal, which was also heard in 
the best moments of Kelley’s old band, 
| Drop Nineteens. Her current band are the 
kind of hot rod that would sooner take you 
for a friendly spin than run you over. 

“I think our name is kind of funny, be- 
cause a band like us is the last thing you’d 
expect,” Kelley offers. “You’d think we were 
| going to be surfer dudes or something. 
| Even when we rock out, we’re a lot moodier 
| than that. The album name was just some- 
thing I found inside a book called Hot Rod 
| from the ’50s; I opened it up and extracted 
| that. We wanted to avoid the car image in 
| our name.” Not to mention the sexual one. 
| “Right, that was something we never had in 
| mind. But we’re not offended if people do.” 

Interviewed over coffee and beer at the 
| Other Side, Kelley is carrying two CDs 

(her own plus an old favorite from Tower, 
Joni Mitchell’s debut). She’s wearing full 
| make-up at noon and exuding nervous 


charm, seeming just the type who'd be at 
home on a rock stage. Which is precisely 
why she’s not in Drop Nineteens anymore, 
after getting more media attention on the 
band’s European tours than the rest of the 
group put together. “I was surprised, be- 
cause I tend to put myself down a lot. 
Even when I’m running around on stage 
screaming, I’d always be looking at my 
shoes. I never thought I’d be stealing a 
show, not that I necessarily did that.” 

Of the departure she says, “I wouldn’t 
call it amicable. That’s not a word that 
would spring to mind,” adding that she nev- 
er considered herself a full-time member in 
the first place. “When we were on tour, the 
tension got to be unbelievable. I mean, tour- 
ing can be great when it’s with people you 
like and you’re friends with. It got so we 
were walking around Hamburg, with no- 
body talking to anybody else.” The verdict is 
still out on Drop Nineteens, the BU- 
spawned band who remain huge in England 
and not really accepted at home. They’ve 
replaced Kelley with another female singer, 
and a recent Middle East show drew severe- 
ly mixed reactions. But they have a new al- 
bum (unavailable for preview) due next 
month, and it’s said to be far different from 
the Anglified sound of their debut. 

Meanwhile, Hot Rod’s album is the pol- 
ished but noisy pop album that Drop Nine- 
teens have the potential to make. True, Kel- 
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ley’s voice does tend to recall a certain oth- 
er singer from Boston, who shares her pref- 
erence for emotionally loaded, improbably 
catchy songs. But Hot Rod sport a more 
versatile guitar sound (provided by Kelley 
and John Dragonetti — whose broken arm 
currently keeps the band from gigging — 
with the support of bassist Mat Flint and 
drummer Eric Paull). Their guitars match 
the lyrical mood swings, which makes for 
some interesting changes within the tunes. 
“Perplexed” opens up gently acoustic, but 
its fade-out finds Kelley doing a bloodcur- 
dling scream against a feedback frenzy. 

As for that other singer, I stumbled into 
the topic by accident when I asked what the 
album’s angriest track, “Liar’s Liar,” is about. 
“Well, that’s kind of taboo, because it’s about 
my sister. I really do have one, though.” 
Yes, the sister-less Juliana Hatfield is cur- 
rently topping the alternative charts with a 
song on the same subject; and the Hatfield 
comparisons are likely to prove as annoying 
to Hot Rod as the My Bloody Valentine 
comparisons did to Drop Nineteens. 

“It’s a little ridiculous,” she says. “The 
people who say that are the ones who 
don’t listen to more than the tone of our 
voices. But our songs are a lot different, 
and I’m hoping people recognize that.” 

Besides, Hatfield hasn’t written a 
proudly giddy love song like the single 
“You’re My Own,” and the album’s darker 


moments feel genuine. “It’s all stuff I 
know about. I have these mood swings, 
and you can probably tell that from the 
record. But I don’t think I write in a way 
that’s spilling my guts. I’m not open 
enough to write, ‘I hate you because you 
did this to me’ — I don’t speak that way 
and I don’t write that way. You can proba- 
bly tell they’re personal, though.” 

Credit teen angst for driving Kelley, 
who’s now in her early 20s, to rock and roll 
when she was a prep-school misfit at Ex- 
eter. “I was depressed all the time; my head 
was pretty malleable to fucked-up-ness at 
home. My first experience playing out was 
at Exeter, six months after I started playing 
guitar. I was shooting to be really confi- 
dent, then I heard the tapes played back 
and went, ‘Oh, God!’ But at least people 
were saying, ‘She’s cool, she can play.’ ” 

Drop Nineteens came a few years later, 
but meanwhile she played most of her previ- 
ous Boston gigs with a band her current 
fans probably never saw. That would be 
Crabdaddy, a mostly-covers group she 
joined at 18. “At the time I was playing cof- 
feehouses and doing the whole hippie drug- 
party shit, then I joined them and we did the 
whole Boston circuit.” And the most embar- 
rassing cover she had to sing? “It’s a toss- 
up between [the Violent Femmes’] ‘Blister 
in the Sun’ — which isn’t bad, but the ren- 
dition we did had a reggae break. And the 
other . . . she covers her head, not sure 
whether to reveal the horrible truth) . . . er, 
‘The Joker’ by Steve Miller. After a while I 
refused to go on while they were playing it.” 

So Kelley has already achieved both the 
heights and the depths of trendiness, but 
with Hot Rod, for the first time, she’s 
done it her own way. Suffice to say that 
she’s cool, and she can play.

COMING ATTRACTIONS. After the del- 
uge of Boston-related albums over the past 
month, there’s another one on the way. Oc- 
tober alone will bring Heretix’ Adventures 
of Superdevil (postponed from this month), 
Tackle Box’s second album (a mere nine 
months after the first), Letters to Cleo’s 
full-length debut, Aurora Gory Alice, Blood 
Oranges’ The Crying Tree, the Truth 
Squad’s debut (a goth supersession with 
Sleep Chamber and DDT members), and 
the first full-length from Taang! hardcore 
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kings Sam Black Church. Concussion En- 
semble have finally made an album, Stam- 
pede, to be released next month on — of all 
places — Bim Skala Bim’s BIB label. (The 
same label will be releasing more character- 
istic fare in Steady Earnest’s debut and the 
international ska compilation The Shack.) 
Concussion are also making an album 
of Sun Ra covers with Barrence Whitfield, 
who’ll have no fewer than three albums 
out next year (the others being a new Sav- 
ages disc and a second collaboration with 
Tom Russell). Another roots-rockin’ hero, 
Sleepy LaBeef, has recorded his first stu- 
dio album in a dog’s age; Rounder plans 
to release it by Christmas. Kustomized 
have an album in the can, produced by the 
very busy Steve Albini (who also did front- 
man Peter Prescott’s last album with Vol- 
cano Suns). Early ’94 will bring a major- 
label splash from the excellent Providence 
outfit Velvet Crush, who’ve signed to Epic 
and now claim pop guru Mitch Easter, at 
least temporarily, as a full-time member.

Nirvana’s In Utero finds 
success’s heart of darkness

t would be impossible for In Utero 
(DGC), Nirvana’s first album of 
new material since 1991’s Never- 
mind, to have the same impact; you 
can’t knock down the Berlin Wall 
twice. Yet everyone — the sales-minded 
label, outlaw producer Steve Albini, the 
skeptical critics, the slavering media wolf 
packs, the jealous core fans, the marketing 
opportunists who turned grunge into an- 
other industry, and the teenage multitudes 
who moshed to “Here we are now, enter- 
tain us” without realizing they were being 
scorned — had unreasonably exalted and 
conflicting expectations for this album. 

This situation rattled Nirvana so much 
that bitching about it forms the topic of 
most of In Utero’s songs. Yet they have re- 
sisted the pressure to change in order to 
please someone else, responding with an 
album that holds fast to the musical and 
lyrical values of Nevermind, dancing on 
the line between accessible melody (pop 
sellout?) and arty noise (esoteric elitism?) 
with casual insolence. 

In fact, the result even sounds a lot like 
Nevermind, with “Rape Me” borrowing 
the riff from “Smells like Teen Spirit,” 
“Heart-Shaped Box” echoing “Come As 
You Are,” and “Dumb” using the descend- 
ing bass progression from “Lithium” and 
the cello from “Something’s in the Way.” 
The songs on Jn Utero don’t flow into one 
another with the smoothness or concen- 
tration of those on Nevermind, though 
they’re strong in their own right. 

There were well-publicized rumors this 
spring that DGC had found Albini’s mix 
too abrasive and uncommercial, but the la- 
bel and the band denied them, though the 
single “Heart-Shaped Box” and the rela- 
tively mellow “All Apologies” were remixed 
by R.E.M. producer Scott Litt. Certainly 
“Radio Friendly Unit Shifter” (the least 
radio-friendly song on the album), 
“tourette’s” (which sputters uncontrollably, 
like those suffering from the title disease), 
“Milk It,” and “Scentless Apprentice” 


| prove that Nirvana haven’t softened their 


sound. Still intact are those trademark dra- 
matic shifts in dynamics, the heart-pound- 
ing rhythms of bassist Krist Novoselic and 
drummer Dave Grohl, and Kurt Cobain’s 
ceaselessly inventive guitar jolts. 

Cobain may be the most reluctant 
spokesman for a generation since John 
Lennon or Bob Dylan, but he’s going to be 


stuck with the job as long as he’s willing to 
lay his emotional life on the line like no one 
else in rock. He may scoff at the word ge- 
nius, but what other word describes his 
ability, whether with a tossed-off refrain, a 
painful howl, or a gut-grabbing guitar 
hook, to reach down into the human core 
of what his listeners are feeling? He’s a war 
correspondent sending dispatches from the 
front lines of the human soul, even if it’s his 
own he happens to be singing about. 

That’s why, even though one doesn’t 
normally sympathize with millionaire 
celebrities whining about the price of 
fame, it’s easy to find universal resonance 
in In Utero’s many complaints on the sub- 
ject. Cobain may tear into the band’s mar- 
keters (“Radio Friendly Unit Shifter”), the 
lawyers (“Frances Farmer Will Have Her 
Revenge on Seattle”), and the critics 
(“Rape Me,”) but he’s just as hard on 
himself. (The album opens with the lines 
“Teenage angst has paid off well/Now I’m 
bored and old.”) His own anger and resig- 
nation in such throwaway lines as “I miss 
the comfort in being sad” and “I think I’m 
dumb/Or maybe just happy” are sure to 
strike a chord in millions of listeners, 
twentysomething or not. 

The In Utero CD comes with a lyric 
sheet, which for Nirvana’s listeners is 
about as useful as guitar charts — they’re 
integral to the song but they tell only a 
small part of the story. What appears on 
the page as a collection of songs about 
bodily excreta (particularly “Heart-Shaped 
Box” and “Milk It”) that seem to defy in- 
tellectual analysis feels right when Nirvana 
realize them in performance. “Rape Me” 
appears at first to trivialize the word 
“rape” by using it irresponsibly, yet 
Cobain’s irony-laden delivery and the omi- 
nous arrangement indicate that the title is 
meant as a dare and a threat, and that the 
singer will give back as good as he or she 
gets. These songs wouldn’t work if Cobain 
weren’t an uncanny pop craftsman; there’s 
a little Paul McCartney working alongside 
his John Lennon. 

If the rest of In Utero doesn’t meet your 
expectations, Nirvana beg forgiveness on 
the final track, the lovely, serene “All 
Apologies.” The song begins with Cobain 
asking “What else should I be?” and con- 
cludes with a chanting benediction, “All in 
all is all we all are.” It’s a ’60s-ish vision of 
generosity and unity, and it suggests that 
Nirvana are directed enough to choose 
their own path for what looks to be a long, 
uncertain, and fruitful journey. QO |

Fugazi rock with the 
conviction of the righteous

he first Fugazi song I ever 
heard, in 1987, was a tape 
of “Waiting Room,” a 
bristling call to arms that 
fused the guitar-slashing 
fury of hardcore with spacious reggae- 
style rhythms and a big anthemic hook: “I 
don’t want the news/I’m not part of it!” 
The word was that Fugazi wouldn’t be re- 
leasing any albums because they wanted 


| no part of the commercial music industry. 


Since the band’s two singers, Ian Mac- 
Kaye and Guy Picciotto, were former 


| leaders of two of DC’s most ardent 


straight-edge hardcore bands, Minor 
Threat and Rites of Spring, respectively, 
the band’s alleged anti-commercial aspira- 
tions weren’t as surprising as was their 
mastery of fiery, appealing, danceable 
grooves and startling dynamics. But even 
then, Fugazi sounded like a band you had 
to see live to appreciate. Six years later, 
that hasn’t changed. 

A ticket to a Fugazi show costs just $5, 
whether they’re playing at a large auditori- 
um like the Wallace Civic Center in Fitch- 
burg, where they performed last Friday, or 
at a smaller club like Lupo’s Heartbreak 


| Hotel in Providence, where they ended the 


New England leg of their current tour last 
Sunday. You can’t buy Fugazi T-shirts 
and paraphernalia at their shows because 
they don’t sell any. You can buy any of the 
four CDs they’ve released, the latest of 
which is called In on the Kill Taker 
(Dischord), but don’t expect to pay much 
more than the $8 list price. 

Fugazi are a band with a mission and a 
message: think for yourself, question au- 
thority, and change the world. “You are 
not what you own” screams singer Ian 
MacKaye at the end of “Merchandise,” the 
second song in their set at Lupo’s. 

It’s easy to be cynical about the real im- 
pact of songs like “Merchandise,” “Waiting 
Room,” and the anti-sexist “Suggestion,” or 
gestures like the $5 ticket price. Indeed, it’s 


| hard not to see Fugazi’s noble aims as futile. 
| But when you’re in the same room as the 
| band, watching Picciotto twist and writhe 


with his guitar like a scarecrow in the wind, 
listening to MacKaye scream “I’m gonna 


| fight for what I want to be” as he coaxes a 










few jagged notes from his guitar, and feeling 
the hard-hitting elastic rhythms of bassist Joe 
Lally and drummer Brendan Canty, there’s 
no distancing yourself: the Fugazi revolution 
is now. 

Fugazi came on stage casually at 
Lupo’s, turning on their amps and plug- 
ging in without roadie assistance. Mac- 


Kaye gave a few pointers on non-violent 
concert etiquette to the all-ages capacity 
crowd who’d been stage-diving and 
crowd-surfing during opening sets by 
Providence’s Scarce and the quirky, hard- 
edged band whom Fugazi have been tour- 
ing with, Shudder To Think. Once the 
band launched into “Smallpox Champion” 
— a raging stop-and-start guitar blitz that 
damns the killing of Native Americans — 
standing still was impossible. As the band 
forged through a set that combined poli- 
tics, power chords, dance grooves, and 
naked emotion, they seemed less like a 
punk band than something George Clin- 
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ton and Joe Strummer might have | 
dreamed up after seeing an early Gang of | 


Four show. 

By the fourth-song, a high-velocity 
MacKaye shouter called “Great Cop” that 
begins with MacKaye yelling “You’d make 
a great cop, pig!”, a churning mosh pit 
had engulfed the area in front of the 
stage. But MacKaye defused the situation. 
When an angry kid yelled “Ian’s drunk,” a 
cut aimed at the singer’s no-drink, no- 
drugs straight-edge dogma, MacKaye re- 
sponded good-naturedly, “You’re good. 
You’re as good as Jay Leno with the 
jokes.” It was a bizarre reminder of the 
Stone Temple Pilots show this summer, 
where the band’s showdown with the 
moshing crowd ended with the singer 
beating on an audience member. 
Throughout the show, MacKaye. and the 
band bonded with the audience through 
innumerable small gestures (MacKaye, 
holding up a pair of eyeglasses: “We’re 
operating a lost and found up here”) and 
the large-scale force of their music. 

Fugazi are the first to concede that 
their stance is self-righteously PC. As 
MacKaye puts it in the opening verse of 
“And the Same,” “Yes I know this is polit- 
ically correct/But it comes to you spiritu- 
ally direct.” The difference between 
Fugazi’s brand of politics and that of the 
early Clash or U2 is that Fugazi have 
squared their beliefs with reality. Neither 
the Clash nor pre—Achtung Baby U2 could 
practice what they preached because they 
were part of a mainstream music industry 
that was tied into the system they op- 
posed. That broke up the Clash after only 
five years and sent U2 on a cynical tour of 
Zooropa. By creating their own indepen- 
dent niche and defying musical and com- 
mercial conventions, Fugazi have main- 
tained their credibility. More important, 
they’ve been able to harness their self- 
righteous anger with virtuoso musician- 
ship and an uncommonly ingenuous stage 
presence to become one of the most pow- 
erful live bands around. Q 
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Getting his due 


Saxist Joe Lovano swings 
out front and center

fter years of being consid- 
ered one of jazz’s unsung 
heroes, Joe Lovano is final- 
ly getting his due. The 40- 
year-old saxophonist has 
iong been a favorite among critics and 
knowing fans, his robust sound and inven- 
tive lines at the core of such crucial bands 
as the Paul Motian and John Scofield 
quartets, Charlie Haden’s Liberation Mu- 
sic Orchestra, and the Carla Bley band. 
But over the past three years, he’s en- 
joyed the luxury of support from a domes- 
| tic major label (no mean feat, given the 
| long stretches of import-only status af- 
| forded jazz titans like David Murray and 
| Steve Lacy). And last March, he graced 
the cover of Down Beat, a sure sign of 
| jazz-world respectability and status. Now, 
| putting his extensive sideman duties on the 
| back burner, he’s ready to focus on his 
| role as a leader. Next Tuesday, he brings a 
| quartet into the Regattabar for a three 
| night-stay, September 28 through 30. 
Like Scofield and a few other adven- 
| turesome 40-ish players, Lovano has 
sometimes been viewed as part of jazz’s 


Generation X: too old for the crew of 
young turks, often deeply conservative, 
who came up behind Wynton Marsalis, 
too young for the old-master status of a 
Joe Henderson or Frank Morgan. In the 
past, that’s tended to leave him in the me- 
dia and record-company lurch, but he re- 
mains unruffled. 

“It’s easier to market someone who has 
no history,” Lovano said recently over the 
phone from his home in New York, “or an 
older giant who’s already had his day. And 
the younger cats are trying to get them- 
selves together. Some of them have 
recording careers before they really have 
careers in music. You can’t fault the musi- 
cians too much, though, because they’re 
playing some music that they have to play. 

“The thing for me is, I never thought 
about that stuff so much. I was always 
playing with great bands and doing my 
own music around New York and touring. 
And I feel really fortunate to have the sup- 
port of people at Blue Note, who hear my 
music and hear who I am on my instru- 
ment as well as in the scene.” 

As for who Lovano is, there’s plenty of 
evidence on his three Blue Note releases. As 
a bandleader, he shares the taste of Motian 
and Scofield for mixing and matching famil-

iar casts of characters in surprising ways. 
On his latest, Universal Language, he’s put 
together a rhythm section that includes two 
of the modern masters of bass — Haden on 
acoustic and Steve Swallow on electric. 
“You put sounds and personalities togeth- 
er,” he points out. “Charlie and Swallow 
have known each other for 30 years and 
never played together. They put down some 
really magical stuff on that record.” 

The album’s front line exploits Lovano’s 
talent for weaving contrapuntal voices, not 
only in the bass parts but in the wordless 
vocals of soprano Judi Silvano, Tim Ha- 

ans’s trumpet, and Lovano’s own arsenal 
of saxes, flutes, and alto clarinet. (Drum- 
mer Jack DeJohnette and pianist Kenny 
Werner round out the rhythm section.) 

“On a lot of the ensemble parts,” Lovano 
says, “we improvised the backgrounds along 
with the improvised solos. That gives the

That kind of spontaneous melodic coun- 
terpoint remains rare in jazz. It recalls not 
only Haden’s large groups but Charles 
Mingus and the polyphony of Jelly Roll 
Morton. It also says a lot about Lovano’s 
own playing and writing — his generosity 
and warmth as well as his sensitivity to 
what’s going on around him as he solos or 
comps. He’s got a big sound, and a 
Coltrane-inspired technique, but he resists 
the temptation to overblow. His solos are 
formidable, with plenty of open spaces, and 
his lines rarely fall into familiar patterns. (At 
the Regattabar, he’ll be joined by the ex- 
traordinary trumpeter Tom Harrell, bassist 
Anthony Cox, and drummer Billy Hart.) 

J. SILVERMAN Lovano has already completed 
his next Blue Note project, a. 
two-tenor session with young 
Joshua Redman, whose father 
Dewey has been a section mate 
of Lovano’s. “I wanted to do a 
two-tenor record because my 
father [the late Tony “Big T” 
Lovano] was a beautiful saxo- 
phone player as well. In a way, 
Josh and I both inherited saxo- 

_ phone, and there’s that kind of 
concept in this record — the 
whole legacy of the saxophone 
and who we are in our families.” 
Still in the future is a Blue Note 
project with specially commis- 
sioned chamber music orches- 
trations by Gunther Schuller. 

“I want to present a variety o 
different groups,” says Lovano 
of his goals as a leader. “Some- 
what in the way David Murray 
has, or Henry Threadgill. 
Threadgill has been a real in- 
spiration, with all the different 
music he’s done — trios, quar- 
tets, larger groups, his Very 
Very Circus with two tubas. 
Very creative sounds. It’s im- 
practical to go out with groups 
like that all the time. But I want 
to have an ongoing sound that 
appears and reappears.” QO

Rod Stewart needs to give 
us a reason to believe

od Stewart is famous for 
squandering his talent. 
Unlike the girl he sings 
about in “Handbags and 
Gladrags,” an elegant bal- 
lad from 1973’s Sing It Again Rod that’s 
been reworked orchestrally for this year’s 
Rod Stewart Unplugged . . . and Seated 
(Warner Bros.), he’s been letting expen- 
sive clothes and life in the fast lane get in 
the way of his music for 15 years. The 
sensitive street-punk charm he happened 
upon with “Maggie Mae” was eclipsed in 
the late ’70s by the pandering playboy who 
just wanted to know if you thought he was 
sexy, a loutish clown who seemed to have 
forgotten about the bluesy bad-boy rock 
and roll of the Faces or the nostalgic, lyri- 
cal folk of “Mandolin Wind.” 

Back in February of this year, MTV’s 
Unplugged gave Stewart a chance to redis- 
cover his roots and recapture some of the 
ragged tartan glory of his early solo years. 
Even though he wasn’t in top vocal form 
and was indeed seated, he rose to the oc- 
casion, recasting himself as an almost dig- 
nified pop crooner with rock-and-roll 
roots. His raspy voice has lost some of its 
bite to the years, and its shortcomings are 
painfully apparent on stripped-down tunes 
like “Handbags and Gladrags” and Tom 
Waits’s “Tom Traubert’s Blues (Waltzing 
Matilda),” where he wavers on and off

with the songs that made him a star, or 
joking with his old Faces pal Ron Wood 
that the two of them were playing “Reason 


| To Believe” before most of the band be- 


hind them were born and when Stewart’s 
wife, Rachel Hunter, was only a year old. 

For pure nostalgia, the tunes on the un- 
plugged disc that feature Wood on guitar, 
especially the ones they penned together 
(“Every Picture Tells a Story,” “Stay with 
Me”), are the highlights. And even with 
backing from smooth, seasoned session 
players like guitarist Jeff Golub and bassist 
Carmine Rojas, and a full string section, 
“Have I Told You Lately,” “The First Cut 
Is the Deepest,” and “Tonight’s the Night” 
are all roughed up enough to blow away 
most of Stewart’s studio slick efforts since 
the late ’70s. But if his stylish, superficial 
show at Great Woods on September 17 is 
any indication, his redemption was short- 
lived, and he’s not ready to give up the 
handbags and gladrags. 

Decked out in a gaudy leopardskin- 
print jacket and shirt and tight black jeans, 
the 48-year-old Stewart opened the show 
unplugged-style, playing the same swing- 
ing arrangement of “Hot Legs” that’s first 
on the disc. With a large, ultimately cum- 
bersome band that included three back- 
ground singers, two guitarists, two key- 
board players, and an 18-piece orchestra 
behind him, he stuck to the unplugged for- 
mat for the first few tunes, running 
through tight but uninspired versions of 
the rowdy “Cut Across Shorty,” “Reason 
To Believe,” and “Handbags and 
Gladrags” (this last benefitted from the 
lush orchestration). “Every Picture Tells a 
Story” ushered in an electric guitar, which 
got things rocking a bit, and the playful 
renditions of “Tonight’s the Night” and 
“You’re in My Heart (the Final Acclaim)” 
that followed got the crowd hyped up 
enough to sing the opening verse of “Mag- 
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gie Mae,” which turned out to be the high 
point of the evening. 

After a quick costume change, the 
leather-jacket-clad Stewart launched into 
the rock-and-roll segment of the show, 
something neither his voice nor his band 
were prepared for. Sam Cooke’s up-tempo 
“Havin’ a Party” led awkwardly into two 
power ballads, “Forever Young” and 
“Downtown Train.” Instead of playing any 
number of folkier songs that would have 
sounded great with this orchestra/band — 
“The First Cut Is the Deepest,” “I Was 
Only Joking,” or “You’re in My Heart” — 
Stewart opted for one of his weak, new- 
wave disco hits, “Infatuation,” then anoth- 
er costume change; and he rounded out 
the set and the encore with classics like 
Sam Cooke’s “Twistin’ the Night Away” 
and “Chain Gang,” the Isley Brothers’ 
“This Old Heart of Mine,” and Chuck 
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Berry’s “Sweet Little Rock ’n’ Roller.” 
Wood’s presence and his talent for rough- 
ing things up was sorely missed, especially 
since ex-Faces pianist lan McLagan, who 
was in the band, didn’t get a chance to cut 
loose until late in the set on “Stay with 
Me.” 

If Stewart’s video-friendly poses, which 
were prominently displayed on the giant 
screens flanking the stage, told a story, it 
was that you might as well be at home 
watching a televised concert, because this 
professional, by-the-book performance 
certainly wasn’t going to generate any 
genuine excitement. Or better, get a copy 
of Rod Stewart Unplugged . . . and Seated 


and try not to notice that after all these 
years Stewart is still blissfully unaware of 
where his real strengths lie. When he lets 
down his rock-star guard on this disc, he 
actually rocks.

BETTY CARTER (Capitol). Even 
the production flaws — the echo-y 
reverb, the eight irrelevant “bonus” 
tracks from a separate session — 
can’t mar this reissue of a classic 
1964 title that’s long been out of 
print. It’s a pivotal vocal album, 
both for Betty and for jazz. Her 
delivery of these standards inher- 
its Sarah Vaughan’s pathbreaking, 
hornlike improvisational style while 
anticipating the high abstraction of 
wordless singers like Jay Clayton 
(check the angular swoops and 
dives on the bass-vocal intro to 
Richard Rodgers’s “Look No 
Further). 

It’s also an early example of 
Carter’s “mature” style. Vaughan 
may be the inspiration, but the 
result is all Betty, with her singular 
attack, nearly vibrato-less, light 
and girlish in the upper register, 
dramatic and rich in the deep end. 
Carter’s late work can be man- 
nered. Here, loving the words as 
much as the*chord changes, she 
re-invents the tunes without break- 
ing the songs. Harold Mabern, 
Bob Cranshaw, and Roy McCurdy 
are the rhythm section for the orig- 
inal eight pieces; guitarist Kenny 
Burrell and unidentified piano, 
bass, and drums join Carter for the 
second half.

*** Mike Turk, HARMONICA 
SALAD: JAZZ & BLUES (Tin 
Sandwich). Blurring genre bor- 
ders is inevitable when a jazz- 
Savvy musician’s ax of choice is 
the harmonica, an instrument 
inevitably linked to the blues. Yet 
local harp master Mike Turk is a 
rare hybrid. On Harmonica Salad, 
he’s as at ease with elegant swing 
like Duke Ellington’s “The Mooch” 
as he is with a couple of smoking 
Ronnie Earl numbers. On Miles 
Davis’s lithe “Half Nelson,” Turk 
sounds trumpetlike. On the gut- 
bucket “Chro-Magnum Man,” his 
harp resembles a Hammond 
organ. J.J. Johnson’s “Lament” is 
obviously inspired by Toots 
Thielemans’s plush jazz. On the 
originals, Turk blends styles so 
seamlessly, labels become moot. 
Recorded in five sessions from 
1986 to '92, the disc features 
some of the Bay State’s best side- 
men: Gray Sargent, Marshall 
Wood, Matt Wilson, Tim Ray, and 
Bob Savine. And Earl shows up to

x xxx Ry Cooder and V.M. 
Bhatt, A MEETING BY THE 
RIVER (Water Lily Acoustics). 
Two masters of the slide guitar, 
one American and one Indian, 
show their stuff to incredible effect. 
Bhatt and Cooder, backed by tabla 
player Sukhvinder Singh Nam- 
dhari and Ry’s son Joachim on 
dumbek, recorded this album live 
during one late-night session at 
Christ the King Chapel in Santa 
Barbara. They had never met 
before; each piece is spontaneous 
and unrehearsed. 


Cooder plays bottleneck casu- 
ally, using the noises of the metal 
rolling across the fretboard to sug- 
gest further nuances. Bhatt’s 
instrument, the mohan vina, is his 
own creation, a cross between a 
lap steel and a sitar featuring three 
melody, five drone, and twelve 
sympathetic strings. The depth of 
sympathy between the two players 
— as they toss complex melodic 
ideas back and forth — is a mar- 
vel. The greatest moment is prob- 
ably the opening of “Ganges Delta 
Blues”: Cooder and Bhatt engage 
in a riveting conversation, creating 
a new form that combines ele- 
ments of blues and raga but goes 
beyond both.

Barry White’s “Can't Get Enough 
of Your Love” is torrid, florid, and 
flirty enough to set any disco night 
on fire, and her third CD has a 
couple of other moments worth the 
price: the garage-style jazzy disco 
title song, which she slides her 
soprano into with unusual gentle- 
ness, and “The Door to Your 
Heart,” a duet between Dayne 
singing sweet and intense and 
male crooner Keith Washington 
responding with words that 
amount to oohs and aahs. 

All these songs work because 
Dayne seems to enjoy where 
she’s going and who she’s sup- 
posed to be — her slick shifts of 
mood and stance keep the dancer 
on red alert. Elsewhere she’s too 
busy trying to replicate or upstage 
Patti LaBelle, Whitney Houston, 
and Barbra Streisand to risk enjoy- 
ing anything about the song or 
herself.

(1993). Martin Scorsese’s version 
of Edith Wharton’s novel boasts 
opulent set decoration and Oscar- 
caliber performances comparable

The 
oft-jailed performer was more a 
sideshow freak who traveled with 
his own circus than a performance 
artist or a singer, and it’s this side 
of him that Todd Phillips has pre- 
served in his disturbing, intriguing, 
and often darkly funny documen- 
tary. Using concert footage and 
interviews, Phillips has created a 
genuinely intriguing portrait that’s 
neither damning nor apologetic. It’s 
explicit in its portrayal of Allin’s bru- 
tal and deranged stage act, with 
footage involving a variety of bodily 
functions. Conversely, in his inter- 
views, Allin is calm and articulate, 
coming off as a punk-rocker who 
went too far and forgot the way 
back, someone who's very alive 
yet really wants to die. Coolidge

xxx *xHIGH SCHOOL (1969). 
Arguably the best film by one of 
the two or three greatest living doc- 
umentarians, this is Frederick 
Wiseman’s look at a largely white 
high school in a lower middle-class 
Philadelphia neighborhood. As 
always, Wiseman refuses explicit 
comment on what his camera so 
unblinkingly observes, but his point _ 
of view is clear. High School is a 
perfect paradigm of Wiseman’s 
favorite theme: the divergence 
between what institutions say they 
do and what they actually effect. 
The high school’s minions claim 
they are building strong, concerned 
adults, but what they’re really 
doing is training students to bow to 
authority.

*&*xk*1/2 IN THE LINE OF FIRE 
(1993). This thriller directed by 
Wolfgang Petersen with surprising 
flair and dramatic depth is a for- 
mula picture with few surprises but 
a liberating sense of humor and 
humanity. Clint Eastwood plays a 
veteran Secret Service agent who 
has borne the nation’s guilt and 
emptiness on his shoulders since 
he failed to stop the bullet that 
killed JFK in 1963.

East- 
wood sinks so deep into regrets 
about the past that he needs to 
reach out to a woman for compan- 
ionship, and his scenes with Rene 
Russo (as another agent) become 
a mating dance of badinage, 
insult, off-color remarks, and 
authentic tenderness.

This story of two Irish ragamuffins 
who steal a magical horse and, in 
their flight to freedom, restore their 
father’s spirit embraces life in all its 
joy, loss, and ambiguity. Screen- 
writer Jim Sheridan demonstrates, 
as he did with My Left Foot, that he 
can handle emotionally loaded 
material without being mawkish.

As a widower unable 
to provide for his children, Gabriel 
Byrne reveals a palpable anguish, 
seeking solace in whiskey, despair, 
and the dole.

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An elegant ego 


The historical seductions 
of Marguerite Yourcenar 


by Bill Marx 


MARGUERITE YOURCENAR: IN- 
VENTING A LIFE, by Josyane Savi- 
gneau, translated by Joan E. Howard. 
University of Chicago Press, 592 pages, 
$25. 


arguerite Yourcenar, 

one of the great histori- 

cal novelists of the 20th 

century, created her 

legend as lovingly as 
she re-animated history. Her prose weds 
austere imagination with intense sympathy, 
and she approached her life in the same 
creative fashion, etching an image of im- 
placable intellectuality, aristocratic humani- 
ty, and sexual freedom. 

That Yourcenar succeeded as well as she 
did is a testament to the severe elegance of 
her ego. This was a woman who lived ev- 
| erything she imagined (she had horoscopes 
| made for her fictional characters Hadrian 

and Zeno) and imagined much of what she 
| had lived. Josyane Savigneau’s fascinating 

if irritating biography, which won the Prix 

Femina when it was published in France in 
| 1990, can do little more than scratch a 

death mask Yourcenar spent an obsessive 
| lifetime molding. 

When she died in 1987 at the age of 84 
| in her home on Maine’s Mount Desert Is- 
land, Yourcenar was celebrated and/or 
castigated as a cultural paradox. She was 
| the free-thinking nun of the hinterlands, a 
French expatriate who zealously guarded 
the purity of the language, a nomadic 
homebody who lived for more than 40 
years with the same woman, a stickler for 
detail whose autobiography mixes truth 
and fiction with abandon.

Her masterpieces, Memoirs of Hadrian 
and The Abyss, which stunningly recreate 
Roman and Renaissance cultures, couldn’t 
have been written, Yourcenar admitted, 
without the historical turmoil supplied by 
World War II and the Holocaust, and the 
Cold War. The first woman to be admitted 
to the Académie Frangaise (she accepted 
the honor but thumbed her nose at the 
chauvinist eggheads) didn’t consider her- 
self a feminist, but a human being strug- 
gling against convention and repression. 
“Every person is a volcano,” Yourcenar 
said to interviewer Matthieu Galey. 

Born Marguerite de Crayencour in Brus- 
sels in 1903, Yourcenar lost her mother to 
puerperal fever, and was raised by her 
womanizing, gambling, and iconoclastic fa- 
ther, Michel, a product of upper-crust 
French and Belgian families who deserted 
the French Army twice. He was 50 years 
old when his daughter was born; the pair 
traveled, ran from his debts and war, and 
fashioned dreams of literary success. 

Marguerite wrote her first book in 1921 
under the anagram Yourcenar. After her 
father died, in 1929, she continued to write 
and travel, especially in Italy and Greece, 
the haunts of ancient history that continu- 
ally inspired her fantasies. With most of 
Yourcenar’s contemporaries dead, Savi- 
gneau can only speculate just how active 
her romantic life was, but she believes that 
Yourcenar, like so many of her protago- 
nists, was as sensual as she was brainy. She 
met American academic Grace Frick in the 
late ’30s, and their affair turned into a rela- 
tionship that would last decades, apparent- 
ly an ideal lesbian marriage. Yourcenar be- 
came famous after the publication of Mem- 
oirs of Hadrian in 1951; a book she 
thought would be of interest to only “10 
people” became a bestseller around the 
world. 

Yourcenar insisted that when it came to 
personal confessions, “one must either

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firmly tell all, leaving no room for misun- 
derstanding, or, on the contrary, say noth- 
ing at all.” Marguerite Yourcenar: Inventing 
a Life bangs its head against Yourcenar’s 
expert stonewalling (many documents have 
been sealed at Harvard until the year 
2037). 

Savigneau doesn’t analyze Yourcenar’s 
writings, but stolidly plugs away at the au- 
thor’s movements from month to month 
and year to year, with particular attention 
paid to Yourcenar’s puzzling decision on 
the eve of World War II to forsake France 
for America, where she resided for the rest 
of her life. It’s a separation the French in- 
telligentsia never forgave. Neither does 
Savigneau, who opines that New York con- 
tained a “mixture of puritanism and mega- 
lomania that typified this people without a 
civilization.” 

Yourcenar’s love for Frick was what pri- 
marily kept the writer in the US for 40 
years, despite the transmutation of their re- 
lationship into a disturbing, if always 
deeply affectionate, psychodrama. Accord- 
ing to Savigneau, Frick and Yourcenar be- 
came prisoners of each other’s mania for 
control and power. Charming but also 
meddlesome, Frick tried to manage 
“Madame” ’s schedule and life, to the point 
that Yourcenar made her first call to the 
butcher only after her lover died of cancer 
in 1979. 

Pages of Inventing a Life are spent on 
Yourcenar’s bitter battles with critics and 
publishers — she was willing to keep The 
Abyss under wraps unless it was handled by 
the publisher she wanted. Before and after 
Frick, Savigneau indicates, Yourcenar de- 
veloped strong sexual feelings for gay men. 
During the ’30s it was for writer André 
Fraigneau. After Frick’s death it was for 
traveling companion Jerry Wilson, who 
died of AIDS. According to Savigneau, he 
may have physically battered Yourcenar. 

Savigneau’s biography wavers between 
the affectionate (the biographer established 
a relationship with Yourcenar in 1985 
while on assignment for Le Monde) and 
the dismally pedantic. The biographer 
rightly scorns charges that Yourcenar 
wrote like — or wanted to be — a man, 
yet her terms for the writer’s complex sex- 
uality are Freudian toss-offs. She’s good 
on Yourcenar’s ecologically driven brand of 
leftism, but could be better on squash- 
ing charges the writer was anti- 
Semitic. Savigneau occasionally 
gets bogged down in piles of 
trivia — she thinks, but isn’t 
quite sure, Yourcenar voted baa 
for Truman in 1948. And if , 
the biographer sends 
countless soap-opera 
queries to the four 
winds: “Did she try 
to get from Jerry 
Wilson what André 
Fraigneau had re- 
fused her, to 
avenge that re- 
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jection she had never acknowledged?” The 
hefty volume slips into the kind of intellec- 
tual sloppiness (as well as rough patches in 
translation) that Yourcenar spent a lifetime 
fighting. 

Yet those who admire Yourcenar will 
skip over the gaucheries and latch onto the 
wealth of anecdotes and revelations. There 
are extremely amusing chapters on the im- 
pression Frick and Yourcenar made on 
conservative citizens of Mount Desert Is- 
land in the 40s and Yourcenar’s contro- 
versial election to the Académie Frangaise 
in 1980. The later section is filled with | 
lunkheaded comments from domeheads 
(including Claude Lévi-Strauss!) scared of 
having a woman around. One chauvinist 
wag called Yourcenar the ideal compro- | 
mise candidate — “she’s neither male nor 
female.” The years spent with Wilson after 
Frick’s death, the frenzied trips to Japan, 
India, and Egypt, are moving testaments to 
Yourcenar’s battle with mortality, as are 
the pages on her death. 

Best of all, Yourcenar’s sophisticated, 
take-no-prisoners voice sounds through- 
out the book, as pleasurable as cold fingers 
on a feverish brow. Marguerite Yourcenar: 
Inventing a Life contains large chunks 
from her letters and snippets of her con- 
versation. Her opinion of Colette’s prose 
drips with condescension: “the rich and 
fulsome tones of Burgundy, the street- 
urchin element from Willy, the literary ele- 
ment, and also, if I might be so bold, the 
concierge-and-fortuneteller-adored-by- 
the-little-local-ladies element.” Her take 
on Sade is wryly magisterial: “Compared 
to the hydrogen bomb, little artificial vol- 
canoes erupting in the gardens of eigh- 
teenth-century seigneurs are a modest di- 
version indeed.” 

The fiction of Yourcenar’s contempo- 
raries — Gide, Malraux, Camus, Sartre — 
like the ideologies they espoused, seems to 
represent more smoke than fire these days. 
Yet Yourcenar’s passionate clarity, her 
prose’s polished cadences, her respect for 
the past and suspicion of the present, her 
stoic pessimism and hatred of convention 
and repression, her mix of Buddhism and 
hedonism, are as indispensable as ever. 

In Memoirs of Hadrian, the emperor 
writes that a friend of his “had seduced ev- 

eryone and everything, even History her- 
self.” Yes, Marguerite Yourcenar: In- 
venting a Life disturbs the writer’s 
carefully honed persona of hu- 

mane sangfroid. But History 

still seems to be in love with 
Yourcenar, just as she imag- 

ined it would be. Q

eventy-two-year-old Joe, a 
diabetic stroke victim, has 
ridden the exercise bicycle 
at Linda Manor nursing 
home a little too vigorous- 
ly and developed a stubborn blister on his 
toe — a potentially serious injury for a 
man in his condition. 

Once the blister finally heals and Joe 
prepares to get back on the bike, his 
roommate Lou, some 20 years older and 
blind, worries that Joe will overdo it again. 

So Lou has a few words with Linda 
Manor’s exercise therapist, Carol, and she 
equips the bike’s pedals with extra padding. 

When the three gather in Linda Manor’s 
exercise room for Joe’s first post-blister 
ride on the bike, a fourth person joins 
them: the writer Tracy Kidder. Kidder de- 
scribes the scene: 





“It was an extra thing for you to 
do,” Joe said to Carol. “Thank you.” 

“Well, I just wanted you to be able 
to use the bike again,” Carol said. She 
paused, then added, “But maybe not 
quite so violently.” 

As she said these words, Carol 
glanced at Lou. 

Joe’s eyes followed Carol’s to Lou. 
Lou was making an effort to look 
completely nonchalant. It showed. Joe 
smiled.” 


That nearly imperceptible moment of 
caring and friendship between two old 
men fate has thrown together in a nursing 
home (“a place where biographies end,” 
Kidder writes) captures the essence of 
Kidder’s work of the past 10 years — and 
illustrates why he is one of America’s best 
non-fiction writers.

“I wanted to write a book in which small 
gestures counted for a lot — as they did 
inside the nursing home,” says Kidder. 
“Small gestures were all they had.” 

Weaving such gestures into a story as 
carefully crafted as a quilt, Kidder the 
journalist packs as much essence, move- 
ment, and humanity into a book as any 
contemporary novelist. 

He spent nearly every day for 
a year at Linda Manor, in west- 
ern Massachusetts — a place for 
people with sound minds in fail- 
ing bodies or failing minds in 
sound bodies. His ready ear was 
appreciated. “A nursing home is 
one of the few places on earth 
where a journalist is always wel- 
come,” he says, laughing. 

Some things “horrified” him 
at first: “I remember talking to a 
woman and holding my note- 
book in such a way that I 
wouldn’t have to look at her legs. 
But after a while those things fall 
away. 

“What was scary inside that 
place from time to time was the 
feeling that life was meaningless,” 
Kidder says. “But I discovered 
that connectedness is the anti- 
dote: connectedness to friends, to 
family, to spirituality, to memory, 
or just to the sense of having 
done something, left something 
behind.” 

“Connectedness” suffuses 
Kidder’s three earlier books, be- 
ginning with 1982’s break- 
through The Soul of a New Ma- 
chine, which did for the design- 


ers of computers what John Up- TRACY KIDDER: “small gestures 
were all they had” at Linda Manor. 


dike’s novels did for 1960s sub- 
urbanites: invested cultural 
stereotypes with a rich and irresistible hu- 
manity. Kidder did the same for architects 
and builders in House and a Holyoke ele- 
mentary-school teacher in Among 
Schoolchildren. 

Kidder, 47, a native of New York City, 
who now lives in Williamsburg, Massachu- 
setts. The son of a lawyer and school 
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teacher, he graduated from Harvard in 
1967, served as an Army intelligence offi- 
cer in Vietnam, and studied at the Univer- 
sity of lowa Writers’ Workshop in the early 
1970s. Eventually he became a contribut- 
ing editor to the Atlantic Monthly, for 
which he wrote “a bunch of cover stories.” 

It was at the Atlantic that he began his 
long and fruitful collaboration with editor 
Richard Todd. 

“Richard Todd taught me how to 
write,” Kidder says. “He’s wonderful! I 
don’t know how I’d finish a book without 
him. He’s enormously patient, and he al- 
ways manages to be encouraging — and 
he’s got a tremendous ear for cant.” 

It was Todd’s idea that Kidder write 
about life in a nursing home. But how to 
approach the topic? Kidder didn’t want to 
write a “sociopolitical” book about aging 
in America. “There were already so many 
good books on that. There was nothing I 
could add.” 

Eventually he decided to show the 
province of aging entirely through the eyes 
of Linda Manor’s residents. Although 
staffers and administrators and govern- 
ment regulators appear, we see them only 
as the residents do. 

As with all of his work, Kidder wrote 
Old Friends laboriously. “I write very fast 
— and then rewrite and rewrite and 
rewrite,” he said. The book went through 
10 drafts, and, at the end, he and Todd 


gave it a thorough working over. “Finally, 
when the book was in the copy-edited 
manuscript, we sat on two sides of a table 
and read the book aloud to each other.” 
Old Friends appears at a time of crisis 
for non-fiction writing, with such authors 
as Janet Malcolm and Joe McGinnis un- 
dermining the credibility of what has been 
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America’s most vital and creative literary 
genre in the past 25 years. 

“The expanded definitions of non-fic- | 
tion have created problems for those writ- 
ers who define the term narrowly,” Kidder | 
wrote in a September 5 piece for Book | 
World, in the Washington Post. “Many | 
readers now view with suspicion every | 
narrative that claims to be non-fiction. The 
non-fiction writer’s fundamental job is to | 
make what is true believable.” 

The kind of writing Kidder does — with 
its authoritative but invisible narrator, its 
simple and lucid prose, its emphasis on 
story, and its pensive concern with the 
quotidian — has been called Literary Jour- 
nalism, a newer genre than the more stylish | 
New Journalism that has been practiced so | 
famously by Tom Wolfe and Joan Didion. 

“I don’t care for distinctions among | 
genres,” says Kidder. “I’m a little nervous 
about categories, because they discourage | 
experimentation. On the other hand, 
there’s a lot of experimentation I read that 
I don’t like.” 

He calls what he does “narrative non- 
fiction,” he says, but adds, “Look, there 
are really only two kinds of writing: good 
writing and bad writing.” 

What puts Old Friends in the first cate- 
gory is Kidder’s mastery of voice and tone. | 
Any author dealing with this subject matter 
walks a thin line between sentimentality 
and caricature. Kidder never slips. 

“This was a difficult book to write,” he 
says. “The temptation was to make it a | 
portrait gallery. 1 needed to find a center. | 
Structure was the central problem.” The | 
book is divided into four chapters — “The | 
Last Place,” “Winter,” “Spring,” and “Lou 
and Joe” — a structure that, Kidder ad- 
mits, is “largely emotional.” 

More than technique, it is Kidder’s sincer- 
ity that makes Old Friends successful. The | 
writer’s respect for the residents of Linda | 
Manor — people invisible beyond the nurs- 
ing home’s grounds — is evident in each line 
of the book. Nearly two-thirds of the way 
through Old Friends, the author emerges 
from his own invisibility, steps into the spot- 
light, and directly addresses his audience: 

The advent of the concept of “normal” 
aging in the last century, Kidder writes, 


stripped away the spiritual solace that 
former conceptions of aging had of- 
fered every elderly person, and re- 
placed it with a dual view, glorifying 
the healthy old age and denigrating 
the unhealthy. 

Ideal aging — these days also 
known as ‘successful aging,’ often de- 
picted in photographs of old folks 
wearing tennis clothes — leaves out a 
lot of people. It is estimated that near- 
ly half of all the Americans who make 
it past sixty-five will spend some time 
in a nursing home now. The celebra- 
tion of successful aging leaves out all 
of them. Ultimately, of course, it 
leaves out everyone.

erious readers — the

ters, and all at once. Butler has pasted 


| together a jumbo-size political page- 


turner that also happens to be about sex 
and death, MoSLs (modern Southern 
Liberals) and Bubbas, God and Satan, 
perfect blow jobs and wet martinis, and 
what it means to be a beauty queen in 
Dixie. Never mind that the entire pro- 
duction is narrated by, no kidding, the 
Holy Ghost, who pops in to introduce 
and analyze things like some ethereal 
Rod Serling. 

Living in Little Rock is as swirling and 


| kaleidoscopic as Robert Altman’s Nash- 
| ville, but it echoes (Holy Ghost or no

Holy Ghost) with a greasier moral 
soundtrack — its soul is more Dickey 
Betts and Buford Pusser than Loretta 
Lynn and Priscilla Presley. This fox isn’t 
only ambitious — he doesn’t mind get- 
ting his claws dirty. 

There’s something about Butler’s take 
on Little Rock in the early ’80s (between 
terms for Governor Clinton) that might 
put you in mind of Tom Wolfe’s asser- 
tion that writing a big, gassy, realistic 
novel about a metropolis should be “the 
most tempting, the most challenging and 
the most obvious idea an American writ- 
er could possibly have.” Butler ap- 
proaches the Arkansas capital a bit more 
obliquely than Wolfe perhaps would like, 
and he ain’t exactly a realist, but you feel 
as if he’s got the mood of the place neat- 
ly in his grasp. 

Butler stalks Little Rock through a 
half-dozen or so acid-sketched charac- 
ters. At the narrative’s core is Arkansas’s 
golden couple, Charles and Lianne Mor- 
rison. He’s the “Atticus Finch of Arkan- 
sas,” the head of a heavy-hitting law 
firm, and a man with outsize political 
ambitions. Lianne is a locally famous 
former TV newscaster, and the Miss Lit- 
tle Rock of “nineteen-sixty-oops.” She’s 
got clout and, observes the Holy Ghost 
(HG): “Say what you want about beauty 
pageants, the winners weren’t usually 
bubble-heads, silly young geese. They 
had something, and it showed.” Charles 
and Lianne fight, they fuck, they try to 
save the world. 

It’s the last that gets them in trouble. 
Lianne’s the quintessential MoSL, and 
a very public opponent of the creation- 
science bill that’s just been enacted by 
the state legislature. (Charles is a tad 
more conservative than: his wife, but-his 
firm, too, is defending: Darwin on~this 
one.) This puts them both on the fight- 
ing side of one Sonny Raymond, a 
“redneck cheap-jack whey brain” who’s 
the Lord High Bailiff. Raymond won’t 
sit still while anyone tries to make a 
“monkey out of God,” and he’s hell- 
bent on making the couple — and 
Charles’s firm — pay for their sins. 
And pay they do. 

If this sounds a bit like a Southern- 
fried soap opera, well, it is. But it’s also 
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a good deal more. Butler spins out this 
drama along the edge of some ugly 
racial and class divides. Sonny’s con- 
vinced that the pair are nothing less than 
“threats to Arkansas.” It doesn’t help 
that Charles’s firm has a high-profile 
black lawyer. “The goddamn self righ- 
teous motherfuckers,” Sonny rages. 
“Atheists, and everybody thinks they’re 
such fucking angels.” Living in Little 
Rock also probes some of the South’s 
moral schisms, but for a book that’s 
about a creation-science bill and narrat- 
ed by the Holy Ghost, it doesn’t dip 
deeply into that old-time religion. 
Things get surprisingly ugly before 
Sonny and his band of misfits are

through wreaking havoc, and Butler 
does a smart job of moving everything 
along at a brisk clip. 

But that’s only half of the book’s 
charm. This may. be something of an 
old-fashioned “lub:story,” but at its 
core, Butler’s book is also a chunk of 
metafiction, a-whacked-out experimental 
read-aloud. Its abrupt -narrative shifts, 
bizarre interpolary chapters, and visual 
playfulness never give the reader a sec- 
ond’s rest. Butler pulls everything, hap- 
pily, inside out; you’re constantly made 
aware that this is only a story. For in- 
stance:

ecause Jack Butler’s enormous books are flooded with a manic, 
EB: Southern-fried brio, the man’s cool, gracious, aw-shucks man- 

ner takes you back a little. Butler, 49, has the button-down good looks 
of an 11 o’clock news anchor (he could be John Grisham’s older brother), and 
his laconic drawl goes down easy, a tumbler of Wild Turkey on ice. 

Blame it on his day job. Until recently, Butler has been that increasing rarity: a 
serious, prolific novelist who also holds down a nine-to-five post. (He’s been a 
dean at Arkansas’s Hendrix College.) It took him five years, he says, to churn out 
Living in Little Rock, and it wore him to the bone. 

“I wrote this thing on evenings, midnights, and weekends,” 
sured cadences.

Now, however, Butler has said good- bye to all that. He lit out of Arkansas, 
where he lived for 25 years (he was born in Alligator, Mississippi), to become the 
director of the creative-writing program at the College of Santa Fe. 

Don’t expect Butler’s sentences to lose their batter-dipped crispness, however, 
or for his sensibilities to leave the Deep South behind. Living in Little Rock is full 
of characters revived from his earlier fictions, and Butler has told interviewers 
he’s interested in inventing “my own little Yoknapatawpha.”

Butler has published six books in the past 12 years — two volumes of poetry, a 
collection of short stories, and three novels. All have been well-received, but he 
didn’t win much serious attention until the New York Times named his 1986 
novel Jujitsu for Christ — about a merry band of characters at the Roger Wing 
Studio for Meditation and Self Defense in Jackson, Mississippi —- one of the 
best books of the year. His less-successful follow-up was the toney sci-fi Night-

fiction when I was younger,” 
he says, “and it fostered this 
taste I have for inventing 
worlds, for inventing cosmo- 
logical orders.

Readers may also be sur- 
prised at the strong religious 
element in Butler’s writing — 
he’s the son of a Southern 
Baptist minister. Living in Lit- 
tle Rock is narrated by the 
Holy Ghost, Butler says, be- 
cause “he’s the only persona 
that could hold the story to- 
gether.” 

Yet Butler’s no Bible-thump- 
er. He’s probably best de- 
scribed as — to steal a term 
from Living in Little Rock — 
an MoSL (modern Southern 
liberal). A Clinton supporter.

character and plays pool with the pro-

¢ The Holy Ghost, our narrator, 
cranks out a self-interview. 

¢ The text is strewn with visual treats 
— editorial cartoons, party invitations, 
even a page of tragicomic segregated 
obituaries (as they commonly were in 
the South, until the 60s) from the 


| Arkansas Gazette under the heading 
| “Deaths of Negroes.” 


* Characters’ thoughts are set off in 
boxes of text, like the caption balloons 
in a cartoon strip. 

Give Butler credit for kicking out the 
jambs — even if most of this stuff has 
been done before. Occasionally, 
though, his brand of high/low-brow 
playfulness can cloy. A few too many 
sentences trail off into child-like codas 
(“bingo-boingo, light your oingo”) and 
many of the dream sequences or other 
unexplained narrative intrusions seem 
pointless or willfully obscure. 

When Butler’s experimentation is suc- 


| cessful, however — and it most often is 
| — he succeeds in shoving his narrative 


out into further dimensions. In inter- 
views, Butler likes to talk about his in- 
terest in science fiction (his last novel, 
Nightshade (1989), was a playful sci-fi 
tale), and indeed he does invent entire 
worlds. Living in Little Rock feels like a 
succession of parallel universes as the 


| narrative knocks around like a pinball, 
| out of one character’s head and into an- 


other’s. 

There are two reasons why Butler 
gets away with as much as he does in 
Living in Little Rock. One is that But- 
ler doesn’t have a precious bone in his 
body — he’s no cyberpunk Tom Rob- 
bins. He may occasionally sound silly, 


but he’s earnestly banging on all the 


right doors. Two, and more important, 
he’s a fine, vivid, honest writer — you 
trust his prose, which is capable of 
forming sentences into hard fists of 
meaning. 

Many of the best moments in Living 
in Little Rock are small ones: asides 
(“Her perfume, like getting fucked by a 
gardenia mushroom from Mars”), ob- 
servations (one character has perfect 
teeth, “like kernels on a perfect ear of 
corn”), stray aphorisms (“Love is a lo- 
cal imprimatur, good only where it is 
made”). 

There is also some strong writing 
about the Arkansas boonies, which 
Charles scorns but is in awe of 
nonetheless. He believes, to grab a line 
from a great Warren Zevon song, that 
“there ain’t much to country living — 
sweat, piss, jizz and blood.” 


What was with country people? 
They who had created the butter- 
milk biscuit in the first place now 
cracked open the spirals of card- 
board tubes for their doughy 
breakfast, they who had been born 
where there were still first-growth 
forests would clear cut a section 
without a second thought, leaving 
it stumps and trash not even for 
the money, but just to improve the 
view. Country people were hell on 
the country. 


At the book’s close, when the dust 
settles after a few final confrontations, 
you’re left to wonder: is this a work of 
borderline genius or just the best shag- 
gy-dog story to come out of the South 
in the last decade? I’d say it’s probably 
both. There’s something about the 
book’s galloping all-or-nothing charge, 
its Faulknerian tangle of characters 
with old scores to settle, that’s simply 
undeniable. 

“Appetite, appetite was all; appetite 
was pure salvation,” the Holy Ghost 
intones near the end of the book. I’m 
inclined to believe that. And Living in 
Little Rock has the whole world on its

SMILLA’S SENSE OF SNOW, by

ne hot day in Co- 
penhagen, a chic 
woman in a white 
linen dress comes 
home to find a dirty 
little boy wearing nothing but his un- 
derpants sitting outside her apart- 
ment. 

“Beat it, you little shit,” she snarls 
in Danish. 

“Beat it yourself,” he snaps back in 
the Inuit dialect she herself spoke as 
a child in Greenland. 

When he steps aside to 
let her pass, she senses 
that Inuit blood isn’t all 
they have in common. As 
it turns out, they are both 
hidebound outsiders, and 
they eventually come to 
love each other, stub- 
bornly and _ without 
mawkishness. 

Eighteen months later, 
the same chic woman, 
Smilla Qaavigaaq Jasper- 
sen, finds her little pal’s 
lifeless body sprawled in 
the snow outside her 
building. Though the po- 
lice quickly conclude that 
the boy, Isaiah, had sim- 
ply slipped while playing 
on the roof, Smilla is 
sure that his fall was no 
accident. With nothing to 
go on but intuition and a 
few footsteps in the 
snow, she launches her 
own investigation, which 
leads her to the secret 
files of a corrupt Danish 








ultimately onto a huge 
ship manned by an as- 
sortment of shady char- 
acters on a mysterious 
mission to a glacier off 


There, she finally discov- 
ers how Isaiah’s death 
fits into a Byzantine scheme involv- 
ing killer worms, a gigantic meteor, 
and heroine smuggling. 

Judged as a murder mystery, Smil- 
la’s Sense of Snow is a joke. Smilla is 
a master sleuth, but her myriad dis- 
coveries always raise far more ques- 
tions than they answer, and they 
don’t fit together in any meaningful 
way until the final pages, which re- 
veal a complex scheme too bizarre to 
be believed.

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gree or held a steady job, Smilla is a 
math whiz and a world-class expert 
on ice and snow.

Indeed, at no point in the book 
does Smilla show greater passion 
than when, in a conversation with a 
mechanic, she explains how her in- 
terests relate.

graphics?

sadness and shelter”). One es- 
say makes the assertion that 
Howard Stern is “really funny,” 
based in part on the dubious 
premise that the arrogance of the 
stupid is fascinating. But Kruger 
never explains why she believes 
Stern has led an examined life 
(this is crucial to her defense of his 
humor) while Andrew Dice Clay 
and Rush Limbaugh, whom she dis- 
misses, have not. 

The level of her commentary rises

lackface minstrelsy — 
with its burnt-cork make- 
up and its exaggerated 
racist buffoonery — 
seems such a grotesque 
example of cultural violence that it is 
tempting to dismiss the subject as simply 
beneath contempt, undeserving of analysis. 
“From our vantage point,” cultural histori- 
an Eric Lott writes in the opening pages of 
Love and Theft, “the minstrel show indeed 
seems a transparently racist curiosity, a 
form of leisure that, in inventing and ridi- 
culing the slow-witted but irrepressible 
‘plantation darky’ and the foppish ‘north- 
ern dandy negro,’ conveniently rational- 
ized racist oppression.” 

The subject appears ripe not for “decon- 
struction” but for simple denunciation. In- 
deed, no less a figure than 
Frederick Douglass has al- 
ready done the denouncing 
for us, describing blackface 
performers, in an 1848 ar- 
ticle, as “the filthy scum of 
white society, who have 
stolen from us a complex- 
ion denied to them by na- 
ture, in which to make 
money, and pander to the 
corrupt taste of their white 
fellow citizens.” 

In what we like to call 
our enlightened age, the 
crude stereotypes of black- 
face — from Jim Crow 
and Zip Coon in the 19th 
century to Al Jolson in the 
20th — appear more dis- 
turbing than funny. But the 
essential impulse behind 
the masquerade, what Lott 
calls the “dialectical flick- 
ering of racial insult and 
racial envy,” is still preva- 
lent, even pervasive, in our 
popular culture. 

Our blackface perform- 
ers, who range from Elvis 
Presley to Vanilla Ice, have 
not literally put on the 
cork; but they have appro- 
priated the styles, the 
moves, the attitudes of 
their black role models as 
their own. Vanilla Ice was 
by

derived from, but a gross distortion of, 
black culture — developed in the industri- 
al North in the 1830s. It was first and 
foremost a working-class institution, and 
its contradiction reflected the contradic- 
tions of working-class life and ideology. 
Rowdy audiences represented a new kind 
of solidarity and class consciousness. Jim 
Crow and Zip Coon, the rural and urban 
caricatures that were part of nearly every 
show, in some ways represented the work- 
ers. By the 1840s, though, much of the 
anger of America’s working class was sub- 
limated into evangelical crusades and eth- 
nic nationalism. Workers turned less on 
their bosses and more on upper-class abo- 
litionists, and, in the broadest terms, 
racism prevailed over class struggle. 

In the early 1850s, the different strains 
of racial ideology — from the sentimental- 
ism of the abolitionists to the crudities of 
racist ridicule — found their different out- 
lets in two concurrent dramatic produc- 
tions of Harriet Beecher Stowe’s antislav- 
ery novel Uncle Tom’s Cabin in the New 
York theaters. One version highlighted the 
story’s sentimentality, pulling tears from 
its audience and avoiding even the slight-

with enthusiasm, and a 

surprising degree of sincerity, the lan- 
guage, the music, the rituals of their black 
peers. Rap sells better in the ‘burbs than it 
does in the ’hood. As Lott argues, even the 
crudest cultural appropriations, the “sym- 
bolic crossings of racial boundaries — 
through dialect, gesture, and so on — 
paradoxically engage and absorb the cul- 
ture being mocked or mimicked.” 

Lott, who in Love and Theft has written 
one of the most stimulating and nuanced 
accounts of 19th-century blackface min- 
strelsy, is suspicious of the simple con- 
demnation of past racism. Such an atti- 
tude, he believes, lets us too easily off the 
hook, implying that we indeed have over- 
come. Nineteenth-century minstrelsy — 
like the current white appropriation of rap 
— grew not from racism alone but from 
complex and conflicting feelings among 
whites towards blacks — fear and envy, 
hatred and desire, “ridicule and wonder.”

est infusion of humor. The other produc- 
tion (castigated by the Boston-based aboli- 
tionist publication the Liberator) played on 
the racial stereotypes of minstrelsy, reduc- 
ing Stowe’s tragic figures to buffoons. 

Despite Lott’s obvious erudition — or 
perhaps because of it — reading Love and 
Theft is often frustrating. Lott can write 
with elegance and bite. But the book is ob- 
viously a product of the academy (Lott 
teaches at the University of Virginia), com- 
bining the discursive indeterminacy of 
post-post-structuralist cultural analysis 
with an earnest, high-brow Marxism. This 
means that substantial portions of the book 
are damn near impossible to navigate. 

Lott doesn’t approach his subjects head- 
on; instead, he circles around them, pok- 
ing at them from various angles, scattering 
small fragments of insight for his readers 
to gather up. He makes his readers work. 
But in many ways Lott’s method suits the 
indeterminacy, the essential ambiguity, of 
his subject. This kind of subtlety, unfortu- 
nately, is too often lacking in our contem- 
porary racial discourse. a

Labor of love 


Photos transcend rather than 
document the manual grind

ix years ago, Magnum 
photojournalist Sebastiao 
Salgado set out to record 
the role of manual labor in 
an industrial age. He flew 
to Brazil for the sugar-cane harvest and to 
England for the digging of the Chunnel. He 
photographed firefighters in Kuwait, coal 
miners in India, and slaughterhouse work- 
ers in South Dakota. He wanted, he writes, 
to “tell the story of an era... . [to] offer a 
visual archaeology of a time that history 
knows as the Industrial Revolution.” 
Fortunately, the 350 images he has gath- 
ered into Workers suggest he failed. The 
book is not a catalogue of an era, but some- 
thing finer. Sebastiao Salgado is no August 
Sander, scouring the earth for “types of 
men.” As a result, his 
book lacks the chilly, tax- 
onomic spirit of an “ar- 
chaeology.” Even when 
he finds situations that il- 
lustrate the abstract no- 
tion of an Industrial Rev- 
olution, Salgado sees 
through them into the 
concrete details of private 
lives. Again and again, he 
documents not so much 
historical changes in the 
process of labor as the 
power of individual resis- 
tance to the mill-wheel

that the man can laugh in the face of the 
gloom that surrounds him. A young man 
rests against a post. Behind him gapes the 
open maw of a Brazilian gold mine. Hun- 
dreds of men file up and down the slopes of 
the mine like mud-covered ants, but the 
young man stays where he is, as calm and 
gentle as Jesus himself. He is at peace. 

So, too, is the viewer. He has been se- 
duced by the beauty of resting man, the 
spectacle of the mine. Like the illuminator 
of a medieval book of hours, Salgado has 
depicted men laboring under feudal condi- 
tions. He has even described those condi- 
tions in the 24-page caption booklet 
tucked into the book’s back cover. But 
looking at these images, laid out as they 
are on the highest-quality glossy paper, 
immaculately printed, perfectly bound, 
what viewer could avoid marveling first 
and foremost at their beauty? Like the illu- 
minations, these seem to be delicious im- 
ages of a faraway time and place. 

Salgado’s photographs are so beautiful, 
so astonishingly warm, that his subjects of- 
ten seem to rise up and transcend their mis- 
eries. And as they do, they invite onlookers 
to sidestep their own anger. Having recog- 
nized the Indian min- 
ers, for example, as 
icons of dignity, the 
viewer feels no special 
responsibility to change 
the conditions under 
which these three par- 
ticular men labor. 

The editors at Aper- 
ture have compounded 
the beauty of Salgado’s 
photographs by print- 
ing them without cap- 
tions.

bor is less historical than religious. As a re- 
sult, his photographs often inspire where 
those of others might merely inform. 

Consider, for instance, his portrait of 
three Indian coal miners. They stare at the 
photographer through masks of black 
dust. Only their eyes and mouths are 
white. Salgado’s caption reminds us that 
the miners keep these areas clean by blink- 
ing and by licking their lips. But even 
when we know this, the small white re- 
gions of the miners’ faces take on symbolic 
weight, become the embodiment of their 
dignity, of the part of them that can’t be 
buried in the grime of mines. 

Salgado repeats the motif of spiritual re- 
sistance throughout the book. Doll-sized, 
awash in steam, surrounded by monstrous, 
gargantuan machines, a Ukrainian steel- 
worker throws his arm into the air. His ges- 
ture signals a colleague, but it also suggests

introduction, based on 
a conversation with Salgado, doesn’t help 
much. Cluttered with phrases like “Work- 
ing with tobacco is sweet and gentle,” or 
“Galicia is a beautiful land, one of legends 
and mists,” it suggests that the regions 
Salgado visited were Shangri-las and the 
work done there, fairy-tale labor. 

But then there are the photographs. 
Even if the labor they depict sometimes 
seems to belong to a world other than our 
own, and even if their formal beauty some- 
times increases the distance between their 
subjects and their viewers, the images are 
astonishing. No photographer since Lewis 
Hine has so thoroughly explored the 
netherworlds of manual labor in a me- 
chanical age. None since Eugene Smith 
has so completely melded social concern 
and visual power. Perhaps, like illumina- 
tions depicting serfs, these photographs 
will not provoke social reform. But the 
same beauty that makes them ineffective 
as goads to political action should guaran- 
tee that, like their medieval counterparts, 
they will long outlive their subjects. © O

THE ART OF THE AUTOCHROME: 
THE BIRTH OF COLOR PHOTOGRA- 
PHY, by John Wood, foreword by Merry 
A. Foresta. University of lowa Press, 
200 pages, $65. 

In 1904, less than a decade after they 
had invented cinematography, the French 
brothers Auguste and Louis Lumiére 
spread a thin varnish across a glass plate. 
They had impregnated the solution with 
microscopic flecks of potato starch, each 
dyed red, blue, or green. After the plate 
dried, they coated it again, this time with a 
traditional black-and-white photographic 
emulsion. When they exposed it to light, 
the brothers Lumiére saw that they had 
found one of photography’s holy grails: 
color. 

And what color it was. In 75 pristine re- 
productions, John Wood’s The Art of the 
Autochrome reveals that the Lumiére 
brothers had discovered not the crisp 
tones of Kodachrome, but the warm pas- 
tels of Impressionism. The tints themselves 
were accurate, but because of the tendency 
of the specks of starch to cling together, 
they often appeared as if they had been 
photographed behind a veil. Suddenly 
photographers could do in an hour or two 
what Monet had labored weeks in Giverny 
to achieve. What’s more, their images 
could not at first be printed on paper. 
They had to be illuminated from behind, 
often in specially designed “diascopes.” As 
a result, their colors glowed in a way those 
of few paintings could. 

But autochromes were more than pho- 
tography’s answer to Impressionism. As 
Wood points out in a series of brief, schol- 
arly essays (written in a refreshingly 
down-to-earth style), they acted like mag-

Giants such as Edward Steichen and 
Clarence White created misty portraits of 
mothers and children. Lesser known pho- 
tographers such as George Seeley, Adolf 
de Meyer, and Heinrich Kiihn, developed 
nostalgic still lifes of flowers and fruit. And 
hundreds of amateurs took the equivalent 
of snapshots, leaving us a rich record of 
daily life. 

As one of the first and most comprehen- 
sive studies of the Lumiére brothers’ medi- 
um, The Art of the Autochrome collects 
many of the finest examples of the form. 
To scholars it offers detailed notes on the 
images and their makers, as well as a short 
history of the medium. To general readers, 
it offers flawless reproductions and, almost 
as charming, John Wood’s affection for 
the photographs. 

An autochrome, says Wood, is a “visual 
madeleine.” With a Proustian force, it 
draws us back into “a gentler past, a world 
before Sarajevo and the Somme,” a world 
lit with “an idyllic light.” It may not pre- 
sent us with the world we see every day, 
but that, too, is part of its attraction. As 
Wood puts it, “Autochromes are the colors 
of dreams.”

wildly from event to event and celebrity to 
celebrity, is the touching voice of someone 
crying, “I am somebody.” “But Paul,” you 
want to reply, “nobody’s doubting you.” 

After all, what a life Krassner has led! At 
age six, he was a child-prodigy violinist, 
the youngest concert artist to perform at 
Carnegie Hall. In 1958, after a stint at 
Mad magazine, he founded the Realist — 
a sort of countercultural Spy magazine, 
and forerunner of the alternative press. 
His friends included Norman Mailer, John 
Lennon, and Jerry Garcia. He edited 
Lenny Bruce’s How to Talk Dirty and In- 
fluence People. He became a stand-up co- 
median. He was publisher, briefly, of Hus- 
tler. He wrote hundreds of pieces for mag- 
azines like Playboy and Esquire. He found- 
ed the Yippies with Jerry Rubin and Abbie 
Hoffman, and he dropped acid with Timo- 
thy Leary and Groucho Marx (!). Talk 
about long, strange trips. 

Krassner was everywhere the action was 
— “slicing through American piety” at the 
1968 Democratic Convention in Chicago, 
traveling to the Egyptian pyramids for a 
show with the Grateful Dead, driving with 
Ken Kesey on his reunion bus tour with 
the Merry Pranksters. He also investigat- 
ed, in his own strange fashion, both the 
Manson killings and Watergate. 

Krassner’s “pathological resistance to 
authority” animated both his life and his 
magazine. The Realist, though it published 
some important non-fiction, was most 
widely known for its outlandish satire. 
Krassner became infamous shortly after 
the Kennedy assassination, when, in re- 
sponse to William Manchester’s fawning 
book about JFK, the Realist published a 
piece titled THE PARTS LEFT OUT OF THE 
KENNEDY BOOK. Among the purportedly 
“true” anecdotes was a scene in which, on 
the airplane out of Dallas, Jackie Kennedy 
found LBJ humping the exit wound on. the 
dead president’s throat. Even if it was 
made up, Krassner says, this “nekrophilia” 
was “an outstanding metaphorical truth.” 

The Realist consistently pushed the 
boundaries of permissible speech in the 
years before the social revolution of the 
60s. The magazine’s other greatest hits 
included a piece depicting an orgy among 
Disneyland characters, and the printing of 
a (goofy) FUCK COMMUNISM! poster that 
worked government and school officials 
into a frenzy. Krassner participated as 
much as he observed. After interviewing 
an abortionist in the early "60s, he ran an 
abortion referral service out of his office 
for more than a decade. 

Krassner devoted his energies so entire- 
ly to his rublic life that many of his per- 
sonal relationships suffered. “I was so 
busy pricking pomposity that I had be- 
come a pompous prick in the process,” he 
writes, describing the break-up of his first 
marriage. In the years that followed, he 
never did find a relationship that worked. 
He picked up and discarded women, he 
writes, as if they were porn magazines. 





The book’s final chapters chronicle his 
(successful) efforts to re-establish a rela- 
tionship with his daughter Holly. 

The good news is that, after all these 
years, Krassner remains a lucid stylist. (All 
those hallucinogens haven’t completely 
fried his nerve endings.) The first half of 
this memoir, which describes Krassner’s 
early years at the Realist, when the coun- 
terculture was just finding its feet, has a 
lot of snap. It’s wonderful reading, a fine 
series of snapshots from a bustling era. If 
the second half lags somewhat, as Krass- 
ner’s life did . . . well, that’s infotainment.

REMEMBERING BABYLON, by David 
Malouf. Pantheon Books, 200 pages, 
$20. 

The Australian writer David Malouf’s 
new novel, his seventh, is a compact im- 
port — at a lean 200 pages, if'S practically 
a novella — but it arrives with a mighty 
rumble behind it. In the UK, Remembering 
Babylon is an odds-on bet to grab the 
prestigious Booker Prize, and elsewhere in 
Europe the book has been heralded as 
Malouf’s long-awaited breakthrough. The 
hype isn’t mere woodsmoke: a lucid and 
thrilling meditation on Australia’s racial 
and cultural divides, the book has the in- 
tellectual heft and moral resonance of nov- 
els three times its length. 

Remembering Babylon is set in the “hos- 
tile and infelicitous” Australian north 
country of the 1840s, where a small band 
of European settlers has constructed a ten- 
uous farming community. The existence 
the settlers eke out is a mean, difficult one, 
and they’re burdened with an uneasy sense 
“of being in a place that had not yet re- 
vealed all its influences on them.” Worse, 
they live with a constant, if irrational, fear 
of Australia’s aborigines — the “black- 
fellers.” 

The book is about what happens to 
these settlers when, quite by accident, a 
gaggle of children “captures” a strange ap- 
parition that’s appeared at the edge of a 
swamp. Gemmy Fairly, a “straw-topped 
half-naked savage,” is dragged into town, 
where the settlers learn his sorry history: 
at 13 he’d been rudely tossed ashore by a 
merchant ship and taken in by aborigines. 
Sixteen years later this “in-between crea- 
ture,” this “parody of a white man,” has 
resurfaced in the world of the Europeans. 

The interest the settlers take in Gemmy 
turns quickly to wariness. He’s not one of 
them, and he unknowingly injects an ele- 
ment of poison into the community; he’s a 
blank wall onto which they project their 
deepest fears about themselves and oth- 
ers. “Gemmy, just by being there, opened 
a gate onto things, things [a man] 
couldn’t specify, even to himself, and did 































not want to ask about, that worried the 
soulcase out of him.” It’s a tale that ulti- 
mately turns violent. 

Malouf’s achievement in Remembering 
Babylon is the amount of diverse life he 
packs into 200 pages, without once 
cramping the narrative or losing the thread 
of this almost mythopoetic fable. For al- 
though Gemmy’s tale provides the book’s 
soul, Malouf skillfully interweaves numer- 
ous ancillary characters and dramas, each 
of which amplifies the issues surrounding 
Gemmy’s alien status — his position as an 
“other.” Some of the book’s best mo- 
ments, in fact, emerge as the narrative 
skips back and forth in time and the story 
is related from a multiplicity of perspec- 
tives. (Among the most potent scenes I’ve 
encountered in recent fiction, in fact, 
comes about when the daughter of the 
family that shelters Gemmy is set upon 
and “crusted over” in a field by thousands 
upon thousands of bees. She experiences 
an epiphany as she sheds her individuality 
and merges with the bees’ “single mind.”) 

Malouf relates these tales in sentences 
that are a perfect mixture of earth and sky, 
of fact and feeling. His dead-ahead prose 
may put some readers in mind of Cormac 
McCarthy’s laconic but oddly expansive 
storytelling. 

With Remembering Babylon Malouf has 
created a historical fiction that lives fully in 
the present; the book’s intellectual 
achievement, (a subtle examination of race 
and its discontents) is never at odds with 
its onrushing narrative. This is a novel that 
sorely tests what Malouf calls “the glow of 
the white man’s authority.” 

The authority of Malouf’s art, however, 
is never once called into question.

A TIDEWATER MORNING, by William 
Styron. Random House, 142 pages, $17. 

In 1985 Pulitzer Prize-winning novelist 
William Styron was so overcome by a bru- 
tal, unrelenting depression that he con- 
templated suicide. In his otherwise bril- 
liant 1990 memoir, Darkness Visible, Sty- 
ron devoted an unconvincing three pages 
to what he felt may have been the cause of 
his malaise, a sudden physical intolerance 
to alcohol. Less than a page was devoted 
to another probable cause, the loss of his 
mother to cancer when Styron was just

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13. Now, in A Tidewater Morning, Sty- 
ron’s first book-length work since Dark- 
ness Visible, the author has created a char- 
acter haunted by irreconcilable grief over a 
mother’s death. 

The book consists of three stories, each 
narrated by the fictitious Paul Whitehurst. 
The first story, “Love Day,” tells of White- 
hurst’s experience as a young marine dur- 
ing World War II. He and his friend Doug 
Stiles are both “lean, mean, splendidly 
trained young lieutenants, hungry for 
Japanese heads.” Neither has seen action, 
but each is gripped by a homicidal eager- 
ness, swallowing back doubt and fear in 
the interest of honor. It is only after 
Whitehurst briefly remembers his father, 
dehumanized by the inability to save his 
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dying wife, that the marine realizes the 
repercussions of the loss of any single life. 
In “Shadrach,” the tale of a former slave 
returning to his homeland to die, Styron 
describes the desperation of the people of 
Tidewater, Virginia, during the Depres- 
sion. Whitehurst is 10 years old when he 
and a neighboring family of bootleggers 
bring the ailing Shadrach home to be 
buried. Here Styron renders the struggle 
of a South grown too poor and stubborn 
to atone for its regional iniquities. The 
family wants to aid the dying man, but is 
hindered by law as well as lack of money. 
The most compelling story is the last in 
the trilogy, “A Tidewater Morning.” The 
mother’s illness, mentioned but not elabo- 
rated upon in the book’s beginning, be- 
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comes the focus. Whitehurst remembers 
with algetic clarity his mother’s love of 
music, and the seraphic sweetness of her 
voice as she sings nearly unobserved in the 
garden. He recalls his father drunkenly 
lashing out at the preacher at his mother’s 
deathbed, angrily execrating God. And fi- 
nally the change of his mother’s voice 
from a song to a scream as her body be- 
comes hopelessly immune to the ever-in- 
creasing doses of morphine. This last nar- 
rative, like each in the book, is told with an 
honesty that is obdurate in the midst of 
anguish. The book as a whole reads like an 
elegy: at times tender in its confrontation 


with death and dying, and yet bitter in its | 


refusal to accept the consequent despair.
